KEPORT  OF  SELECTMEi^  OIST  BACK  SALARY 
FOR  IDA  E.  COBB. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Framingham: — 

Article  6— Warrant  of  JSTov.  18,  1919. 

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salary 
of  the  clerk  and  stenographer  in  the  town  rooms, 
appropriate  money  therefor,  or  pass  any  vote  or  take 
any  action  relative  to  the  salary  of  said  clerk  and 
stenographer. 

The  Selectmen  to  whom  was  referred  the  above  article  of 
the  warrant  of  E'ovember  18th,  1919,  submit  the  following 
report. 

Prior  to  the  last  Annual  Tomi  Meeting,  March  1919,  Miss 
Cobb,  who  has  acted  as  clerk  and  stenographer  in  the  Select- 
men's office  for  several  years,  informed  the  Board  that  she 
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would  be  unwilling  to  continue  during  the  coming  year  at 
the  salary  she  had  received  up  to  that  time. 

The  Selectmen  of  1918  were  unanimously  of  the  opinion 
that  Miss  Cobb's  work  in  that  position  had  been  so  entirely 
satisfactory  and  the  experience  gained  by  her  of  such  value 
in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  office  that  she  should  be  re- 
tained at  an  increased  salary.  It  was  accordingly  suggested 
to  the  finance  Committee  of  last  year  that  instead  of  making 
a  grant  for  Clerk  and  Stenographer,  the  Contingent  Fund  be 
made  sufficiently  large  so  that  the  Selectmen  might  arrange 
the  matter  of  salary  for  their  clerk  and  stenographer. 

The  Contingent  Fund  was  increased  as  discussed  but  for 
some  unexplained  reason  the  report  of  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee when  published  contained  a  recommendation  for  a  grant 
for  this  salary  as  heretofore. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  it  was  proposed  that  a  motion  be 
made  from  the  floor  to  increase  this  grant  but  after  consulta- 
tion with  representative  citizens  all  of  whom  were  familiar 
with  the  work  in  the  office  and  the  way  in  which  is  was  con- 
ducted by  Miss  Cobb,  it  was  decided  at  their  suggestion  to 
leave  the  matter  to  the  Selectmen  to  be  adjusted. 

To  carry  out  the  suggestion  a  majority  of  the  Board  at  a 
regular  meeting  voted  that  Ida  E.  Cobb  be  paid  additional 
compensation  for  extra  work  and  overtime  as  Clerk  to  the 
Board,  at  the  rate  of  $125.00  a  quarter,  such  amount  to  be 
taken  from  the  Contingent  Fund.  An  order  was  drawn  in 
accordance  with  this  vote  for  the  first  quarter's  payment  and 
presented  for  payment  but  was  never  honored. 

We  felt  and  still  feel  that  an  injustice  was  done  and  for 
the  purpose  of  straightening  out  the  matter  during  the  fiscal 
year  of  1919  an  article  was  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the 
special  to^\Ti  meeting  held  in  iNrovember  as  given  above.  The 
action  upon  this  is  given  below. 

Articles  6,  11,  12  and  13  were  considered  together,  the 
latter  three  being  concerned  with  the  hours  and  wages  of  the 
laborers. 
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Voted:  That  the  matters  contained  in  these 
articles  be  referred  to.  the  Boards  and  Departments 
having  jurisdiction  over  the  same,  to  report  at  the 
next  annual  tov^n  meeting. 

Voted :  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  meeting,  that 
the  pay  of  the  laborers  employed  by  the  town,  now 
receiving  $3.50  per  day  be  increased  to  $4.00  per 
day. 

The  position  of  Clerk  and  Stenographer  in  the  Selectmen's 
office  is  an  important  one  and  requires  experience  and  cap- 
ability beyond  that  required  of  the  average  clerk  or  stenog- 
rapher in  a  mercantile  or  industrial  office.  It  is  in  fact  an 
executive  position  and  calls  for  the  exercise  of  care  and  judg- 
ment in  many  matters  coming  to  her  attention  in  the  absence 
of  the  Board  members. 

An  efficient  and  capable  clerk  during  the  past  year  has 
been  able  to  secure  a  position  with  far  less  responsibility  and 
paying  a  much  better  salary  than  Miss  Cobb  has  received. 
Many  salaries  were  increased  in  1919  by  the  town  and  the 
departments  and  it  was  felt  by  the  Selectmen  that  it  was  no 
more  than  fair  that  the  salary  of  this  employee  of  the  town 
should  be  increased.  As  a  matter  of  fact  she  received  less 
than  some  of  the  clerks  and  stenographers  employed  by  the 
town  but  who  were  working  for  departments  where  the  matter 
of  wages  and  salaries  is  permitted  by  the  town  to  be  cared 
for  by  the  Board  in  charge. 

Aside  from  the  responsibility  and  executive  character  of 
the  work  the  clerk  to  this  Board  is  required  to  give  many 
extra  hours  including  evening  work  and  we  do  not  feel  that 
$1,500  for  this  position  is  at  all  excessive.  Quite  to  the  con- 
trary Ave  consider  it  a  matter  of  simple  justice  between  the 
Town  of  Framingham  and  a  faithful  employee  that  such  add- 
itional compensation  should  be  paid  Miss  Cobb  for  her  ser- 
vices during  the  fiscal  year  of  1919. 

We  therefore  recommend  and  move  that  the  town  grant  the 
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sum  of  $500.00  to  be  paid  to  Ida  E.  Cobb  for  services  ren- 
dered the  Town  of  Framingliam  in  the  fiscal  year  of  1919.

REPORT  OF  FliS'ANCE  COMMITTEE  01^  CLAIM  OF 
BERT  P.  WINCH  AGAINST  THE  TOWN  OF 
FRAMINGHAM. 

This  claim  uf  $700.00  for  one  hundred  cords  of  wood  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  our  committee.  We  have  investi- 
gated the  matter  and  report  as  follows: 

In  the  fall  of  1918  at  the  time  of  the  war  the  Fuel  Admin- 
istrator, N.  I.  Bowditch,  called  the  attention  of  the  Select- 
men to  the  fuel  shortage  and  the  necessity  of  obtaining  a 
supply  of  wood  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town. 
He  opened  negotiations  with  Bert  Winch  for  the  purchase  of 
a  large  amount  of  wood  on  the  stump,  Mr.  Winch  to  do  the 
cutting.  Mr.  Bowditch  asked  for  prices  on  from  one  to  five 
hundred  cords  and  on  October  18th,  1918,  the  Selectmen 
accepted  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Winch  for  one  hundred  cords 
of  mixed  wood  at  a  price  of  $7.00  per  cord  undelivered.  Mr. 
Winch  thereupon  hired  choppers  and  cut  the  hundred  cords. 
He  paid  $3.00  a  cord  for  cutting  so  as  to  make  a  quick  de- 
livery. November  11th  the  x\rmistice  was  signed  and  there 
was  a  decreased  demand  for  wood.  Mr.  Winch  has  had  this 
wood  on  his  hands  since  that  time  and  although  numerous 
bills  have  been  sent  to  the  Selectmen  he  states  that  he  has

never  received  any  communication  from  them  or  any  satisfac- 
tion whatever. 

The  wood  is  now  on  the  lot  easily  accessible  to  the  highway 
and  we  believe  can  be  sold  without  loss.  Mr.  Winch,  how- 
ever, insists  that  the  town  shall  pay  for  the  wood  as  per  agree- 
ment. Your  committee  have  visited  the  wood  lot  and  in- 
spected the  wood.  We  believe  that  he  has  lived  up  to  his 
contract  in  every  particular;  that  he  should  have  been  paid 
at  once  for  the  wood,  and  we  can  see  no  excuse  for  not  settling 
this  claim  or  bringing  it  to  the  attention  of  the  town  sooner. 
Your  committee  accordingly  move  that  the  Selectmen  be 
directed  to  pay  Mr.  Winch  for  the  hundred  cords  of  wood 
according  to  the  agreement  and  also  that  they  be  authorized 
to  dispose  of  the  same  in  such  manner  and  at  such  terms  as 
they  deem  best;  that  the  sum  of  $700.00  be  appropriated 
from  the  Contingent  Fund  for  this  purpose,  and  that  the 
sale  of  wood  as  made  be  credited  to  the  Contingent  Fund.

REPOET  OF  COMMITTEE  APPOINTED  TO 
INVESTIGATE  SCHOOL  COSTS,  ETC. 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Framingham: 

At  a  meeting  held  May  16,  1919,  a  committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  make  general  inquiry  concerning  the  increase  in 
the  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  public  schools  of  the  town,  and 
specifically  to  report  as  follow^s : 
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I. 

What  the  present  cost  of  the  public  schools  is  in  Framing- 
ham  compared  with  other  places. 

The  cost  of  the  public  schools  in  Framingham  for  each 
school  year  from  1914  to  1919,  inclusive,  is  stated  below: 

1913-  1914   $75,152.68 

1914-  1915   94,911.77 

1915-  1916   105,008.16 

1916-  1917   119,711.86 

1917-  1918   140,122.05 

1918-  1919   159,900.69 

Within  these  years,  the  total  cost  has  more  than  doubled, 
the  total  increase  from  $75,152  to  $159,900  being  over  112%. 
This  increasing  demand  upon  our  municipal  revenue  has 
naturally  invited  inquiry  and  has  led  to  th.e  appointment  of 
this  committee,  with  directions  in  brief  to  ascertain  and 
analyze  these  figures,  and,  by  comparison  with  similar  figures 
from  other  towns,  to  determine  how  far  the  cause  may  be 
peculiar  to  Framingham,  and  what,  if  anything,  can  be  done 
to  check  further  increase. 

The  first  comparison  we  have  made  is  with  the  increase  in 
the  number  of  pupils  attending  our  schools.  To  what  extent 
has  this  increased  cost  resulted  from  the  increase  in  our 
school  population?  The  average  attendance  in  our  schools 
for  these  six  years  has  been :

The  total  increase  is  483  pupils  or  very  nearly  20%. 
Any  analysis  of  these  figures  naturally  suggests  comparison 
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with  the  valuation  of  the  town  in  this  period.  How  far  has 
this  increasing  burden  been  offset  by  an  increase  in  the  ability 
to  pay  ?  The  valuations  upon  which  our  assessments  have 
been  levied  have  been :

The  total  increase  in  valuation  from  about  $16,500,000.00 
to  $19,250,000.00  as  shown  by  these  figures  is  16%.  But 
your- committee  place  very  little  force  in  any  comparison  with 
these  figures.  Vital  changes  have  been  made  in  our  laws 
regulating  the  return  and  taxation  of  so-called  intangible 
property,  and  it  may  well  be  that  the  town's  valuation  has  in- 
creased in  a  greater  degree  than  these  figures  indicate.  The 
more  significant  figures  are  our  rate  of  taxation  of  $19  per 
thousand  in  1914  and  $26  per  thousand  in  1919,  an  increase 
of  approximately  37%. 

This  increasing  expense  is  not  peculiar  to  the  single  de- 
partment of  our  schools.  The  total  expenditures  of  our  town 
have  increased  in  about  the  same  proportion,  as  will  appear 
from  figures  reported  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  as  follows :

The  total  increase  of  entire  municipal  expense  from 
$258,205  in  1914  to  $563,698  in  1919  is  118%,  which  does 
not  materiallv  differ  from  the  increase  in  school  expense  of 
112%. 
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The  proportion  of  school  expense  to  total  town  expense  has 
been  very  close  to  30% — in  1914  it  was  29.7%;  1915 
29.1%;  1916  29.83%;  1917  29.89%;  1918  32.1%?;  1919 
32%. 

In  the  comparison  of  these  figures  with  the  figures  from 
other  towns,  we  have  taken  the  towns  placed  in  the  same 
group  with  Framingham  on  the  basis  of  population  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  Tliis  group  comprises  Westfield, 
Watertown,  Gardner,  Framingham  and  Arlington. 

The  cost  per  capita  of  average  school  membership  in  these 
five  towns  is  stated  to  be:

The  increase  from  $36.45  .to  $40.23  in  Westfield  is  10%. 
The  increase  from  $37.99  to  $43.66  in  Waterto^vn  is  15%. 
The  increase  from  $28.99  to  $40.05  in  Gardner  is  38%.  The 
increase  from  $34.55  to  $50.72  in  Arlington  is  47%.  The 
increase  from  $32.83  to  $48.97  in  Framingham  is  49%. 

In  1913-14,  Framingham  Avas  fourth  in  this  group  having 
the  next  to  the  lowest  per  capita  cost;  in  1914-15  the  fifth  or 
lowest  of  all;  in  1915-16  the  third;  in  1917-18  the  first  or 
highest  of  all!  and  in  1918-19  the  second. 

Tlie  average  per  capita  cost  of  the  nine  to^vns  standing 
closest  to  Framingham  in  the  matter  of  population  is  also  in- 
structive. These  towns  are  Brookline,  Westfield,  Watertown, 
Gardner  (next  larger)  and  Arlington,  Southbridge,  Wey- 
mouth, Milford  and  Adams  (next  smaller). 

The  figures  showing  the  per  capita  cost  in  Framingham, 
the  average  in  the  state  and  in  these  nine  towns  are  as  follows  :

It  is  fair  to  add  that  Frainingham  has  an  advantage  over 
these  other  towns  in  the  payment  by  the  State  of  some  $7,300 
toward  the  salaries  and  other  expenses  of  the  Jonathan  May- 
nard  SchooL  This  payment  is  equivalent  to  more  than  $2 
per  capita  of  the  entire  school  membership.  Adding  this  to 
the  per  capita  cost,  which  has  been  based  upon  receipt  from 
all  sources,  the  true  comparative  cost  for  Framingham  is  in 
each  year  at  least  $2  more  than  the  figures  above.  With  this 
correction  the  per  capita  cost  for  Framingham  is  the  highest 
in  the  group  of  five  similar  towns,  in  the  group  of  nine  towns 
standing  next  above  and  next  below  Framingham,  and  higher 
than  the  average  throughout  the  State.*  In  connection  with 
this  matter  it  should  also  be  said  that  the  annual  charges  in- 
cidental to  the  cost  of  school  buildings  and  land  have  not  been 
considered  in  computing  the  per  capita  cost.  This  is  true 
not  only  with  reference  to  Framingham  but  generally  in  the 
Commonwealth.  This  additional  element  of  cost  is  bound  to 
be  excessive  in  Framingham  in  view  of  the  new  buildings  and 
undoubtedly  will  increase  our  total  cost  above  the  average 
even  beyond  what  these  figures  indicate. 

The  proportion  of  money  expended  by  Framingham  for 
school  purposes  in  comparison  with  the  total  expenditures,  is 
shown  in  the  following  table :

An  excess  of  expenditure  in  Framingham  above  the  aver- 
age in  the  State  appears  (1)  in  the  cost  of  fnel  and  miscella- 
neous expenses  of  operation  (in  11917-18),  (2)  in  general 
control,  (3)  in  transportation,  (4)  promotion  of  health,  and 
(5)  miscellaneous. 

Further  reference  to  these  differences  will  be  made  in  the 
third  part  of  this  report. 

II. 

A  second  subject  of  investigation  to  be  considered  by  this 
committee  is  the  probable  cost  of  maintenance  of  the  schools 
after  the  completion  of  the  proposed  school  buildings.  These 
proposed  buildings  now  already  in  process  of  construction 
are  the  Hollis  Street  and  Lincoln  Street  School  houses,  the 
largest  addition  to  the  school  plant  ever  made  in  the  history 
of  the  town  at  one  time,  and  more  than  doubling  the  entire 
school  investment,  as  will  appear  from  these  figures : —

mated and  including  a  new  building  for  the 
Apple  Street  District). 
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The  occupation  of  these  buildings  will  necessitate  larger 
purchases  of  coal  and  supplies,  the  employment  of  more 
teachers  and  janitors.  The  heating  alone  will  be  a  material 
addition  to  the  cost  of  fuel.  Each  building  is  a  sixteen  room 
school  house  requiring  each  its  own  independent  heating 
plant.  It  "svould  seem  probable  that  each  new  building  will 
require  as  much  coal  as  now  required  for  the  High  School 
Building.  The  total  addition  may  amount  to  300  to  400 
tons  of  coal,  or  at  present  prices  to  approximately  $3,000. 
The  cost  of  fuel  for  the  school  year  1918-1919  w^as  $7,823. 
The  additional  cost  would  carry  this  total  to  nearly  $11,000, 
an  increase  of  40%. 

With  the  occupation  of  these  new  buildings  it  is  understood 
that  the  policy  of  the  School  Committee  will  be  to  reduce  the 
number  of  pupils  per  teacher  to  not  more  than  thirty-five  as 
room  in  new  buildings  are  planned  for  this  number,  and  to 
give  all  pupils  in  the  first  grade  a  full  school  day.  This  will 
require  the  employment  of  twelve  or  thirteen  additional 
teachers  at  an  expense  of  $1,000  to  $1,200  each,  a  total  cost 
of  some  $15,000.  The  janitor  service  in  both  buildings  will 
add  a  sum  approaching  $3,000.  A  suggestion  has  reached 
the  committee  that,  with  these  new  buildings,  room  wall  be 
found  for  additional  kindergarten  schools  in  some  of  the 
older  buildings  where  crow^ded  conditions  now^  make  these  im- 
possible. These  kindergartens,  if  established,  would  call  for 
employment  of  eight  additional  teachers,  each  with, an  assist- 
ant, to  cost  approximately  $12,000. 

A  summary  of  these  items  gives  $33,000.  Supplies,  light 
and  incidentals  may  increase  this  to  $35,000.  The  annual 
increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  our  schools  is  about  one 
hundred.  One  hundred  more  pupils  for  the  year  1920  at 
the  average  per  capita  cost  of  approximately  fifty  dollars, 
will  call  for  an  increase  of  $5,000.  This  amount  would 
bring  the  total  increase  to  $40,000,  which  added  to  the  pres- 
ent school  expense  of  $160,000  would  make  a  total  school  ex- 
pense of  $200,000  for  the  near  future. 

In  this  estimate  we  have  not  considered  the  probable  in- 
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crease  in  teachers'  salaries,  a  matter  independent  of  the  con- 
struction of  new  buildings.  This  important  matter  is  bound 
to  receive  further  consideration  with  the  report  of  the  State 
Commission  now  at  work  upon  this  subject.  The  interest 
to  be  paid  upon  new  issues  of  school  bonds  also  has  not  been 
considered.  With  these  additional  causes  of  expense  it  may 
well  be  that  within  two  years  the  school  expense  will  ap- 
proach $250,000,  which  was  the  total  expense  of  all  town  de- 
partments in  1914.  In  making  this  estimate  the  committee 
realize  that  they  are  expressing  only  an  opinion  which  cannot 
at  the  present  time  be  demonstrated  as  accurate.  They  be- 
lieve it  is  well,  however,  for  the  to^vn  to  see  clearly  the  de- 
mands which  will  have  to  be  met  with  the  occupation  of  these 
new  buildings. 

III. 

The  committee  is  directed  in  the  third  place  to  report  what 
change,  if  any,  should  be  made  in  the  financial  management 
of  the  schools. 

The  committee  believes  that  the  hiisiness  management  of 
the  schools  should  receive  closer  supervision  by  the  members 
of  the  School  Committee.  The  expenditure  of  money  so  as 
to  obtain  the  best  results  is  a  faculty  not  always  joined  with 
educational  judgment  and  public  spirit.  Matters  of  senti- 
ment will  sometimes  prevail  where  business  judgment  is 
really  required.  The  school  budget  has  now  become  so  large 
that  any  further  increase  will  simply  be  hazardous  in  its 
effect  on  our  town's  financial  policy.  The  budget  suggested 
for  1920  is  more  than  three  times  the  total  expenditure  for 
1914.  The  net  increase  from  $163,309  in  1919  to  $231,458 
for  1920  is  $68,149  or  very  nearly  the  entire  school  appro- 
priation in  1914.  This  increase  alone  is  sufficient  to  increase 
the  present  tax  rate  of  $26  to  $30,  and  if  a  proportionate  in- 
crease prevails  in  other  departments,  the  rate  may  be  as  high 
as  $34  or  $35. 

In  these  abnormal  times  when  the  dollar  has  lost  half  its 
purchasing  power,  it  should  be  spent  with  double  the  care. 
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When  a  dollar  can  be  saved,  it  must  be  saved,  and  for  every 
dollar  spent  a  full  equivalent  should  be  received. 

The  detailed  expenditures  should  be  carefully  audited, 
supervised  and  approved  by  the  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, and  careful  comparison  made  from  month  to  month 
with  the  similar  expenditures  by  other  towns.  In  five  im- 
portant matters,  as  already  pointed  out,  the  expenditures  in 
Framingham  has  generally  exceeded  the  average  for  the  same 
purposes  in  other  similar  towns  and  in  the  state.  Our  cost 
of  fuel  has  exceeded  the  average.  Can  anything  be  done  by 
direct  purchase  of  coal  from  the  mines  in  co-operation  Avith 
other  town  departments  and  by  installing  a  coal  yard  on  the 
IN'ew  Haven  Railroad  siding  owned  by  the  town?  Our  cost 
for  transportation  is  excessive.  It  may  be  possible  that  this 
can  be  reduced  by  an  appeal  to  our  high  school  pupils  to  re- 
lieve the  town  of  all  absolutely  unnecessary  expense.  A  gen- 
eration ago  the  high  school  pupils  from  I^obscot  and  South 
Framingham  travelled  to  and  from  the  high  school  at  the 
Center  without  a  thought  of  public  transportation.  The 
committee  cannot  believe  that  the  present  high  school  genera- 
tion is  physically  degenerate  or  lacking  in  public  spirit. 
Without  introducing  an  old  dispute  which  in  a  former  day 
caused  heated  difference  of  opinion,  it  is  possible  that  there 
are  many  parents  and  pupils  who  might  be  interested  in  buy- 
ing and  owning  their  own  school  books  which  would  not  only 
help  the  town  but  would  help  the  pupil  form  a  habit  of  col- 
lecting a  private  library. 

In  the  matter  of  ^^promotion  of  health"  in  which  the  figures 
reported  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  indicate  that  Fra^A- 
ingham  is  spending  about  four  times  the  average  in  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  committee  believes  that  most  careful  supervi- 
sion should  be  given  to  see  that  results  are  obtained  which 
are  commensurate  with  this  unusual  expenditure,  and  that 
this  generous  provision  by  the  town  should  not  be  abused. 
The  principle  of  supervision  of  the  health  of  school  children 
is  laudable  and  is  likely  to  be  endorsed  generally  in  the  Com- 
monwealth.   But  methods  may  be  followed  which  are  waste- 
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ful  and  which  involve  duplication  with  other  health  agencies. 
This  waste  and  duplication  should  be  avoided.  And  parents 
should  be  held  to  a  strict  responsibility  for  the  expense  of 
the  care  of  their  children,  if  they  are  able  to  meet  it.  A  too 
zealous  paternalism  in  this  matter  tends  toward  a  socialistic 
community  in  which  the  family  ceases  to  be  a  unit.  The  end 
sought  in  this  undertaking  is  the  discovery  of  preventable 
disease;  the  remedy  in  nearly  every  case  is  a  matter  of 
parental  responsibility.  The  method  of  dealing  with  this 
proposition  should  be  to  report  to  the  parents  what  they  have 
failed  to  see,  and  by  consultation  and  advice  to  inspire  better 
home  care  and  treatment.  The  children  found  to  be  defec- 
tive will  naturally  fall  into  three  classes.  First,  those  from 
families  where  a  physician  has  been  employed  and  where  the 
child  has  recently  had  the  benefit  of  a  physician's  care.  In 
these  cases  there  would  seem  to  be  little  need  of  further  atten- 
tion by  school  authorities.  Second,  in  cases  of  parental  ne- 
glect, if  this  is  due  to  ignorance  probably  a  tactful  suggestion 
by  a  school  nurse  or  a  teacher  will  be  gratefully  received  an  l 
acted  upon  by  the  parents  in  nearly  every  case.  Third,  in 
cases  of  poverty,  the  town  should  help  as  in  other  cases  of 
need  as  a  matter  of  community  self  protection.  Except  for 
worthy  cases  in  this  third  class,  the  town  ought  not  to  be  asked 
to  give  anything  in  the  way  of  health  expenditure  other  than 
thorough,  skilled  and  periodic  examination  and  advice.  The 
rest  is  for  the  parents,  for  which  they  should  be  held  to  strict 
responsibility. 

The  large  matter  of  expense  is  of  course  the  salaries  of 
teachers.  That  teachers  have  been  underpaid  is  admitted. 
So  long  as  the  cost  of  living  increases,  these  salaries  will  re- 
quire new  adjustment.  But  teachers  and  the  advocates  of 
larger  salaries  must  realize  that  towms  have  to  raise  their 
revenue  by  taxation,  and  that  every  increase  of  salaries  neces- 
sitates higher  taxes  which,  in  the  end,  results  in  increased 
burden  for  those  who  own  their  homes,  and  increased  rents 
for  those  who  live  in  rented  houses,  and  increased  expense  of 
living  to  other  persons  who  are  also  receiving  salaries  which 
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may  be  as  inadequate  as  the  teachers'  salaries.  Some  fair 
balance  exists  beyond  which  salaries  and  wages  cannot  go 
Avithout  bringing  hardship  to  a  class  of  citizens  equally  en- 
titled to  consideration  by  the  town.  In  the  present  suggested 
increase  of  salaries  the  advance  is  beyond  what  many  of  the 
teachers  expected,  and  beyond  what  the  Parents'  Association 
had  recommended.  These  increases  have  been  proposed  in  ad- 
vance of  findings  by  the  Commission  appointed  by  the  State 
to  examine  and  report  upon  this  subject.  So  far  as  the  ad- 
vance is  beyond  the  advance  in  other  towns,  or  the  standard 
which  may  be  recommended  by  tliis  Commission,  the  commit- 
tee believes  the  teachers  should  concede.  The  jump  from 
$99,105  paid  for  teachers'  salaries  in  1919  to  $157,018  rec- 
ommended for  1920  is  over  57%.  This  seems  an  excessive 
advance  for  any  one  year. 

To  summarize,  the  committee  recommends  that  the  same 
careful  control  over  the  expenditure  of  the  school  money 
should  i^rovail  that  manufacturers  and  merchants  generally 
exercise  to  protect  their  business  in  hard  times.  Experi- 
ments should  be  avoided,  and  the  school  work  should  be  con- 
ce^ntrated  ahmg  lines  of  accepted  policy  and  proved  efficiency. 
Co-operation  should  be  studied  Avith  superintendent,  teach- 
ers, pupils  and  parents  to  save  money,  so  far  as  it  can  be 
saved  without  impaired  service.  The  details  of  this  policy 
are  for  the  School  Committee  to  solve,  by  hard  application, 
by  close  study,  and  by  shrewd  common  sense.  And  that  they 
may  have  encouragement  in  the  performance  of  their  exacting 
duties,  this  committee  asks  the  sympathetic  support  of  all 
citizens. 

IV. 

Finally  the  committee  was  directed  to  investigate  and  re- 
port upon  some  plan  by  which  the  expenditure  of  the  town 
can  be  adjusted  so  that  the  amount  so  expended  may  be  pro- 
portionate to  the  valuation  or  taxes  of  the  town.  The  sys- 
tem to  which  this  vote  refers  prevails  in  Boston,  Lynn,  and 
possibly  other  cities.    It  was  adopted  in  the  beginning  to 
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prevent  friction  between  City  Councils  and  Scliool  Commit- 
tees in  determining  the  fund  available  for  the  support  of 
schools.  Under  statutory  authority,  a  fixed  proportional 
amount  was  designated  for  school  purposes  and  the  City 
Council  had  no  authority  to  reduce  this  amount,  and  the 
J  School  Committee  no  authority  to  increase  it.  Cities  where 
this  plan  has  been  adopted  have  been  obliged  from  time  to 
time  to  ask  for  legislative  authority  to  increase  the  proportion 
for  school  expense.  Every  such  change  has  involved  hearings 
before'  the  Legislature  and  statutory  enactment.  There  is 
little  in  this  system  to  recommend  it  to  a  town  where  the 
school  appropriation  is  determined  by  direct  action  of  the 
voters.  School  purposes  generally  appeal  strongly  to  the 
voters  of  any  town.  There  are  few  instances  when  towns 
have  denied  to  schools  a  fair  proportion  of  the  public  revenue. 

Particular  inquiry  was  made  at  the  ofiice  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Board  of  Education  with  reference  to  the  wisdom  of  this 
policy.  As  a  result  of  this  study,  figures  have  been  submitted 
to  this  committee  and  a  letter  received  by  the  committee  sum- 
marizing the  results  of  this  study,  as  follows : 

'T  am  enclosing  the  results  of  a  statistical  study  of  school 
expenditures,  and  certain  factors  relating  thereto,  for  Boston, 
Cambridge,  and  Lynn — the  three  Massachusetts  cities  having 
a  school  tax  rate  fixed  by  the  Legislature — and  for  the  town 
of  Framingham. 

"This  study  covers  the  eleven-year  period  from  1908  to 
191(S,  and  when  taken  in  connection  with  the  outline  of  the 
legislation  on  this  subject,  previously  submitted  to  you,  it 
forms  a  good  basis  for  judging  the  merits  of  the  'fixed  school 
j   tax  rate.'    Erankly,  the  more  I  study  this  plan,  the  more 
\  numerous  the  disadvantages  appear,  and  I  do  not  feel  war- 
'  ranted  in  recommending  its  adoption  by  the  town  of  Fram- 
ingham ..." 

The  committee  has  also  corresponded  with  Mr.  James  M. 
Hooper,  a  member  of  the  School  Committee  of  Lynn,  asking 
for  his  observations  of  this  plan.    Mr.  Hooper  would  not 
advise  this  system  for  a  town  having  the  freedom  of  the  town 
1  meeting. 
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The  committe  finally  does  not  recommend  any  pro  rata  sys- 
tem to  govern  the  school  appropriation.  In  its  opinion,  the 
present  system  is  preferable.

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Report  of  Special  Committee  appointed 
by  the  Town  of  Framingham  to 
investigate  the  School  System 
of  the  Town,  March,  1920 


Our  former  report  covered  the  items  which  were  especially 
assigned  to  us  for  consideration ;  and  in  this  report  we  desire 
to  offer  some  suggestions  in  accordance  with  the  general 
powers  specified  in  the  last  clause  of  the  vote  creating  our  com- 
mittee. We  do  this:  first,  in  order  to  jplace  on  record  for 
the  consideration  of  the  citizens  our  conception  of  the  duties 
of  those  who  are  charged  with  the  responsibilities  of  adminis- 
tering our  school  system,  in  order  that  any  misunderstanding 
of  their  functions  may  be  corrected  and  the  spirit  of  co-opera- 
tion be  increased  in  the  minds  of  all  the  citizens,  upon  whom, 
in  the  final  analysis  rests  the  responsibility  for  the  success  of 
the  schools ;  and  in  the  second  place,  in  order  that  we  may 
record  our  beliefs  regarding  those  fundamental  principles  of 
education  which  are  vital  to  the  success  of  any  system  of  pub- 
lic instruction — with  particular  reference  to  local  conditions, 
practices  and  needs. 
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The  School  Committee, 

The  school  committee  has  a  slightly  different  relation  to 
the  town  from  that  of  almost  every  other  committee  or  official 
board.  Although  the  work  of  educating  the  children  of  our 
towns  is  a  local  function,  administered  largely  by  means  of 
funds  provided  by  local  taxation,  the  stat^,  realizing  the  im- 
portance and  necessity  of  efficient  education,  has  made  it 
compulsory  upon  towns  to  provide  properly  for  such  educa- 
tion. The  state  also  exercises  a  certain  amount  of  supervi- 
sion over  the  administration  of  the  educational  affairs  of  the 
various  localities.  In  many  other  matters  the  towns  may  or 
may  not  develop  projects  for  the  public  good,  each  town  hav- 
ing the  right  to  choose  whether  or  not  it  shall  carry  out  plans 
proposed  for  public  betterment;  but  in  the  matter  of  schools 
the  state  requires  that  the  town  shall  act  in  accordance  with 
general  laws,  which  define  pretty  closely  the  duties  and 
powers  of  the  school  authorities.  While  the  town  chooses  its 
school  committee  and  must  provide  funds  for  the  proper 
maintenance  of  its  educational  system,  the  details  are,  by 
law,  left  largely  to  the  school  committee  which  the  town 
chooses.  It  is,  therefore,  essential  to  the  highest  good  of  the 
schools  and  the  children  in  the  schools  that  there  should  be  a 
right  conception  on  the  part  of  the  school  committee  of  the 
purposes  and  aims  of  the  school  system  which  is  so  largely 
under  their  control.  It  is  no  less  important  that  these  pur- 
poses and  aims  should  be  clear  in  the  minds  of  the  citizens, 
in  order  that  there  may  be  no  friction  over  minor  personal 
matters,  and  the  good  of  the  whole  comm"unity  and  the  best 
interests  of  the  children  may  be  placed  before  any  individual 
preference.  These  educational  purposes  and  aims,  having 
once  been  settled  upon,  should  be  steadfastly  adhered  to ;  and 
everything  Avhich  will  not  aid  in  the  attainment  of  the  desired 
ends  should  be  discarded. 

The  members  of  the  school  committee  can  hardly  be  ex- 
pected to  be  experts  on  educational  matters.  This  would  de- 
mand a  training  and  experience  which  is  found  only  among 
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those  who  have  made  education  a  specialty.  It  is  also  un- 
wise to  have  a  school  committee  composed  of  educational  ex- 
perts. Since  the  duties  of  the  school  committee  embrace  not 
only  iiiatters  purely  educational,  but  also  the  business  direc- 
tion iof  the  school  department  affairs,  the  up-keep  and  main- 
tenance of  the  buildings,  the  purchase  of  supplies,  and  all  the 
other  details  which  are  involved  in  the  expenditure  of  approx- 
imately a  third  of  the  total  amount  raised  by  taxation,  it  is 
extremely  important  that  the  members  of  the  school  commit- 
tee should  possess  a  keen  appreciation  of  business  affairs  as 
well  as  good  judgment  in  the  matter  of  expenditure  of  money, 
in  order  that  there  may  be  value  received  for  every  dollar 
spent,  and  that  no  unnecessary  burden  of  expense  be  placed 
upon  the  tax-payers.  Sentimental  considerations  should  have 
small  place  in  the  administration  of  this  important  function, 
and  all  the  business  problems  should  be  met  with  a  steadfast 
purpose  to  do  that  which  will  most  benefit  the  community  and 
further  the  aims  of  education.  In  addition  to  this  business 
ability,  the  members  of  the  school  committee  should  possess 
a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  and  education  of  children, 
should  be  in  close  touch  with  the  needs  of  the  communit}-, 
and  should  have  interests  not  confined  to  any  one  class  or 
section  but  which  include  all  the  groups  of  which  the  com- 
munity is  composed. 

While  not,  generally  speaking,  an  educational  expert,  a 
member  of  the  school  committee  should,  nevertheless,  possess 
a  keen  and  intelligent  appreciation  of  the  general  aims  and 
methods  of  education.  Without  this  he  could  scarcely  hope 
to  direct  intelligently  lor  co-operate  helpfully  with  the  various 
agencies  which  operate  under  his  guidance  and  control.  The 
requirements  of  the  manifold  problems  which  must  be  solved 
and  the  plans  which  must  be  made  will  make  heavy  demands 
upon  the  time  and  thought  and  energy  of  those  who  are 
chosen  to  carry  on  the  work,  and  who  aim  to  meet  the  exact- 
ing obligations  of  the  office.  Each  member  of  the  school  com- 
mittee must  realize  that  to  him  has  been  committed  a  most 
important  charge — the  direction  of  the  town's  greatest  re- 
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source — its  children — and  he  should  see  clearly  that  it  is 
his  privilege  to  serve  every  high  purpose  for  the  children,  as 
it  is  his  duty  to  serve  no  ends,  public  or  private,  if  in  so  doing 
he  renders  the  least  injury  to  those  children  for  v^^hose  wel- 
fare he  is  responsible. 

The  citizens  of  the  town  must  realize  that  the  honest  and 
conscientious  efforts  of  a  member  of  the  school  committee  or 
of  the  school  committee  as  a  whole  must  have  the  helpful  and 
constructive  support  of  all  who  are  interested,  to  the  end  that 
strong  co-operation  may  constantly  increase  the  efficiency  of 
the  schools.  When  it  is  a  matter  of  rendering  effective  ser- 
vice for  the  children  of  the  town,  personal  prejudices  and  dif- 
ferences, whether  on  the  part  of  citizens  or  members  of  the 
school  committee  surely  ought  to  be  laid  aside  or  in  some 
manner  compromised  so  that  the  welfare  of  the  children  may 
not  be  retarded  but  definitely  promoted. 

Your  committee,  then,  calls  the  attention  of  the  citizens  to 
the  importance  of  the  school  committee,  the  high  qualifica- 
tions necessary  for  the  successful  performance  of  the  tasks  of 
its  members,  the  magnitude  and  far-reaching  effects  of  its 
work;  and  appeals  for  a  close  and  intelligent  co-operation  on 
the  part  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  in  the  work  of  the  school 
committee  which  makes  for  the  bettering  of  the  educational 
opportunities  for  the  children  of  Framingham.  Your  com- 
mittee finds  that  the  aims  and  motives  of  the  school  commit- 
tee, as  well  as  some  of  its  methods,  have  in  recent  times  been 
questioned  by  citizens  of  the  town,  with  an  unfortunate  re- 
sulting tendency  to  lessen  confidence  in  the  work  and  ability 
of  the  committee.  We  believe  that  one  great  reason  for  this 
is  the  fact  that  the  school  committee  has  not  made  the  citizens 
of  the  town,  through  a  well  planned  and  well  developed  pro- 
gram of  publicity,  its  full  partners  in  the  plans  and  courses 
of  action  proposed.  We  urge  upon  the  citizens  of  the  town 
the  necessity  of  confidence  in  the  school  committee  if  the  best 
results  are  to  be  obtained.  We  urge  upon  the  school  com- 
mittee the  necessity  of  justifying  this  confidence  by  a  readi- 
ness and  ability,  at  all  times,  to  present  their  plans  to  the 
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town  in  ft  logical^  unequivocal  and  unpartisan  manner,  and 
with  their  contentions  so  well  supported  by  facts  that  any 
proposed  action  may  command  the  intelligent  attention  of  tlic 
entire  town. 

The  Superiniendent  of  Schools. 

The  functions  of  the  school  committee  may  be  roughly 
divided  into  two  divisions :  firstj  the  business  administration 
of  the  schools,  and  second,  the  strictly  educational  phase. 
Both  of  these  are  essential,  but  the  second  is  of  incomparably 
greater  importance,  although  the  efficient  administration  of 
the  first  has  a  large  bearing  upon  the  success  of  the  second. 
It  is  in  furtherance  of  this  higher  phase  of  educational  work 
that  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  been  created. 
The  superintendent  is  the  executive  officer  of  the  school  com- 
mittee ;  to  him  is  entrusted  the  actual  execution  of  those  func- 
tions which  they  must  oversee  or  direct,  but  which  they  would 
be  unable  to  perform  in  person. 

The  superintendent  of  schools  must  be  an  educational  ex- 
pert. He  may  or  may  not  be  qualified  to  transact  the  various 
business  details  of  school  administration,  but  he  should  be 
possessed  of  such  powers  of  leadership  and  trained  ability 
that  he  can  furnish  the  energizing  and  the  dynamic  force 
which  will  unify  the  entire  system  and  lead  all  the  elements 
of  that  system — teachers  as  well  as  pupils — along  the  path  of 
actual  and  consistent  achievement.  He  must  so  organize  the 
work  and  activities  of  the  various  units  of  the  system  that 
there  shall  be  unified  and  concerted  advance  toward  a  goal 
which  is  recognized  by  all  who  participate  in  the  work  and 
activities.  He  must  be  a  man  of  broad  sympathies  and  wide 
vision,  able  to  give  to  those  Avith  whom  he  works  a  clear  idea 
of  those  aims  which  are  his  in  educational  work.  He  must 
be  in  the  fullest  sense  of  the  word  an  educational  leader. 

Your  committee  finds  that  as  the  school  system  has  grow^n, 
changing  from  an  enterprise  involving  in  1909  2485  pupils 
and  fiT  teachers,  with  an  annual  expenditure  of  $65,377  to 
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one  which  in  191D  involved  3234  pupils  and  102  teachers, 
with  annual  expenditure  of  $163,309,  there  has  been  a  ten- 
dency to  transfer  to  the  superintendent  many  of  the  business 
details  of  this  increased  Avork,  while  at  the  same  time  there 
has  been  the  expectation  that  he  would  successfully  fulfill 
his  more  specific  and  appropriate  duties.  As  his  time  has 
necessarily  been  limited,  the  attention  which  he  has  been 
obliged  to  give  to  business  details  has  been,  in  many  in- 
stances, at  the  expense  of  more  professional  duties.  If  we 
are  to  reach  in  Framingham  that  degree  of  efficiency  in  the 
administering  of  our  schools  which  the  townspeople  have 
every  right  to  demand  in  view  of  the  expense  and  importance 
of  the  work  of  education,  it  seems  imperative  that  some  ar- 
rangement be  made  whereby  the  multitude  of  business  details, 
very  often  of  a  purely  routine  character,  shall  be  entrusted  to 
some  other  official  than  the  superintendent  of  schools.  It  is 
surely  bad  business  policy  to  compel  a  highly  paid  educa- 
tional expert  to  fritter  away  valilable  time  and  energy  of  an 
exclusive,  specialized  type  on  duties  which  could  be  per- 
formed with  equal  efficiency  by  a  man  of  merely  ordinary 
business  ability. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends  strongly  the  con- 
sideration of  the  employment  by  the  school  committee  of  a 
business  manager  for  the  entire  school  system  of  Framingham. 
The  incumbent  of  this  new  office  would  be  an  appointee  of  the 
school  committee,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  school  com- 
mittee and  superintendent  of  schools,  and  responsible  to  them 
for  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  entrusted  to  him.  His  duties 
would  naturally  embrace  those  details  that  relate  to  the  phys- 
ical and  material  up-keep  of  the  school  plant  and  equipment, 
e.g.,  repairs,  heating,  lighting,  janitor  service  and  the  like. 

Organization  of  Schools.  Teachers, 

Your  committee  finds  a  certain  lack  of  unity  existing  in  the 
school  system,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  work  done  in 
the  first  eight  grades  of  the  different  schools.    We  are  strong-

ly  of  the  opinion  that  the  superintendent  should  be  free  to 
visit  schools  more  frequently,  to  maintain  a  closer  supervi- 
sion and  personal  observation  over  the  work  of  all  of  his 
teachers,  and  to  organize  the  work  so  that  each  teacher  may 
know  just  what  part  is  expected  of  him  in  carrying  forward 
the  whole  plan  of  school  work.  We  recommend  more  fre- 
quent meetings  of  teachers  of  the  same  grade  or  similar 
grades  with  the  superintendent,  in  order  that  there  may  be 
profitable  questioning  and  exchange  of  experiences,  and  in 
order  that  there  may  be  developed  a  strong  feeling  of  com- 
munity of  aim  and  purpose.  We  believe  that  without  in 
any  w^ay  curtailing  the  original  strength  or  initiative  of  any 
teacher,  our  system  would  be  greatly  improved  if  there  were  a 
uniform  course  of  study  and  method  of  procedure  for  all  the 
schools. 

Your  committee  believes  that  in  addition  to  the  education- 
al impulse  which  comes  from  the  superintendent  there  is  a 
tremendous  force  for  constructive  educational  leadership  in 
the  rank  and  file  of  class  room  teachers  in  Framingham ;  and 
we  believe  that  there  should  be  the  fullest  opportunity  for 
this  leadership  to  contribute  itself  to  the  many  and  complex 
problems  involved  in  the  training  of  our  boys  and  girls,  as 
well  as  the  highest  and  fullest  appreciation  of  this  type  of 
service  as  rendered  by  the  teachers.  The  weight  and  import- 
ance of  the  suggestions  coming  from  the  ones  who  are  imme- 
diately in  touch  with  the  children  for  whose  benefit  the  edu- 
cational machinery  is  set  up  are  not  to  be  lightly  regarded. 
Your  committee  finds  that  it  is  the  practice  of  the  superin- 
tendent to  welcome  suggestions  from  the  teachers;  and  w^e 
urge  an  even  greater  development  of  the  plan. 

Your  committee  finds  that  the  services  of  the  teachers  are 
underestimated  and  undervalued  in  terms  of  financial  re- 
turns ;  and  we  recommend  that  very  careful  consideration  be 
given  to  the  matter  of  salaries  for  the  teachers.  If  the  pres- 
ent standard  of  teaching  is  to  be  maintained  in  the  town,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  salaries  in  a  considerable 
degree.    ^sTot  only  are  we  in  danger  of  losing  good  teachers 
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because  of  higher  salaries  elsewhere  or  in  other  professions, 
but  we  are  confronted  bj  the  difficulty  of  engaging  new  teach- 
ers of  the  quality  of  those  we  now  have  at  the  salaries  we  are 
now  paying. 

Curriculums. 

The  purpose  of  a  curriculum  is  to  make  possible,  by  arrang- 
ing and  adapting  the  various  subjects  and  divisions  of  work, 
the  maximum  training  and  development  of  each  child  as  he 
strives  to  prepare  himself  to  fill  a  worthy  and  responsible  posi- 
tion in  life.  Your  committee  believes  that  it  is  of  the  high- 
est importance  that  curriculums  be  made  carefully  and  intel- 
ligently, and  that  in  the  making  of  each  and  every  curriculum 
the  following  fundamental  principles  be  borne  in  mind. 

1.  All  children,  throughout  the  entire  system,  should  have 
equal  opportunities  to  derive  the  highest  possible  advantage 
from  the  educational  facilities  provided  by  the  town. 

2.  The  education  of  each  child  should  aim  at  the  develop- 
ment oi  a  well  rounded  character  through  the  formation  of 
right  habits  of  thought  and  action;  the  careful  disciplining 
and  training  of  the  mind  through  intelligent,  accurate  and 
thorough  acquiring  of  knowledge  from  all  sources;  and  the 
developing  of  a  strength  and  vigor  of  body,  together  with 
such  training  as  will  make  it  possible  for  the  boy  or  girl  to 
keep  himself  physically  fit  to  perform  the  tasks  of  life. 

.  3.  The  public  school  must  so  prepare  each  child  that  he 
may  have  the  maximum  of  equipment  to  perform  the  duties 
of  good  citizenship,  as  well  as  to  fill  worthily  a  position  in 
the  social,  industrial,  commercial  or  professional  world  when- 
ever he  is  obliged,  for  any  reason,  to  leave  school. 

4.  1^0  curriculum  should  neglect  a  most  thorough  train- 
ing and  drill  in  the  so-called  fundamental  branches  of  learn- 
ing. The  fact  that  there  seems  to  be  a  tendency  to  regard 
these  common  branches  as  unimportant  is  the  greater  reason 
why  there  should  be  more  emphasis  placed  upon  them. 

5.  The  curriculum  should  so  allow  for  individual  differ- 
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ences  that  each  pupil  shall  be  permitted  and  encouraged  to 
develop  those  abilities  and  inclinations  which  he  may  possess 
in  any  marked  degree. 

6.  The  curriculum  should  be  adapted  to  the  children  and 
the  community  which  are  being  served.  The  curriculum  is 
made  for  the  child,  not  the  child  for  the  curriculum. 

7.  There  should  be  a  uniform  and  steady  progression  in 
all  schools  of  the. same  grade,  from  the  first  to  the  twelfth,  so 
that  children  may  go  forward  without  breaks  or  gaps  in  their 
training,  and  so  that  from  the  twelfth  grade  they  may  go  on 
into  a  higher  institution,  of  whatever  sort  it  might  be,  if  there 
should  be  the  desire  and  opportunity  to  do  so. 

Your  committee  finds  that  there  is  somewhat  of  a  varia- 
tion in  curriculum  in  the  same  grades  in  different  schools  in 
Framingham,  and  in  the  first  eight  grades  no  printed  curri- 
culums  or  printed  outlines  of  work  for  the  different  grades. 
We  urge  that  outlines  be  made  for  all  subjects  in  the  various 
grades,  so  that  there  may  be  uniformity  of  procedure  in  the 
same  grade  throughout  the  entire  system.  We  urge  also  that 
curriculums  be  standardized  and  similarly  applied  in  all 
schools  throughout  the  system,  in  order  that  progress  may  be 
uniform  as  the  children  advance  from  grade  to  grade  in  the 
various  schools.  We  believe  that  it  would  be  an  advantage 
for  outlines  of-  the  work  to  be  covered  in  the  different  sub- 
jects to  be  prnted,  in  order  that  these  might  be  available  not 
only  for  the  teachers,  but  for  parents  and  others  interested. 
Your  committee  wishes  to  go  on  record  as  being  of  the  opin- 
ion that  the  habits  of  accuracy  and  thoroughness  should  be 
stressed  in  all  grades.  We  find  tendencies  in  the  other  direc- 
tion in  occasional  instances,  against  which  we  very  strongly 
protest.  Your  committee  finds  considerable  opportunity 
being  given  for  children  to  follow  the  line  of  their  individual 
abilities,  but  we  recommend  that  still  greater  possibility  be 
made  possible. 

Statistics  and  Records. 
Your  committee  believes  that  there  should  be  a  more  defi-

nite,  consistent  and  highly  accurate  system  of  recording  and 
filing  statistics  of  all  kinds.  We  find  that  at  the  present  time 
it  is  difficult  to  get  some  information  and  impossible  to  get 
other  information  regarding  pupils  who  are  or  have  been  in 
the  school  system.  All  statistics  and  records  in  any  individ- 
ual school  or  in  the  superintendent's  office  should  be  so  kept 
— in  accordance  with  a  well  organized  and  well  understood 
plan — that  these  should  be  a  basis  for  any  needed  research  or 
comparison.  The  marking  of  the  scholars  as  to  scholarship 
should  be  done  on  some  uniform  basis  established  after  con- 
ference between  the  superintendent  and  the  teachers,  and 
should  not  differ  in  different  buildings  or  grades. 

There  should  be  more  frequent  reporting  to  the  superin- 
tendent, in  order  that  he  may  keep  in  close  contact  with  the 
advance  of  every  grade.  All  records  ought  to  be  so  kept  that 
the  cumulative  record  would  lend  itself  to  an  accurate  inter- 
pretation, to  the  end  that  the  educational  needs  of  the  system, 
as  revealed  by  these  records  might  be  intelligently  recognized 
and  discussed.  The  extreme  value  of  the  school  census 
should  be  kept  in  mind,  and  nothing  should  be  allowed  to  pre- 
vent the  careful  and  accurate  taking  of  this  census  at  regular 
and  stated  intervals.  The  records  of  the  school  census  should 
be  carefully  preserved,  in  order  that  questions  of  school  pop- 
ulation might  be  answered  with  certainty.  Your  committee 
finds  that  at  the  present  time  the  work  certificates  are  care- 
fully kept ;  but  it  is  possible  and  desirable  that  a  more  dis- 
criminating classification  of  these  records  be  made,  along  the 
line  of  the  industries  or  trades  entered,  the  age  and  sex  of 
those  entering  various  kinds  of  work,  and  the  like.  The  de- 
velopment of  part  time  education  will  demand  a  carefully  sys- 
tematized and  accurately  kept  file  of  records  concerning  those 
who  have  left  school  to  go  to  work — the  importance  of  which 
cannot  be  overestimated. 

Kmdergarte'us. 

In  regard  to  the  establishment  of  further  kindergartens,  as 
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suggested  by  the  school  committee  in  its  annual  report  in 
1919,  your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  in  consideration 
of  the  present  financial  conditions  of  the  town,  and  the  great- 
ly increased  cost  of  the  essentials  of  education,  no  further 
steps  should  be  taken  in  that  direction  at  present. 

Saxonville  School. 

Your  committee  believes  that  on  account  of  its  location 
with  reference  to  the  rest  of  the  town,  Saxonville  ought  to 
have  a  school  unit  consisting  of  the  first  eight  grades;  and 
further,  that  in  these  eight  grades  there  should  be  offered  the 
same  advantages  and  opportunities  as  in  the  same  grades  else- 
where in  the  system.  Your  committee  finds  some  bad  condi- 
tions in  the  two  buildings  now  used  in  Saxonville  for  the  first 
eight  grades.  Rooms  are  in  some  instances  overcrowded  and 
very  poorly  lighted ;  there  is  a  fire  hazard  which  is  too  great 
in  some  of  the  rooms ;  there  is  a  scarcity  of  equipment  in  some 
lines ;  and,  because  of  lack  of  room  and  equipment,  it  is  im- 
possible to  teach  two  subjects  in  the  upper  grades,  and  to  get 
which  the  boys  and  girls  are  obliged  to  come  to  the  high  school 
building.  We  recommend  very  strongly  that  in  fairness  to 
the  citizens  of  that  part  of  the  town,  and  in  pursuance  of  the 
policy  that  all  children  should  have  equal  advantages,  the 
school  committee  take  immediate  steps  to  remedy  conditions 
in  the  two  buildings  at  Saxonville,  as  well  as  to  see  what  ar- 
rangements can  be  made  for  offering  Domestic  Science  and 
Manual  Training  to  the  girls  and  boys  of  the  upper  grades 
in  Saxonville  in  their  own  school.  We  find  that  the  quality 
of  Avork  done  in  the  Saxonville  school  has  been  of  a  high 
order,  despite  the  handicaps  under  which  some  of  the  work 
has  been  carried  on. 

Health  Work. 

The  old  human  ideal  of  a  sound  mind  in  a  healthy  body  de- 
serves to  be  perpetuated  at  the  present  day.    Without  the 
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possession  and  enjoyment  of  bodily  health  and  vigor,  intel- 
lectual attainment  would  be  largely  lacking  in  utility  and 
ordinary  effectiveness.  Physical  care  and  training,  therefore, 
must  form  an  element  in  the  activities  of  every  complete  and 
well  balanced  school  curriculum.  By  a  careful  physical  exam- 
ination of  all  pupils  of  our  schools  at  suitable  intervals  many 
outstanding  defects,  as  of  sight,  hearing  and  the  like,  whicli 
notably  impair  the  efficiency  of  school  work,  may  be  detected ; 
and  by  a  close  co-operation  between  the  school  health  authori- 
ties and  the  parents  of  the  children,  may  obtain  an  early  and 
effective  remedy.  In  this  connection  it  is  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance that  medical  reports  communicated  by  the  health 
authorities  of  the  schools  to  the  parents  of  the  children  should 
be  stated  in  such  language  that  the  exact  nature  of  the  phys- 
ical ailment  may  be  readily  understood. 

Simple  physical  exercises,  planned  to  meet  the  average  re- 
quirements of  the  growing  boy  or  girl,  might  well  claim  at 
least  a  small  portion  of  each  school  day ;  while  those  groups 
of  children  who  suffer  from  physical  undevelopment  or  minor 
bodily  defects  should  be  made  the  subjects  of  a  more  detailed 
and  special  attention.  In  the  care  of  the  physical  well-being 
of  the  pupil  the  school  cannot  and  ought  not  to  be  expected 
to  take  over  the  responsibility  of  parents  in  this  regard,  how- 
ever essential ;  but  it  can  and  should  insist  on  the  importance 
of  the  factor  of  health  in  human  life,  and  by  the  inculcation 
of  elementary  rules  of  hygienic  living  and  the  insistence  upon 
appropriate  physical  exercises,  under  school  direction,  dem- 
onstrate how  physical  health  and  the  normal  development  of 
body  may  be  attained  and  safeguarded. 

Your  committee  believes  that  in  the  health  work  in  Fram- 
ingliani  the  practical  element  should  be  given  more  import- 
ance. It  is  of  little  use  to  compile  imposing  arrays  of  health 
statistics,  unless  through  a  close  organization  and  co-opera- 
tion of  school  physician  and  other  school  health  officials  with 
the  physical  instructors  and  regular  teachers,  a  constant  effort 
is  made  to  remedy  in  some  practical  manner  the  various  de- 
fects* which  the  physical  survey  of  the  pupils  has  disclosed. 
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We  strongly  recommend,  therefore,  such  a  reorganization  of 
the  existing  health  department  in  our  schools  and  such  a  co- 
ordination of  the  work  of  the  various  officials  employed  there- 
in that  it  will  produce  practical  results  commensurate  with 
the  unusual  size  of  the  staft'  and  the  exceptional  expense  in- 
curred by  the  town  in  this  phase  of  school  activity. 

For  the  sake  of  convenience  we  submit  in  condensed  form 
the  recommendations  which  we  have  made  in  the  body  of  this 
report. 

We  recommend  that  the  town  recognize  the  importance  of 
the  work  of  the  school  committee  and  give  the  committee  its 
confidence  and  support. 

We  recommend  that  the  school  committee  develop  a  plan 
of  publicity  so  that  this  confidence  and  support  may  arise 
from  a  clear  understanding  of  the  aims  and  purposes  of  the 
committee. 

Wc'  recommend  the  employment  of  a  business  manager  for 
the  entire  school  system  of  Framingham,  who  shall  be  an  ap- 
pointee of  the  school  committee  and  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  school  committee  and  the  superintendent  of  schools. 

We  recommend  a  uniform  course  of  study  and  uniform 
method  of  procedure  for  all  the  schools  in  Framingham. 

We  recommend  that  the  teachers  of  Framingham  be  given 
an  even  larger  share  in  the  development  of  policies  affecting 
the  conduct  of  the  schools. 

We  recommend  that  a  considerable  salary  increase  be  made 
for  all  the  teachers. 

We  recommend  that  outline  of  work  be  made  for  the 
different  grades ;  that  curriculums  be  standardized  and 
similarly  applied  throughout  the  system;  that  outlines 
and  curriculums  be  printed  Avherever  possible ;  and  that  great 
care  be  exercised  in  making  curriculums. 

Wo  recommend  that  the  plan  for  keeping  statistics  and 
records  be  improved. 

We  recommend  that  no  further  steps  be  taken  in  the  matter 
of  establishing  kindergartens  at  the  present  time. 

We  recommend  that  the  school  committee  take  immediate 
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action  looking  toward  the  improvement  of  the  schools  in  Sax- 
onville. 

We  recommend  such  a  reorganization  and  co-ordination  of 
the  health  agencies  in  the  schools  that  the  practical  results 
may  be  more  commensurate  with  the  size  of  the  staff  and  the 
expense  incurred.

SPECIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  EUsTANCE 
COMMITTEE. 

The  Finance  Committee  desire  to  call  the  town's  attention 
to  the  question  of  extra  services  paid  to  various  officers  and 
employees  of  the  town  and  to  any  department  exceeding  its 
appropriation.  Your  committee  has  made  appropriations  to 
cover  all  unpaid  bills  as  far  as  they  know  and  have  endorsed 
the  payments  of  some  accounts  which  they  believe  are  ques- 
tionable but  which  have  been  incurred  in  good  faith.  'Now 
that  these  accounts  are  squared  we  believe  that  there  is  no 
further  excuse  for  any  further  infraction  of  the  law.  JSTo 
department  has  any  right  to  incur  indebtedness  beyond  the 
appropriation  made  except  in  cases  of  an  emergency.  Cases 
of  emergency  in  other  boards  than  the  Selectmen  should  im- 
mediately be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Selectmen  and  in 
the  case  of  the  Selectmen  should  immediately  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  town.  We  believe 
it  is  entirely  unbusinesslike  for  a  department  to  incur  in- 
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debtedness  trusting  to  the  forebearance  of  the  voters.  We 
particularly  call  attention  to  the  matter  of  extra  compensation 
to  town  officers  or  town  employees.  The  rulings  of  the  court 
are  very  explicit  that  a  salary  paid  to  an  officer  or  employee 
of  the  town  includes  all  duties  performed.  To  pay  for  extra 
work  for  services  our  counsel  informs  us  is  illegal  unless 
previously  authorized  by  the  town.  We  move,  therefore,  that 
the  Selectmen  be  instructed  and  directed  to  approve  no  bills 
for  extra  services  from  any  employee  or  officer  of  the  town, 
and  that  if  any  such  are  incurred  that  such  bills  be  deducted 
from  the  salary  paid  such  officer.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS  AND 
TOWi^  PLAMI^G  BOARD  0^  ITOBSCOT 
FOUITTAIlSr. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Framingham: 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Town  Planning  Board 
whom  you  have  directed  to  establish  a  drinking  fountain  in 
i^obscot  and  for  which  a  grant  of  five  hundred  dollars 
($500.00)  was  made,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  report  and  recommendations : 

"Art.  47.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  drinking  fountain  at  the  Square  in  the  village 
known  as  ^^obscot,  grant  or  appropriate  money  therefor,  pass 
any  vote  or  take  any  action  relative  to  the  subject  matter  of 
this  article.'' 

"Mar.  20.  Art.  47.  Voted:  That  $500.  be  granted  to 
establish  a  public  drinking  fountain  in  !N"obscot,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  Town  Plan- 
ning Board." 
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The  question  of  location  of  the  fountain  has  received  con- 
sideration of  both  Boards,  a  hearing  to  the  parties  interested 
having  been  held  on  the  ground  at  which  hearing  it  appeared 
to  be  the  desire  of  nearly  if  not  all  present  that  the  fountain 
be  placed  in  the  center  of  the  Square  or  more  correctly  speak- 
ing v^ithin  the  intersection  of  Edgell  Koad  with  Edmands 
Eoad  and  Water  Street. 

It  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  attempt  the  installation 
until  after  the  contemplated  improvements  by  the  state, 
county  and  town  had  been  completed  and  the  necessary  drains 
constructed. 

These  improvements  have  now  been  completed  which  have 
materially  changed  the  lines  of  the  streets  and  the  genral 
appearance  and  conditions  of  the  premises.  This  is  presumed 
to  bo  the  cause  of  representations  to  members  of  the  Boards 
that  another  location  would  be  moice  desirable  by  some  resi- 
dents of  Nobscot. 

In  view  of  the  present  conditions  your  Boards  are  of  the 
opinion  that  a  fountain  in  the  center  of  the  intersection  of 
the  several  streets  would  be  a  dangerous  obstruction  to  travel 
in  all  directions  as  well  as  a  menace  to  the  safety  of  pedes- 
trians having  occasion  to  use  the  same. 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  old  fire  engine  house  at 
the  northerly  corner  of  Edgell  Road  and  Edmands  Eoad  is 
an  obstruction  to  travel  and  to  the  proper  development  of  the 
so-called  Square,  that  there  is  not  available  sufficient  land 
within  the  street  for  safe  and  convenient  sidewalk  and  finally 
that  the  fire  house  should  be  removed  and  such  land  as  may 
be  necessary  for  a  sidewalk  together  with  the  proposed  foun- 
tain be  dedicated  for  street  purposes. 

Your  Boards  of  Public  Works  and  Town  Planning  would 
therefore  respectfully  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Select- 
men be  authorized  to  cause  the  fire  engine  house  on  the  corner 
of  Edmands  Road  and  Edgell  Road  be  disposed  of  by  sale  or 
removed  to  another  location  and  that  so  much  of  the  land  as 
may  be  necessary  for  a  sidewalk  including  the  proposed 
drinking  fountain  be  dedicated  for  street  purposes  and  that 
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the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  also  authorized  to  dispose  of  any 
remaining  land  by  sale  at  public  auction  or  otherwise  as  they 
may  determine  to  be  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  town. 

Also  that  the  sum  of  $500.  be  reappropriated  to  the  order 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Town  Planning  Board  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  a  public  drinking  fountain  at 
^Tobscot.

SWAMP. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Framingham: 

Your  Town  Planning  Board  and  your  Board  of  Public 
Works,  to  whom  was  referred  Article  15  of  the  Town  War- 
rant of  1919,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report. 

*'Art.  15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  appoint  a  committee  or 
authorize  an  existing  committee  or  Board  of  the  town  to  con- 
sider the  needs  for  improvement  of  highways,  drains,  water 
and  sewer  service  in  that  part  of  the  town,  south  of  Waverley 
Street  and  west  of  Cedar  Street,  and  report  a  plan  to  the

town  for  such  improvement,  pass  any  vote  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto." 

"Mar.  20.  Art.  15.  Voted:  That  the  matter  be  referred 
to  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Planning  Board.'* 

JSTumerous  surveys  and  reports  on  this  question  have  from 
time  to  time  been  presented.  Drains  have  been  constructed 
as  far  as  it  has  in  the  past  been  deemed  practical.  The  ter- 
ritory will  be  materially  changed  by  the  proposed  elimina- 
tion of  grade  crossings,  plans  for  which  call  for  filling  a  large 
portion  of  the  swamp  several  feet  to  about  the  present  grade 
of  Waverley  Street.  The  conditions  which  now  obtain  will 
be  materially  improved  with  the  contemplated  lowering  of 
Beaver  Dam  Brook. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  hard  bottom,  as  located  by  sound- 
ings, is  many  feet  under  the  surface  of  the  swamp,  drains 
could  only  be  maintained  by  expensive  piling. 

The  so-called  Larrabee  Avenue  section  which  might  be  con- 
sidered within  the  area  to  which  the  article  refers  now  being 
before  the  town  under  Articles  44  and  45  for  sewerage  im- 
provement, your  Boards  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  further 
recommendations  relative  thereto  are  necessary. 

Therefore  your  respective  Boards  would  respectfully  rec- 
ommend that  only  such  improvements  as  may  be  obtained  by 
open  ditches  be  attempted  pending  the  accomplishment  of  the 
proposed  changes  in  the  Cedar  Swamp  district.

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SPECIAL  KEPOKT  OF  FmAI^CE  COMMITTEE  ON 
PAY  FOR  POLICE. 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Toiun  of  Framingham : 

In  the  report  of  this  committee  to  the  town,  page  9,  in  re- 
gard to  the  police  force  we  said,  "The  men  have  not  asked 
for  a  day  off  in  eight  as  has  been  given  in  most  cities  and 
towns  and  have  shown  a  spirit  of  fairness  which  this  com- 
mittee appreciates." 

Your  committee  had  previously  been  informed  by  the 
Chief  of  Police  in  the  presence  of  some  of  the  patrolmen  that 
while  many  cities  and  towns  were  giving  the  patrolmen  one 
day  off  in  eight  the  men  here  did  not  demand  any  such  privi- 
lege but  would  prefer  to  have  an  increase  in  salary.'  Your 
committee  thereupon  figured  up  the  budget  and  found  that 
they  could  give  an  increase  in  salary  provided  the  town  did 
not  have  to  meet  the  increased  cost  of  one  day  off  in  eight  and 
accordingly  recommended  the  increases  in  salary  which  the 
town  adopted. 

This  salary  increase  giving  the  men  a  salary  practically 
the  same  as  in  the  city  of  Boston.  The  report  of  your  com- 
mittee was  read  and  adopted  at  the  adjourned  town  meeting 
March  24th.  The  following  day  your  committee  learned 
that  a  law  had  been  passed  giving  the  policemen  one  day  off 
in  eight  to  apply  to  all  towns  and  cities  throughout  the  com- 
monwealth which  should  accept  its  provisions.  This  law  was 
signed  by  the  Governor  March  23rd  or  the  day  before  the 
adjourned  town  meeting.  Your  committee  did  not  know  of 
this  fact  and  we  felt  that  the  policemen  had  concealed  the 
true  state  of  affairs  from  us.  Your  chairman  and  other 
members  of  the  committee  immediately  demanded  an  expla- 
nation of  the  police  so  that  we  could  present  the  facts  to  the 
town.  On  March  26th  the  Chief  of  the  Police  Department 
together  with  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Police  As- 
sociation of  Framingham  visited  the  chairman  of  this  com- 
mittee and  confirmed  the  statement  just  quoted  of  the  com- 
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mittee  and  of  the  Chief  of  Police.  They  thanked  the  com- 
mittee for  their  fair  treatment,  expressed  the  appreciation  for 
the  action  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  and  stated  they 
were  entirely  satisfied  with  the  treatment  of  both  the  commit- 
tee and  the  town ;  that  while  they  were  members  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts Association  they  were  ignorant  of  the  fact  that  the 
bill  had  been  passed,  and  did  not  want  the  town  or  the  com- 
mittee to  feel  that  they  had  deceived  either  one.  Your  com- 
mittee accept  this  explanation  and  are  glad  to  report  this  to 
the  town. 

The  question  of  whether  the  town  should  grant  one  day 
off  in  eight  to  its  policemen  will  be  submitted  at  the  Novem- 
ber election.  The  acceptance  of  this  act  will  mean  that  each 
policeman  will  have  forty-five  days  leave  of  absence  in  addi- 
tion to  the  fourteen  days  vacation.  It  will  entail  a  large 
additional  ap])ropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  police 
department.  Your  committee  is  not  prepared  to  state  that 
this  action  should  not  at  some  time  be  taken  but^we  do  feel 
that  after  the  liberal  increase  in  salary  and  considering  the 
present  shortage  of  labor  and  the  conditions  under  which  this 
increase  was  given  that  the  town  should  not  accept  this  act 
jvt  the  fall  election.

THEIR  LIVES  IN  THE  GREAT  WAR. 

This  committee  was  appointed  under  the  vote  of  the  town 
acting  on  Articles  24  and  27  of  the  warrant  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  1919. 

Article  24.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  report  of  the  Select- 
men to  be  then  and  there  presented,  relative  to  the  purchase 
or  acquisition  by  other  means  of  the  three  parcels  of  property 
at  Concord  Square,  known  as  the  Healey  place,  Merriam 
place  and  Adams  place;  authorize  the  Selectmen  or  some 
committee  of  the  town  to  acquire  same  and  prepare  sketches 
or  plans  of  a  Memorial  Municipal  Building;  pass  any  vote 
or  take  any  action  relative  to  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said 
report  or  of  this  article. 
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Article  27.  To  see  if  the  town  Avill  vote  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee to  take  into  consideration  the  matter  of  purchasing  or 
otherwise  acquiring  land  and  erecting  thereon  a  building  to 
be  known  and  called  the  Victory  Building  or  by  such  other 
name  as  the  town  may  hereafter  determine,  such  committee 
to  have  full  powers  to  investigate  sites  and  consider  plans 
and  examine  municipal  buildings  in  other  communities,  and 
report  to  the  town  hereafter,  appropriate  money  for  the  use 
of  such  committee,  or  pass  any  action,  and  if  any,  what 
action,  relative  to  said  matters  or  either  thereof. 

Acting  under  these  articles  the  town  passed  the  following 
vote: 

The  whole  matter  contained  in  Articles  24  and  27  of  the 
Annual  Town  Warrant  of  1919  to  be  referred  to  a  committee 
of  eleven  to  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator;  to  investigate, 
consider  and  report  to  a  future  town  meeting,  to  be  held  not 
later  than  the  annual  town  meeting  of  1920 ;  five  of  said 
members  to  be  citizens  recommended  by  our  Finance  and 
Municipal  Committee,  two  representing  union  labor,  two 
representing  the  mothers  and  fathers  of  our  returning  heroes, 
and  two  soldiers  or  sailors  who  have  seen  active  service;  this 
committee  to  have  authority  to  fill  any  vacancies  in  its  mem- 
bership ;  said  committee  to  publish  its  report  in  the  Fram- 
ingham  ^^ews  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  town  meeting  at 
which  it  proposes  to  report;  that  $500  be  granted  for  use  of 
said  committee,  the  sum  to  be  taken  from  the  Contingent 
Fund. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Moderator : 

Theo  F.  Kice,  Chas.  M.  Baker,  Eichard  H.  Long,  Henry 
S.  Dennison,  James  E.  McGrath,  Wm.  H.  Walsh,  Mrs.  James 
Chalmers,  Dr.  James  Glass,  Ralph  Harney,  Walter  C. 
Wright,  James  B.  ^^icholson. 

Your  committee  organized  and  chose  Wm.  H.  Walsh, 
Chairman,  and  Ralph  Harney,  Secretary. 

I^aturally  the  first  consideration  of  the  committee  was  the 
form  the  memorial  should  take,  and  to  this  end  a  study  was 
made  of  what  other  communities  were  doing.    After  con- 
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sidering  memorials  in  many  forms,  the  committee  decided  to 
recommend  that  the  town  erect  a  building  which  would  be  at 
once  a  memorial  to  our  heroic  dead  and  a  boon  to  the  com- 
munity now  and  for  the  generations  to  come. 

It  is  recommended  that  this  building  embody  the  features 
shown  by  the  sketches  prepared  by  Chas.  M.  Baker,  a  member 
of  the  committee.  One  of  these  features  is  a  rotunda,  some- 
what like  the  Hall  of  Flags  in  our  State  House.  This  rotunda 
will  be  about  45  feet  in  diameter.  It  is  to  serve  a  distinctly 
memorial  purpose,  having  as  it  will,  the  names  and  military 
records  of  those  of  our  citizens  who  gave  their  lives  for  their 
country's  cause.  It  will  also  contain  war  relics  given  by  the 
townspeople.  This  rotunda  will  serve  as  an  entrance  to  other 
parts  of  the  building,  and  it  will  be  a  patriotic  inspiration  to 
all. 

In  the  rear  and  adjoining  the  rotunda,  we  recommend  a 
municipal  auditorium,  this  auditorium  to  seat  about  1800 
people  and  to  be  about  75  feet  wide  by  125  'feet  long.  If  it 
is  found  that  the  town  does  not  wish  to  erect  the  auditorium 
at  once,  the  rotunda  may  be  built  now  and  the  auditorium 
added  later. 

This  memorial  is  planned  with  view  to  make  it  the  key  or 
entrance  to  a  civic  centre  which  may  be  built  around  it.  This 
is  a  very  desirable  feature  as  it  will  render  the  memorial  use- 
ful. It  will  be  noticed  that  the  design  is  such  that  right  and 
left  Avings  may  be  erected  now  or  later.  These  wings  could 
contain  the  town  offices  and  rooms  for  the  Grand  Army,  the 
American  Legion,  and  the  Spanish  War  Veterans. 

The  location  of  this  proposed  memorial  is  of  great  import- 
ance. Your  committee  went  carefully  into  this  matter  and 
determined  that  the  most  desirable  place  is  at  the  junction  of 
Concord  Street  and  Union  Avenue  at  Concord  Square  on  the 
Merriam  property.  Your  committee  met  with  Messrs.  John 
and  Bernard  Merriam  who  treated  us  with  the  utmost  court- 
esy and  gave  the  following  reply  to  our  inquiry  concerning 
the  purchase  of  the  land : 
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(Merriam  Letter) 

Boston,  Mass.,  January  27,  1920. 

William  H.  Walsh,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  Committe  from  Town 
of  Framingham  to  consider  purchase  of  land  for  muni- 
cipal purposes,  Framingham,  Mass. 

Dear  Mr.  Walsh : 

Mr.  Dennison,  representing  your  committee,  has  come  to 
us,  and  has  offered,  subject  to  the  approval  by  the  town,  sixty 
thousand  dollars  for  the  three  Merriam  estates  at  the  corner 
of  Union  Avenue  and  Concord  Street,  comprising  land  and 
dwelling  house  now  occupied  by  Dr.  Healy,  land  and  dwell- 
ing house  occupied  by  our  sister,  Mrs.  Lucy  M.  Adams,  and 
land  and  dwelling  house  occupied  by  Dr.  L.  W.  Jessaman. 
We  understand  that  this  offer  is  made  as  the  beginning  of  a 
plan  to  locate  and  construct  municipal  buildings  as  a  Victory 
Memorial.  You  will,  I  am  sure,  admit,  both  for  yourself  and 
associates,  that  this  proposition  has  been  initiated  by  the 
town,  and  that  neither  one  of  us,  and  no  one  in  our  behalf, 
has  in  any  way  approached  your  committee,  or  sought  to  in- 
fluence the  town  to  make  this  proposition ;  also  that  the  price 
you  have  named  is  your  own  proposition  which  we  have  in 
no  way  endeavored  to  increase. 

This  property  belongs  in  part  to  Bernard  F.  Merriam,  and 
in  part  to  the  five  children  of  the  late  Adolphus  and  Caroline 
Merriam.  After  conference  with  our  sister,  Mrs.  Lucy  M. 
Adams,  and  her  only  daughter,  Mrs.  Claude  Fitch,  of 
Chicago,  our  sister  Elizabeth,  and  our  brother  Joseph,  of 
Middletown,  Conn.,  we  authorize  your  committee  to  report 
to  the  town  that,  if  it  is  the  town's  desire  to  purchase  thi& 
property  for  this  purpose,  we  will  accept  the  sum  which  you 
have  offered.  It  seems  reasonable,  however,  for  us  to  stipu- 
late that  the  proposition  be  culminated  before  April  1st  next, 
so  that  the  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  the 
year  1920.    We  also  desire,  in  view  of  the  collection  of  fur- 
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nitiire  and  other  personal  property  in  the  house  occupied  by 
our  sister,  an  accumulation  of  over  half  a  century  of  use  as 
our  parents'  and  sister's  home,  that  we  be  given  until  Sep- 
tember 1st  next  to  vacate  this  house. 

In  waiting  this  letter  we  have  been  influenced  by  the  fact 
that  the  purpose  of  this  purchase  is  a  public  purpose,  which 
seems  to  be  generally  desired  and  approved  by  the  voters  of 
the  town,  and  we  have  been  willing  to  consider  a  price,  which 
is  not  to  be  considered  as  our  price  for  any  other  purpose  or 
to  any  other  purchaser,  in  case  the  to^vn  does  not  authorize 
the  purchase. 

We  have  sent  this  letter  to  you  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Den- 
nison,  indicating  in  writing  our  position  expressed  verb- 
ally to  him.

Your  committee  considers  the  price  and  conditions  set  forth 
in  this  letter  most  fair.  We  have  consulted  with  people  who 
are  acquainted  with  property  values  and  find  that  this  prop- 
erty is  generally  valued  at  more  than  the  price  stated. 

The  committee  recommends  that  the  land  and  buildings 
o^vned  by  the  Merriam  Estate  and  comprising  houses  and 
land  occupied  by  Dr.  Healy,  Dr.  Jessaman,  and  Mrs.  Lucy 
Adams  be  purchased,  by  the  town.  Even  in  the  event  that 
the  town  does  not  wish  to  erect  a  memorial  at  this  time,  the 
committee  strongly  recommends  that  the  town  acquire  the 
property  now.  This  will  insure  a  suitable  place  for  our 
memorial  when  the  town  is  ready,  and  the  land  may  be  had 
cheaper  now  and  with  less  difficulty  than  if  it  passes  into 
other  hands. 

Your  committee  further  recommends  that  the  town  nego- 
tiate for  the  Elks  property  on  Union  AvenUe,  the  Palmer 
property  on  Concord  Street,  the  Howe  property  on  Concord 
Street,  and  the  John  Merriam  property  on  Sanger  Street. 
By  securing  these  properties  the  town  will  provide  a  most 
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desirable  place  for  further  municipal  buildings,  of  which  the 
memorial  is  to  be  the  central  feature,  and  will  protect  the 
memorial  from  undesirable  neighbors. 

Thinking  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  the  permission  of 
the  Legislature  to  borrow  outside  the  debt  limit  for  the  pur- 
pose of  buying  land  and  erecting  a  building,  we  have  re- 
quested representative  Bowers  to  file  a  bill  in  the  Legislature 
granting  this  right. 

The  plan  of  commemoration  outlined,  your  committee  con- 
siders an  admirable  one,  and  entirely  in  keeping  with  the 
fine  sentiment  which  the  town  wishes  to  express  in  its  memo- 
rial. The  proposed  rotunda  gives  to  the  memorial  a  feature 
that  will  express  the  undying  appreciation  and  reverence  of 
our  citizens  for  those  who  so  generously  gave  their  lives  in 
freedom's  cause.  The  auditorium  will  serve  a  useful  purpose 
and  fill  a  long-felt  want.  It  will  bring  our  citizens  in  close 
association  with  the  memorial  and  a  wider  patriotic  influence 
will  result.    Tlie  memorial  will  be  a  shrine  of  patriotism. 

Your  committee's  recommendations  summarized  are : 

First — That  the  town  erect  a  memorial  building  as  outlined 
in  this  report  and  illustrated  by  the  accompanying  sketches. 

Second — That  the  town  purchase  the  houses  and  land  of 
the  Merriam  Estate  known  as  the  Healy  place,  the  Jessaman 
place,  and  the  Adams  place. 

Third — That  the  town  negotiate  for  the  Elks  place,  the 
Palmer  place,  the  Howe  place,  and  the  John  Merriam  place 
on  Sanger  Street.

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Code  of  By-Laws 

TOWIS'  OF  FRAMII^OHAM. 


TOWN  MEETINGS. 

I.  The  annual  town  meeting  for  the  election  of  officers 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  March. 

II.  The  polls  shall  be  opened  at  5.45  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing and  shall  remain  open  until  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

III.  All  business  of  the  annual  meeting  other  than  the 
election  of  town  officers  and  the  determination  of  such  mat- 
ters as  are  by  law  placed  on  the  ballot,  shall  be  deferred  to 
an  adjournment  to  be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  follow- 
ing. 

IV.  Notice  of  every  town  meeting  shall  be  given  by  pub- 
lication of  a  copy  of  the  warrant  in  at  least  two  issues  of  one 
or  more  newspapers  published  in  said  town.  The  first  pub- 
lication to  be  at  least  seven  days  before  the  date  of  the  meet- 
ing, also  by  posting  copies  of  the  warrant  in  ten  or  more 
public  places  in  said  town  eight  days  before  the  date  of  the 
meeting. 
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V.  Whenever  a  town  meeting  shall  adjourn  to  a  future 
date,  the  town  clerk  shall  cause  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  adjournment  to  be  published  in  one  or  more  issues  of  a 
newspaper  published  in  the  town.  Such  notice  shall  briefly 
state  the  business  to  come  before  the  adjourned  meeting. 

VI.  ISTo  motion  to  reconsider  a  matter  already  acted  on 
shall  be  in  order  at  any  adjournment  except  by  unanimous 
consent,  unless  a  notice  of  such  intention  shall  be  given  in 
writing  to  the  Town  Clerk  on  or  before  noon  of  the  date  that 
the  meeting  stands  adjourned  to,  and  the  Clerk  shall  give 
notice  of  such  intention  by  advertisement,  or  posting  a  notice 
at  his  office. 

VII.  All  voting  in  town  meetings  shall  be  by  a  show  of 
hands.  If  the  result  is  in  doubt  the  Moderator  shall  count 
or  cause  to  be  counted  the  uplifted  hands.  If  still  in  doubt, 
or  if  the  result  is  questioned  by  seven  voters,  the  Moderator 
shall  appoint  tellers  who  shall  verify  the  vote. 

VIII.  The  Moderator  may  decline  to  put  obviously  frivo- 
lous motions.  Motions  shall  be  presented  in  writing  upon 
request  of  the  Moderator. 

IX.  'No  motion,  the  effect  of  which  would  be  to  dissolve 
the  meeting,  shall  be  in  order  until  every  article  in  the  war- 
rant has  been  duly  considered  and  acted  on,  but  this  shall 
not  preclude  the  postponement  of  consideration  of  any  article 
to  an  adjournment  of  the  meeting  at  a  stated  time. 

X.  No  person  shall  address  the  meeting  unless  recognized 
by  the  Moderator,  nor  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  sub- 
ject to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  who  may  desire  to  speak. 

XI.  Any  person  who  is  employed  as  an  attorney  by 
another  interested  in  any  matter  under  discussion  at  a  town 
meeting  shall  disclose  the  fact  of  his  employment  before 
speaking  thereon. 
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XII.  The  Moderator  shall  appoint  all  committees  of  the 
town  unless  the  town  otherwise  directs.  He  may  direct  that 
only  voters  be  admitted  to  the  place  of  meeting  or  to  a  definite 
portion  thereof. 

XIII.  All  committees  shall  report  as  directed  by  the  town. 
If  no  report  is  made  within  a  year  after  the  appointment, 
the  committee  shall  be  discharged  unless,  in  the  meantime, 
the  town  grant  an  extension  of  time. 

XIV.  'No  appropriation  shall  be  made  under  the  report 
of  any  committee  of  the  town  unless  the  report  has  been  pre- 
viously submitted  to  the  Finance  Committee. 

XV.  The  Moderator  shall  be  guided  by  Cushing's  Manual 
of  Parliamentary  Law,  so  far  as  the  same  is  applicable  to  a 
town  meeting. 

OFFICEKS  OF  THE  TOWN. 

General  provisions  applicable  to  all  permanent  boards  and 

officers. 

I.  All  officers,  boards  and  committees  having  permanent 
clerical  assistance  shall  keep  their  offices  open  for  public 
business  from  9  a.  m.  to  4  p.  m.  every  week  day  except  Satur- 
days and  then  from  9  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m. 

II.  All  officers,  boards  and  committees  shall  notify  the 
Town  Clerk  of  their  organization  and  office  hours  or  time  of 
stated  meetings. 

III.  Whenever  any  work  is  to  be  done,  the  whole,  or  a 
portion  of  which  is  to  be  paid  for  by  private  parties,  the  officer 
having  such  work  in  charge  shall  before  proceeding  on  such 
work,  require  a  deposit  of  the  estimated  expense  with  the 
Treasurer  and  on  the  completion  of  the  work,  the  Treasurer 
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shall  retain  the  cost  of  such  work  and  return  the  balance,  if 
any,  to  the  depositor. 

IV.  'No  contract,  involving  an  obligation  of  the  town, 
exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  shall  at  any  time  be 

made,  except  by  vote  of  the  committee  or  board  thereunto  duly 
authorized  having  supervision  of  the  department  to  which  the 
same  relates.  Such  vote  shall  be  recorded  and  such  records 
shall  be  open  to  inspection. 

V.  No  contract,  involving  an  obligation  of  the  town  ex- 
ceeding the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  shall  be  bind- 
ing upon  the  town,  unless  it  is  in  writing  and  is  signed  by  at 
least  a  majority  of  the  board  or  committee  in  charge  of  the 
work  on  the  part  of  the  town. 

VI.  No  board  or  officer  shall  make  any  contract  in  behalf 
of  the  town,  the  execution  of  which  shall  necessarily  extend 
beyond  one  year,  from  the  date  thereof,  unless  specific  author- 
ity so  to  do  has  been  given  by  vote  of  the  town. 

VII.  Whenever  any  property  of  the  tovm  to  the  value  of 
two  hundred  dollars  or  over  is  to  be  sold,  it  shall  be  sold  at 
public  auction  after  not  less  than  seven  days'  notice  in  one  or 
more  newspapers  published  in  said  town. 

FII^AI^CE  COMMITTEE. 

I.  There  shall  be  a  Finance  Committee  of  nine  voters, 
three  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Selectmen 
to  serve  for  the  term  of  three  years.  Such  appointment  shall 
be  made  forthwith  after  the  annual  meeting  and  at  other  times 
to  fill  vacancies. 

II.  No  member  of  the  Committee  shall  hold  any  elective 
or  appointive  to^vn  office.  The  members  of  the  Committee 
shall  serve  without  salary.    The  term  of  the  members  shall 
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commence  the  first  of  May  following  their  appointment. 
Said  Committee  shall  meet  for  organization  at  the  call  of  the 
Selectmen  and  shall  choose  its  own  chairman  and  clerk. 

III.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consider  matters  re- 
lating to  the  appropriation,  the  borrowing  and  the  expendi- 
tures of  money  by  the  town ;  its  indebtedness ;  the  methods  of 
administration  of  its  various  ofiicers  and  departments;  pro- 
perty valuation  and  assessments  and  other  municipal  affairs, 
and  may  make  reconmiendations  to  the  town,  to  any  to^vn 
board,  officer  or  committee,  relative  to  such  matters. 

IV.  The  various  town  boards,  officers  and  committees, 
charged  with  the  expenditures  of  town  money  shall,  before 
January  15th  of  each  year,  prepare  detailed  estimates  of  the 
amounts  deemed  by  them  necessary  for  the  administration  of 
their  respective  offices  or  departments  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year,  with  explanatory  statements  of  the  reasons  for  any 
changes  from  the  amounts  appropriated  for  the  same  purpose 
in  the  preceding  year.  They  shall  also  prepare  estimates 
of  all  probable  items  of  income  which  may  be  received  by 
them  during  the  ensuing  year  in  connection  v^ith  the  admin- 
istration of  their  departments  or  offices,  and  a  statement  of 
the  amount  of  the  appropriation  requested  by  them  for  the 
ensuing  fiscal  year.  Said  estimates  and  statements  shall  be 
filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Finance  Committee  on  or  before 
January  15th  of  each  year. 

V.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  duly  consider  the  same 
and  may  confer  with  said  town  boards,  officers  and  committees, 
and  hold  hearings,  if  they  deem  it  advisable.  The  Com- 
mittee shall  thereupon  approve  or  disapprove  the  amount,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  of  the  appropriation  so  requested.  The 
Committee  shall  make  a  report  of  the  matters  so  considered 
by  it,  with  recommendation  or  suggestion  relative  thereto, 
and  the  same  shall  be  published  and  distributed  at  least  three 
days  before  the  business  meeting.    Said  report  of  the  Fin- 
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ance  Committee,  as  published,  shall  also  contain  a  statement 
of  the  doings  of  the  Committee  during  the  year,  with  such 
recommendations  or  suggestions  as  it  may  deem  advisable  on 
any  matters  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of  the  town. 

VI.  Eequests  by  the  town  boards,  officers,  committees  or 
citizens  for  insertion  of  articles  in  warrants  for  town  meet- 
ings, which  involve  the  expenditure  or  appropriation  of  money 
shall  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee.  The  Finance 
Committee,  after  due  consideration,  shall  approve  or  dis- 
approve, in  whole  or  in  part,  the  expenditure  or  appropriation 
involved,  and  shall  so  notify  the  board,  officer  or  committee 
which  submitted  the  request  for  the  article,  and  also  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  with  such  reconmiendations,  or  sugges- 
tions as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  deem  advisable.  When 
an  expenditure  or  appropriation  is  sought  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  a  department  or  matter  under  the  control  of 
said  board  any  proposal  for  such  expenditure  or  appropriation 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Finance  Committee  for  its  approval 
or  disapproval  as  herein  provided. 

TOWN^  CLEEK. 

I.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  keep  and  cause  to  be  permanent- 
ly bound,  one  or  more  files  of  the  town  (reports.  He  shall 
notify,  or  cause  to  be  notified,  all  persons  chosen  or  elected 
by  the  town  or  appointed  on  committees,  of  their  election, 
choice  or  appointment.  He  shall  furnish  all  boards  and 
committees  with  a  copy  of  all  votes  affecting  them.  He  shall 
not  allow  original  papers  or  documents  of  the  town  to  be 
taken  from  his  office,  except  as  they  remain  in  his  custody, 
or  by  authority  of  law. 

II.  He  shall  furnish  blanks,  with  appropriate  headings, 
upon  which  petitions,  reports  and  other  papers  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  town  proceedings,  may  be  prepared. 

III.  The  Town  Clerk  shall  furnish  the  various  town 
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officers  and  committees  a  copy  of  such  action  of  the  town  a8  ' 
effects  them  respectively  immediately  after  the  town  meeting, 

SELECTMEN.  j 

I.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  the  general  direction  and 
management  of  the  property  and  affairs  of  the  town  in  all  i 
matters  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  law  or  by  these  By- ' 
Laws. 

II.  The  Selectmen  may  appear,  either  personally  or  by 
the  town  counsel,  or  by  special  counsel  before  any  court,  or 
any  State  or  County  board,  or  commission,  to  protect  the  in- 
terests of  the  town,  but  are  not  authorized  by  these  By-Laws 
to  commit  the  town  to  any  course  of  action. 

III.  All  conveyances  of  land  or  interests  in  land  shall  bei 
signed  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  unless  other- 
wise provided  by  law  or  by  vote  of  the  town,  and  shall  be 
sealed  with  the  town  seal. 

IV.  The  Selectmen  shall  defend  all  suits  brought  against  ^ 
the  town,  and  may  settle  at  their  discretion  any  claim  or  suit 
to  which  the  towa  is  a  party,  which  does  not  require  the  pay- 
ment of  more  than  One  Thousand  Dollars.  Any  settlement 
requiring  a  payment  greater  than  One  Thousand  Dollars 
except  as  authorized  by  law  shall  be  made  only  when  author- 
ized by  the  voters  at  a  town  meeting.  The  Selectmen  shall 
bring  any  necessary  suits  to  collect  sums  due  the  town.  ^ 

f 

V.  The  Selectmen  in  their  annual  report  shall  state  what 
actions  have  been  brought  in  favor  of  and  against  the  town; 
what  cases  settled,  and  the  present  standing  of  all  suits  at  law. 

STEEETS. 

I.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  name  all  streets,  but  no 
present  name  of  any  street  shall  be  given  to  any  other  street.  i 
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II.  The  Assessors  may  order  all  buildings  on  public 
streets  to  be  numbered  and  so  shall  order,  when  requested  by 
a  majority  of  the  people  owning  real  estate  on  any  such  street. 
The  owner  of  every  such  building  on  a  public  street  shall 
comply  with  such  order  within  ten  days  thereafter.  The 
owner  of  an  unnumbered  building  may  request  the  Board  to 
designate  the  number  for  such  building  and  the  Board  shall 
comply  with  such  request  within  ten  days.  The  Board  may 
recommend  such  numbering  of  buildings  on  a  private  way. 


TKEASUEEK. 


I.  The  Treasurer  shall  make  a  record  in  a  book  kept  for 
the  purpose,  of  each  appropriation,  with  the  list  of  the  war- 
rants drawn  against  such  appropriation,  and  he  shall  also 
make  a  record  in  a  book,  kept  for  the  purpose,  of  all  bonds, 
notes,  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  of  the  town. 

II.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  deeds,  contracts,  bonds 
and  insurance  policies,  belonging  to  the  town,  except  that  the 
bond  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Selectmen. 

III.  He  shall  see  that  all  deeds  of  the  town  are  properly 
recorded.  He  shall  keep  separate  books,  in  which  shall  be 
entered  the  number  and  a  brief  description  of  the  property 
conveyed. 

IV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  make,  in  the 
annual  printed  report  of  the  town,  a  report  which  shall  speci- 
fically state  the  objects,  if  any,  for  which  the  debt  of  the 
town  may  have  been  increased  during  the  preceding  year. 
The  report  shall  give  a  classified  statement  of  the  indebtedness 
of  the  town  and  the  objects  for  which  it  was  incurred.  Said 
report  shall  also  include : 
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(a)  A  list  of  all  notes  issued  during  the  year  and  the 
purposes  for  which  the  money  was  borrowed,  giving  the  dates, 
amount,  term,  rate  of  interest,  time  of  maturity,  the  premium, 
if  any,  received  thereon  and  the  names  of  the  parties  of  whom 
the  funds  were  borrowed. 

(h)  A  list  of  all  notes  paid  during  the  year,  and  a  list 
of  all  outstanding  notes,  with  the  dates  on  which  they  will 
mature. 

(c)  A  full  exhibit  of  all  moneys,  properties  and  securi- 
ties, which  may  be  placed  in  his  charge  by  virtue  of  any 
statute  or  by-law  or  by  virtue  of  any  gift,  devise,  bequest  or 
deposit. 

(d)  A  statement  of  the  amount  of  money  received  by  the 
town  from  other  sources  than  taxation  during  the  preceding 
year,  also  the  expenditures  and  debt  of  the  town  for  each  of 
the  preceding  five  years. 

(e)  A  list  of  all  insurance  held  by  the  town. 

V.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  the  Sinking 
Fund. 

LIBEARY  TRUSTEES. 

I.  The  Library  Trustees  shall  have  the  care  and  custody 
of  the  Memorial  Library  and  such  branch  libraries  and  read- 
ing rooms  as  the  town  may  establish  and  expenditure  of  such 
amounts  as  the  town  may  appropriate  or  that  may  be  con- 
tributed from  any  source,  and  they  shall  adopt  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  are  consistent  with  law.  The  Trustees 
shall  keep  on  file  the  annual  report  of  the  town  of  Framing- 
ham  in  the  different  branch  libraries  and  each  five  years  shall 
cause  the  town  reports  of  the  preceding  five  years  to  be  sub- 
stantially bound  and  lettered.  They  shall  also  have  the  copies 
of  the  Commission  of  Public  Works  and  School  Committee 
reports  and  all  other  reports  submitted  to  the  town  in  print, 
properly  preserved. 
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II.  They  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  town,  which 
shall  give  a  full  financial  statement  of  all  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures, the  number  of  hooks  added,  the  number  circulated 
at  each  delivery  station,  and  any  other  information  they  may 
desire  to  bring  before  the  town. 

TOW^^  COU^sTSEL. 

I.  The  Selectmen  shall  hereafter  annually  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  April,  and  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  exist, 
choose  some  competent  lawyer,  residing  in  the  town,  to  act 
as  Town  Counsel.  He  shall  receive  such  salary  or  compen- 
sation as  they  may  determine. 

II.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  authority  to  prosecute,  de- 
fend and  compromise,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  By- 
Laws  through  the  Town  Counsel,  all  litigations  to  which  the 
town  is  a  party,  and  to  employ  special  counsel,  whenever  in 
their  judgment  necessity  thereof  arises. 

III.  The  term  of  ofiice  of  said  Counsel  shall  begin  from 
the  time  of  his  acceptance  of  appointment  and  shall  continue 
until  the  election  and  acceptance  of  his  successor. 

IV.  The  Town  Counsel  shall  draft  all  bonds,  deeds, 
leases,  obligations,  conveyances,  and  other  legal  instruments, 
and  do  every  professional  act  which  may  be  required  of  him 
by  vote  of  the  town  or  any  board  of  town  officers.  Also, 
when  required  by  any  boards  or  committees  of  the  town,  he 
shall  furnish  a  written  opinion  on  any  legal  question  that  may 
be  submitted  to  him  in  regard  to  any  matter  which  concerns 
the  said  board  or  committee,  and  he  shall  at  all  times  furnish 
legal  advice  to  any  officer  of  the  town  upon  any  subject  con- 
cerning the  duties  incumbent  upon  such  officer  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  upon  request  of  such  officer  submitted  through  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 
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V.  He  shall  prosecute  all  suits  ordered  to  be  brought  by 
the  town,  and  shall  appear  before  any  court  in  the  Common- 
wealth in  defense  of  all  actions  or  suits  brought  against  the 
town  or  its  officers  in  their  official  capacity.  He  shall  try 
any  and  all  cases  to  which  the  town  shall  be  a  party,  before 
any  tribunal  in  this  Commonwealth,  or  before  any  board  of 
referees  or  commissioners. 

VI.  The  Town  Counsel  shall  not  make  final  settlement 
of  any  litigation  to  which  the  town  is  a  party,  unless  he  has 
been  duly  authorized  so  to  do  by  the  Selectmen,  or  by  the 
town  according  to  the  provisions  of  Section  lY  of  these  By- 
Laws  relating  to  the  Selectmen. 

VIL  Immediately  upon  being  notified  by  the  Chief  of 
Police  or  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  or  upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  notice  from  any  other  source,  of  injury  to  person 
or  property,  under  circumstances  which  may  give  rise  to  a 
claim  for  damages  against  the  town,  the  Town  Counsel  shall 
make  a  careful  and  complete  investigation  of  all  the  facts 
relative  thereto,  and  report  to  the  Selectmen. 

VIII.  The  Town  Counsel  shall,  if  requested  by  the  Se- 
lectmen or  Chief  of  Police,  prosecute  in  the  local  district 
court  any  case  or  violation  of  the  Statutes  of  the  Common- 
wealth or  By-Laws  of  the  town. 

IX.  He  shall  annually  make  a  written  report  to  the  Se- 
lectmen to  be  printed  in  the  Annual  Town  Report,  concerning 
the  professional  services  rendered  by  him  during  the  preced- 
ing year.  Said  report  shall  contain  a  statement  of  each  case 
which  has  been  settled,  tried,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  by  him 
during  the  year ;  and  also  a  statement  of  each  case  which  is 
still  pending,  and  the  status  of  the  same,  together  with  such 
other  information  and  recommendations  as  he  may  deem  ad- 
visable. 
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X.  He  shall  notify  in  writing  all  officers  or  boards  of  the 
town  of  any  changes  in  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  affect- 
ing such  officers  or  boards. 

MISCELLANEOUS  PEOVISION^S. 

I.  No  person  shall  knowingly  permit  or  suffer  any  water 
or  other  liquid  to  run  or  be  discharged  from  any  building 
owned  by  him,  or  under  his  control,  so  as  to  flow  on  any  side- 
walk, except  that  a  person  may  wash  windows  with  hose  be- 
fore the  hour  of  10  o'clock  A.  M.  when  the  temperature  is 
above  the  freezing  point. 

II.  Every  such  person  shall  erect  or  cause  to  be  erected 
upon  any  building,  which  he  owns  or  of  which  he  has  charge, 
and  which  is  near  the  line  of  a  sidewalk  or  street,  a  barrier 
or  other  suitable  provisions,  sufficient  to  prevent  the  falling 
of  snow  and  ice  from  the  roof  of  such  building  upon  persons 
travelling  on  such  sidewalk  or  street. 

III.  No  person  except  a  duly  authorized  officer  of  the 
town  shall  without  a  permit  from  the  Selectmen  dig  up  any 
portion  of  a  public  way  nor  obstruct  any  public  way  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting,  repairing,  altering,  or  removing  any 
building.  Every  permit  granted,  as  aforsaid,  shall  specify 
the  length  of  time  it  shall  continue  in  force,  and  a  copy  shall 
be  given  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works.  Every  person 
receiving  such  permit  shall  execute  a  written  agreement  to 
indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  town  against  all  damages 
or  cost  by  reason  of  any  claim  for  damages  on  account  of  the 
existence  of  such  obstruction  or  excavation,  and  the  Select- 
men may  impose  such  conditions,  terms  and  limitations  as 
they  shall  see  fit  in  respect  to  erecting  barricades,  maintain- 
ing lights  and  taking  other  precautions  for  the  safety  of  trav- 
elers. 

IV.  No  person  shall  coast  upon  or  across  any  sidewalk  or 
street  in  town,  except  on  certain  streets  which  the  Selectmen 
shall  designate. 
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V.  No  person  shall  throw  any  stones,  sticks  or  other 
missiles  on  or  upon  any  street  of  the  town,  or  play  at  ball  or 
any  games  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  on  the  street. 

VI.  E'o  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  any  horse  or  other  ani- 
mal or  team  of  any  kind  to  any  lamp  post  or  hydrant  or  any 
ornamental  shade  tree,  shrub  or  vine,  or  to  any  fence  or  other 
thing,  erected  for  the  protection  of  such  tree,  shrub  or  vine, 
or  so  near  a  tree,  shrub  or  vine  that  such  animal  can  injure 
it. 

VII.  No  person  shall  place,  or  cause  to  be  placed  in  any 
street,  any  garbage,  shavings,  paper,  filth  cleanings  or  rubbish 
or  any  decaying  animal  or  vegetable  matter,  or  any  ashes, 
except  in  such  place  and  manner  as  shall  be  approved  by 
Board  of  Public  Works. 

VIII.  No  person  shall  distribute  or  cause  to  be  distributed, 
any  hand  bill,  circular,  program  or  advertising  slip,  -in  or 
upon  any  street  in  the  to^vn,  excepting  that  such  hand  bill, 
circular,  program  or  advertising  slip  may  be  placed  within 
the  doors  of  stores,  offices  and  business  houses,  and  at  the 
doors  of  residences. 

IX.  No  person  shall  drive  any  horse  upon  any  sidewalk, 
nor  allow  any  vehicle  to  stand  upon  or  obstruct  any  sidewalk 
or  cross  walk,  except  when  loading  or  unloading  goods  or 
crossing  the  walk  necessarily. 

.  X.  The  penalty  for  the  violation  of  any  of  these  miscell- 
aneous provisions  shall  be  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

XI.  So  far  as  the  former  By-Laws  of  the  town  are  incon- 
sistent with  these  By-Laws  they  are  hereby  repealed. 

Voted:  That  the  by-laws  herewith  pre- 
sented be  adopted,  to  become  forthwith,  by-laws  of  the  Town, 
subject  to  and  in-so-far  as  they  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
Attorney-General ;  such  by-laws  to  be  in  addition  to  by-laws 
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heretofore  adopted  and  approved  upon  report  of  this  Com- 
mittee, also  in  addition  to  the  present  bj-laws  regulating 
building,  establishing  fire  limit,  and  relating  to  Junk  Col- 
lectors and  Dealers,  Harwkers  and  Peddlers  and  Disposition 
of  Eubbish  and  Refuse  in  Dumps ;  and  that  all  other  present 
by-laws  be  repealed.

''A  By-Law  relative  to  Junk  Collectors  and  Dealers  in  and 
Keepers  of  Shops  for  the  purchase,  sale  or  barter  of 
Junk,  Old  Metals  or  Second  Hand  Articles  in 
the  Town  of  Framingham.'' 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons 
to  be  dealers  in  and  keepers  of  shops  for  the  purchase,  sale  or 
barter  of  junk,  old  metals,  or  second  hand  articles,  in  the  town. 
They  may  also  license  suitable  persons  as  junk  collectoi*s,  to 
collect,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  junk,  old  metals,  and  second 
hand  articles,  from  place  to  place  in  the  to^YJi,  and  they  may 
provide  that  such  collectors  shall  display  badges  upon  their 
persons  or  upon  their  vehicles,  or  upon  both,  when  engaged 
in  collecting,  transporting,  or  dealing  in  junk,  old  metals,  or 
second  hand  articles;  and  may  prescribe  the  design  thereof. 
They  may  also  provide  that  such  shops  and  all  articles  of 
merchandise  therein,  and  any  place,  vehicle  or  receptacle  used 
for  the  collecting  or  keeping  of  the  articles  aforesaid,  may  be 
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examined  at  all  times  bj  the  Selectmen  or  by  any  person  by 
them  authorized  thereto.  The  aforesaid  licenses  may  be"  r^ 
yoked  at  pleasure,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
Sections  186  to  189,  inclusive,  of  Chapter  102  of  the  Kevised 
Laws,  as  amended  by  subsequent  Acts  of  the  General  Court  of 
Massachusetts. 

Sec.  2.  Every  keeper  of  a  shop  for  the  purchase,  sale  or 
barter  of  junk,  old  metals,  or  second  hand  articles,  within  the 
limits  of  the  town,  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which  shall  be  written, 
at  the  time  of  every  purchase  of  any  article,  a  description 
thereof,  the  name,  age,  and  residence  of  the  person  from 
whom,  and  the  day  and  hour  when,  such  purchase  was  made ; 
such  book  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the 
Selectmen  and  of  any  person  by  them  authorized  to  make  such 
inspection ;  every  keeper  of  such  shop  shall  put  in  a  suitable 
and  conspicuous  place  on  his  shop  a  sign  having  his  name  and 
occupation  legibly  inscribed  thereon  in  large  letters,  such 
shop,  and  all  articles  of  merchandise  therein,  may  be  at  all 
times  examined  by  the  Selectmen  or  by  any  person  by  them 
authorized  to  make  such  examination ;  and  no  keeper  of  such 
shop  and  no  junk  collector  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  either 
purchase  or  receive  by  way  of  barter  or  exchange  any  of  the 
articles  aforesaid  of  a  minor  or  apprentice,  knowing  or  hav- 
ing reason  to  believe  him  to  be  such,  and  no  article  purchased 
or  received  by  such  shop  keeper  shall  be  sold  until  at  least 
one  week  from  the  date  of  its  purchase  or  receipt  has  elapsed, 
such  shops  shall  be  closed  between  the  hours  of  6  P.  M.  and 
7.  A.  M.,  and  no  keeper  thereof  and  no  junk  collector  shall 
purchase  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid  during  such  hours.

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BY-LAWS  EELATING  TO  HAWKERS  AWD 
PEDDLERS. 


Section  1.  'No  person  shall  go  from  place  to  place  in 
this  town  selling  or  bartering,  or  carrying  or  exposing  for 
sale  or  barter,  any  fruits,  vegetables,  or  fish  in  or  from  any 
cart,  wagon  or  other  vehicle,  or  in  any  other  manner,  without 
a  license  therefor  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  provided, 
however,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  who 
sells  only  fruits  or  vegetables  raised  or  produced  by  himself 
or  his  family,  or  fish  which  is  obtained  by  his  own  labor  or 
the  labor  of  his  family. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  authority  to 
grant  such  license  to  any  person  of  good  repute  for  morals  and 
integrity  who  is,  or  has  declared  his  intention  to  become,  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States.  Said  licenses,  unless  sooner 
revoked  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  expire  one  year  after 
the  granting  thereof,  and  each  person  so  licensed  shall  pay 
therefor  a  fee  of  $5.00  (five  dollars). 

Sec.  3.  E'o  hawker  or  peddler  shall  sell,  or  offer  or  expose 
for  sale,  any  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  Section  15,  of 
Chapter  65  of  the  Revised  Laws,  or  in  any  acts  in  amendment 
thereof  or  in  addition  thereto,  until  he  has  recorded  his  name 
and  residence  with  the  Selectmen.  Every  person  licensed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  as  a  hawker  or 
peddler  of  fruits  and  vegetables  shall  record  his  name  and 
residence  in  like  manner  with  such  board. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  hawking,  peddling,  or  carrying  or  ex- 
posing any  articles  for  sale,  shall  cry  his  wares  to  the  dis- 
turbance of  the  peace  and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town,  nor  otherwise  than  in  vehicles  and  receptacles  which 
are  neat  and  clean  and  do  not  leak. 

Sec.  5.  Every  hawker  and  peddler  licensed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  shall  be  assigned  a  number  and  shall  be  pro- 
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vided  bv  the  Board  of  Selectmen  witli  a  badge  which  shall  be 
consiDicuouslj  worn  by  him ;  and  every  other  such  hawker  and 
peddler  as  described  in  section  three  shall  provide  himself 
with  a  badge  of  such  type  and  design  as  may  be  approved  by 
said  Board  of  Selectmen  which  he  shall  wear  in  like  manner. 
Whoever  neglects  to  wear,  or  wears  such  badge  without  au- 
thority, shall  be  punislicd  by  the  penalty  provided  in  section 
ten  of  this  b^^-law. 

Sec.  6.  Every  vehicle  or  other  receptacle  used  by  a  licensee 
as  a  conveyance  for  articles  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  by  him 
shall  have  attached  thereto  on  eacli  side  a  number  plate,  to 
be  furnished  by  the  town  with  his  license,  bearing  the  number 
and  date  of  expiration  of  such  license. 

Sec.  7.  'No  person  shall  be  registered  or  assigned  a  badge 
or  number  plate  under  the  provisions  of  sections  three  and 
five  of  these  by-laws,  until  he  presents  a  certificate  from  the 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  stating  that  all  weighing 
and  measuring  devices  intended  to  be  used  by  such  person 
have  been  duly  inspected  and  sealed  as  required  by  law.  The 
use  of,  or  possession  by  such  person  with  intent  to  use,  any 
false  or  unsealed  weighing  or  measuring  devices  shall  be  suffi- 
cient cause  for  the  revocation  of  his  license,  or  the  cancella- 
tion of  his  registration. 

Sec.  8,  isTothing  in  these  by-laws  shall  be  construed  as 
conflicting  with  any  license  issued  under  the  authority  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Sec.  9.  Any  license  granted  under  these  by-laws  or  any 
by-law  amendatory  or  additional  thereto,  may  be  revoked  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Sec.  10.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  these  by-laws 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for 
each  offense. 
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Sec.  11.  All  bj-laws  or  parts  of  by-laws  inconsistent 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

DISPOSITIOI^  OF  KUBBISH  AND  KEFUSE 
m  DUMPS. 


1.  Whenever  a  person  desires  to  locate  a  dumping  place, 
for  the  depositing  of  material  on  property  owned  by  him, 
other  than  that  designated  by  the  Board  of  Health  as  a  public 
dump,  such  persons  shall  obtain  a  permit  from  the  Board  of 
Health  to  maintain  such  a  dump,  and  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  proper  care  and  maintenance  of  such  dump  or  place  of 
deposit  upon  his  property.  If  such  place  of  deposit  is  more 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  removed  from  any  building, 
he  shall  at  least  once  in  each  month  bury  all  papers,  brush 
and  combustible  materials,  and  if  such  place  of  deposit  is 
less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  removed  from  any  build- 
ing, he  shall  bury  such  papers,  brush  and  combustible  ma- 
terials at  least  once  in  each  week. 

2.  No  person  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  de- 
osit  upon  any  such  dump,  or  upon  streets  or  ways,  or  upon 
ny  property,  public  or  private,  any  garbage,  decayed  meats, 

fish,  fruit  or  vegetables  or  any  substance  which  may  decom- 
pose.   If  a  place  is  desired  for  the  deposit  of  such  material, 
the  person  desiring  to  make  such  disposal  shall  submit  to 
aid  Board  in  writing  the  location  where  he  desires  to  deposit 
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such  material.  Such  location  shall  be  remote  from  streets  or 
dwellings,  and  the  Board  of  Health,  shall,  upon  approval 
thereof,  as  suitable  for  such  purpose,  issue  a  permit  for  such 
disposition. 

3'.  Any  permit  or  license  granted  hereunder  may  be  re- 
voked by  said  Board  of  Health.

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Special  Town  Meeting,  Sept  22,  1920 


Meeting  called  to  order  at  7 :45  P.  M.  by  Moderator  Charles 
J.  MacPherson. 

Reading  of  the  Warrant  hj  the  Town  Clerk. 

In  opening  the  meeting  Moderator  Charles  J.  MacPherson 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  was  the  first  Town  meet- 
ing since  the  ratification  of  the  19th  amendment  to  the  United 
States  Constitution.  In  its  220  years  of  existence,  this  was 
the  first  time  women  were  permitted  a  full  voice  in  a  business 
meeting  of  the  town. 

Article  1.  To  hear  and  act  on  any  reports  of  officers  or  committees 
of  the  town  that  may  be  presented,  appropriate  money  to  carry  out  the 
recommendations  thereof,  or  any  of  them,  pass  any  vote  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

PAY  PGR  FIREMEI^. 

Report  of  Selectmen  Under  Articles  4  and  5  of 
Special  Town  Meeting^  May  12,  1920. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  May  12th  last  it  was 
voted  to  refer  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  with  power  to  act, 
two  matters  involved  in  Articles  in  the  Warrant  then  under 
consideration  as  follows: 

(1)    An  increase  in  pay  for  the  firemen; 
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(2)     The  elimination  of  the  sliding  scale  of  wages 
in  the  Fire  Department. 

Increase  in  Pay. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  little  more  than  a  month 
before  the  date  of  this  special  meeting,  largely  attended  and 
very  representative,  it  was  voted  to  establish  the  pay  of  the 
members  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  as  follows: 

1st  year  men   $1400 

2nd  year  men   1500 

3rd  year  men   1600 

(and  those  serving  more  than  3  years) 
Captains   1700 

but  new  men  now  on  the  force  to  receive  $1500. 

Upon  reference  of  this  matter  to  the  Selectmen  a  Public 
Hearing  was  held  and  the  firemen  and  others  interested  were 
given  an  opportunity  to  appear  and  state  their  views.  ISTo 
one  appeared  except  members  of  the  Fire  Department. 

For  reasons  connected  with  the  matter  involved  in  this  re- 
port and  for  reasons  concerning  the  conduct  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment in  general,  an  investigation  of  the  department, 
reasonably  thorough  but  not  exhaustive,  has  been  made  since 
that  time  and  this  report  is  based  upon  information  secured 
from  all  sources  and  the  result  of  this  investigation. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  that,  so  far  as  the  new  men 
now  in  the  department  are  concerned,  there  should  be  no 
difference  between  their  pay  and  that  of  the  men  who  have 
served  longer.  This  is  based  upon  the  fact  that  all  of  them 
have  served  as  call  firemen  for  long  periods  of  time,  many 
of  them  from  eight  to  twenty  years.  While  service  as  a  call 
fireman  does  not,  perhaps,  fit  a  man  so  thoroughly  as  service 
as  a  permanent  fireman,  yet  where  one  has  served  as  a  call 
man  for  many  years  and  is  otherwise  capable  and  is  interested 
in  the  department  there  appears  to  be  little  difference  between 
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his  capability  and  that  of  the  man  who  has  served  as  a  per- 
manent fireman  for  a  period  of  one  or  two  years.  The  Board 
therefore  feels  that  all  of  the  men  now  in  the  department 
should  receive  a  salary  at  the  rate  of  at  least  $1600  a  year.# 

It  is,  therefore,  recommended  that  the  pay  of  the 
men  now  receiving  $1500  a  year  be  increased  to 
$1600  a  year  and  that,  on  accomit  of  the  delay  in  the 
consideration  of  this  matter,  the  change  take  effect  as 
of  August  17,  1920. 

The  Abolition  of  the  Sliding  Scale. 

The  principle  of  the  sliding  scale  is  a  good  one. 
Its  purpose  is  the  payment  of  a  man  for  his  services 
somewhat  in  accordance  with  his  experience  and 
value;  but  it  does  not  appear  that  it  is  necessary  or 
right  to  apply  it  in  a  case  like  tliat  of  the  Framing- 
ham  Fire  Department  where  some  of  the  men  have 
had  many  years  experience  as  call  firemen  which  is 
probably  nearly  if  not  quite  as  valuable  to  them  as 
would  be  service  as  permanent  men.  As  stated  above 
the  Board  is  convinced  that  the  men  who  are  paid  at 
a  rate  of  $1500  a  year  are  all  nearly  if  not  quite  as 
capable  as  they  ever  will  be  on  accoimt  of  their  many 
years  service  as  call  firemen.  It  therefore  recom- 
mends the  adoption  of  the  following  rule  in  reference 
to  the  Fire  Department:  That  the  sliding  scale  shall 
remain  in  force  but  that  it  shall  not  apply  to  call 
men  who  have  served  creditably  and  continuously 
for  a  period  of  at  least  five  years.

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REPORT— PURCHASE  OF  PROPERTY  FOR

the  corner  of  Concord  St,  and  Union  Avenue  at  a  price  of 
$0)0,000. 

In  the  course  of  the  negotiations  for  completing  the  pur- 
chase it  was  deemed  desirable  to  register  the  title  to  this 
property  in  the  Land  Court  and  a  petition  was  filed  for  the 
purpose.  Up  to  the  present  time  the  Land  Court  has  not 
made  a  decree  in  the  matter  and  there  has,  therefore,  been 
a  delay  in  the  transfer  of  the  property  to  the  Town.

REPORT— DRAINAGE  FRAMINGHAM  CENTER. 

At  the  Special  Meeting  of  May  12th,  1920  under  the  pro- 
visions of  Article  8  thereof,  a  special  appropriation  of 
$1,000.00  was  made  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  improving  drainage  conditions 
on  Worcester  St.  east  of  Central  Sq.  in  Framingham  Center. 

After  conferences  with  the  Town  Engineer  and  with  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Board  of  Public 
Works,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  arranged  to  have  the  pipe 
which  takes  care  of  drainage  in  the  location  in  question, 
cleaned  and  the  drainage  system  there  so  far  as  necessary, 
renovated. 

This  work  has  been  done  and  apparently  the  situation  has 
been  relieved  as  far  as  it  can  be  relieved  and  should  be  relieved 
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by  public  action  and  there  remains  a  balance  of  $527.92  out 
of  said  appropriation.

REPORT— CONTINGEis^T  FUND. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  believe  that  the  Contingent  Fund 
will  be  insufficient  for  the  payment  of  bills  which  are  proper- 
ly drawn  from  it.  Several  provisions  were  made  for  drafts 
from  this  fund  at  the  time  of  the  Town  Meeting  and  the  usual 
calls  upon  it  have  been  coming  in  from  time  to  time  since  that 
date. 

On  Septemebr  14th  there  was  a  balance  of  only  $2986.55 
left  in  the  Fund.

KEPORT— SALE  OF  TOWN  EARM. 

"At  the  annual  town  meeting,  it  was  voted  ^That  the  Over- 
seers of  the  Poor  and  the  Selectmen  report  to  the  town  the 
feasibility  of  selling  the  town  farm  and  stock  and  report  at 
a  later  meeting.'  Pursuant  to  this  vote,  the  members  of  the 
two  Boards  have  held  several  meetings  and  make  the  follow- 
ing report : 

"There  seems  to  be  little  question  that  it  is  advisable  that 
this  property  owned  by  the  town  should  be  disposed  of.  Re- 
cently there  have  been  but  six  inmates,  and  it  is  inadvisable 
to  operate  a  plant  as  large  as  this  for  so  small  a  number. 
Beyond  this  a  great  difficulty  in  operating  the  place  has  been 
that  of  securing  proper  help.  It  has  been  practically  im- 
possible to  obtain  the  necessary  assistance  during  the  last 
year.  Eurthermore,  the  estate  is  too  big  and  too  expensive 
for  operation  as  an  institution  for  housing  the  poor,  and 
finally,  the  warden  and  matron  have  been  obliged  to  resign, 
and  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  fill  their  places.  Eor  these 
and  other  minor  reasons  it  seems  advisable  to  dispose  of  the 
property. 

"The  estate  is  a  valuable  one  and  comprises  an  unusually 
good  farm  of  about  80  to  85  acres  with  from  ninety  to  one 
hundred  apple  trees,  and  about  forty  six  or  forty  seven  acres 
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of  the  finest  rich  tillage  land.  The  house  contains  thirty 
rooms  and  three  baths  and  there  is  a  cow  barn  holding 
twenty  two  head  of  cattle,  a  barn  measuring  40  x  60  feet  and 
the  other  usual  buildings. 

^'If  a  person  can  be  found  who  desires,  and  is  capable  of 
running  a  farm  of  this  size,  the  place  ought  to  bring  a  sub- 
stantial figure.  It  does  not  seem  advisable,  however,  to  put 
upon  it  at  the  present  time  any  definite  price. 

"In  connection  with  the  duties  devolving  upon  them,  your 
committee  has  had  an  inventory  taken  of  the  personal  estate 
at  the  town  farm,  and  all  of  this  with  the  exception  of  animals 
and  property  of  a  perishable  nature  remain  at  the  farm.  The 
live  stock  and  perishable  property  have  been  disposed  of. 

"Your  committee  is  of  the  belief  that  all  the  property,  real 
and  personal  should  be  disposed  of,  at  as  early  a  date  as 
possible  provided  this  can  be  done  without  sacrifice.  We 
therefore,  make  the  following  motion : 

"Moved:  That  Messers.  John  J.  Slattery,  Curtis  S.  Oaks, 
Horatio  F.  Twombly,  John  H.  Temple,  and  Alfred  N". 
Thompson  be  appointed  as  a  committee  with  full  power  to 
sell  either  at  private  sale,  or  by  public  auction  all  the  real 
estate  and  personal  property  of  the  town  comprised  within  the 
town  farm  so  called ;  and  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be 
authorized  to  incur  expense  for  surveying,  examination  of 
title  and  other  necessary  expense  and  to  execute  such  deeds, 
bills  of  sale  and  other  instruments  that  may  be  necessary  in 
the  consumation  of  such  sale;  said  committee  to  make  a 
report  of  their  proceedings  at  the  next  town  meeting."

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Report  of  Board  of  Selectmen 


At  the  town  election,  held  on  March  first,  1920,  Edward 
E.  Clark  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board ;  and  on  March 
second  Selectmen  John  J.  Slattery  and  Theo  F.  Kice  met 
with  the  new  member  and  the  Board  organized,  choosing 
Edward  E.  Clark  as  Chairman  and  John  J.  Slattery  as  Clerk. 
A  total  of  one  hundred  one  (101)  meetings  have  been  held 
during  the  year  1920. 

POLICY  OF  THE  BOARD 

The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  has 
said  that  Selectmen  "are  agents  to  take  the  general  superin- 
tendence of  the  business  of  a  town,  to  supervise  the  doings  of 
subordinate  agents  and  the  disbursement  of  moneys  appro- 
priated by  vote  of  the  town,  to  take  care  of  its  property  and 
perform  other  similar  acts." 

The  members  of  the  Board  believe,  however,  that  important 
as  the  duties  outlined  may  be,  they  do  not  embrace  certain 
other  equally  important  functions  which  it  is  incumbent 
upon  them  to  assume.  In  general,  these  include  such  matters, 
not  strictly  governmental  in  their  character,  as  affect  the  well- 
being  and  happiness  of  all  or  a  material  part  of  our  citizens. 
If,  in  the  course  of  a  year,  the  people  of  the  town  contribute 
$150,000  toward  the  revenues  of  a  railroad  running  through 
it,  if  they  pay  $100,000  for  gas  to  the  corporation  serving  the 
locality,  are  not  these  matters  of  such  general  interest  that, 
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where  an  attempt  is  proposed  unwarrantably  to  increase  the 
cost  or  to  impair  the  service,  the  Board  should  step  in  and  in- 
vestigate and  try  to  protect  the  interests  of  their  constituents  ? 

Believing  that  they  should  do  this,  the  members  of  the 
Board  have  attempted,  so  far  as  possible,  to  give  reasonable 
attention  to  such  matters  as  these  and  others  of  real  import- 
ance including  those  where  the  relations  of  the  Town  with 
the  State  government  or  with  the  various  departments  and 
officers  of  the  State  Government  are  concerned,  rather  than 
to  limit  their  efforts  to  the  holding  of  regular  meetings  of  a 
perfunctory  character,  where  the  business  performed  con- 
sists of  granting  junk  licenses,  permits  to  move  buildings  and 
other  action  of  a  simikr  kind. 

In  another  way;the  Board  has  departed  from  beaten  paths. 
In  the  belief  that,  as  a  representative  body  ^it  should  reflect 
the  views  and  desires  of  those  v^ho  constitute  the  citizenship, 
w^e  have  sought  to  ascertain  and  follow  these ;  and  where  any 
question  of  general  interest  has  arisen,  we  have  held  public 
hearings,  in  order  to  discover  and  satisfy  the  concensus  of 
opinion. 

While  in  still  other  directions  the  Selectmen  have  aimed  to 
develop  their  activities  so  that  results  of  essential  value  to  the 
citizens  of  the  town  may  ensue,  yet  it  must  be  confessed  that 
in  some  instances  the  barest  beginning  has  been  made  and  in 
others  not  even  a  beginning.  Yet  in  most  of  these  we  believe 
we  may  plead  that  there  is  no  lack  of  good  intentions  but  that 
opportunity  has  been  lacking  or  that  there  have  been  obstacles 
beyond  our  control. 

In  the  accounts  of  meetings  which  have  been  printed  reg- 
ularly, the  details  of  action  upon  formal  matters  have  been 
set  out.  The  purpose  of  this  report  is  to  call  attention  to 
some  matters  of  especial  interest,  and  to  others  which  do  not 
appear  in  the  printed  records. 

TOWN  ACCOUNTING 

It  must  be  apparent  to  the  most  casual  observer  that  there 
is  need  of  improvement  in  various  ways  in  the  accounting  of 
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the  town.  During  the  year  some  minor  changes  have  been 
made  for  the  purpose  of  working  an  improvement  or  eliminat- 
ing unnecessary  labor.  In  [November  the  Board  invited 
Theodore  N.  Waddell,  Director  of  Accounts,  Division  of  Cor- 
porations and  Taxation  and  his  assistant  Mr.  Fenton  to  ex- 
plain at  a  public  meeting  the  system  which  the  State  advises. 

We  should  probably  advocate  the  adoption  of  this  system  but 
for  the  fact  that  a  change  in  our  form  of  government  ought 
to  come  reasonably  soon,  and  we  do  not  think  it  is  wise  to  go 
to  the  expense  of  introducing  this  system  as  a  whole  in  view 
of  that  fact. 

There  are,  however,  certain  parts  of  the  system  which  can 
be  introduced  to  great  advantage,  and  the  Board  is  taking 
steps  to  do  this  at  a  very  early  date. 

VOTING  AND  ELECTIONS 

The  adoption  of  the  Constitutional  Amendment  giving 
women  the  right  to  vote  has  brought  to  Framingham  as  it  has 
to  many  other  places  a  serious  problem  for  solution.  Where 
the  number  of  voters  previously  has  been  only  about  3,500  it 
has  already  increased  to  nearly  6,000  with  the  prospect  of 
many  more  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  polling  places  in  Framingham  Centre  and  Saxonville 
will  probably  continue  to  be  adequate  but  there  will  be  need 
of  a  change  so  that  the  large  increase  in  Precincts  3,  4  and  5 
may  properly  be  taken  care  of.  At  the  State  Primaries  and 
Election,  the  Board  added  to  the  list  of  polling  places  the 
State  Armory  on  Union  Avenue,  and  the  use  of  this  helped 
somewhat.  The  charge  for  this  for  the  Primary  was,  how- 
ever, so  great  that  we  have  petitioned  the  Legislature  for  the 
passage  of  an  Act  providing  that  the  charge  for  such  use  to 
towns  and  cities  may  be  kept  within  a  reasonable  figure,  and 
we  trust  that  this  will  become  a  law.  Eepresentative  Edgar 
A.  Bowers  has  drafted  a  bill  and  is  giving  efficient  aid  in  the 
effort.    The  whole  question  of  polling  places  must,  however, 
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be  taken  up  at  an  early  date  and  probably  separate  places 
must  be  provided  in  each  precinct. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  some  complaint  from  citi- 
zens in  the  vicinity  of  Framingham  Junction  who  are  forced 
to  vote  in  spots  distant  from  their  homes  and  not  readily 
accessible.  A  hearing  was  held  upon  the  complaint  of  these 
citizens  and  an  article  will  be  introduced  in  the  Warrant  for 
the  Annual  meeting  of  1921  with  the  idea  of  eliminating,  so 
far  as  possible,  any  inequalities  which  may  exist. 

At  the  present  time  Precinct  3  is  disproportionately  large 
and  it  is  probable  that  this  Precinct  will  have  to  be  divided. 

REPAIRS  OF  TOWN  HALL 

On  account  of  the  partial  burning  of  the  Town  Hall  on 
January  3rd,  1920,  and  the  destruction  of  much  of  the  in- 
terior the  question  of  its  repair  came  up  at  the  Annual  meet- 
ing. The  flat  sum  of  $10,000  was  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  repairing  with  $2,000  additional,  if  necessary  that 
this  sum  be  used.  The  Committee  appointed  at  the  time  has 
overseen  the  work  of  repair,  which  has  been  finished,  and  it 
was  found  that  more  than  the  smaller  amount  appropriated 
was  needed.  Beyond  the  amount  spent  by  the  Town,  the 
Village  Improvement  Association  has  contributed  a  consider- 
able sum  toward  decorations  and  furnishings,  and  this  his- 
toric building  is  now  restored,  and  furnishes  a  sightly  and  a 
stately  monument  for  the  part  of  the  town  in  which  it  is 
situated.  Mr.  C.  M.  Baker  of  the  Committee  had  personal 
charge  of  the  work,  which  he  performed  without  charge, 
putting  in  many  hours  upon  the  same ;  and  the  thanks  of  the 
Committee  and  the  Town  are  due  to  him  for  his  efforts. 

DISCONTINUANCE  OF  TOWN  FARM 

The  decrease  in  the  number  of  inmates  of  the  Town  Farm 
wher.e  there  has  been  as  small  a  number  as  five  or  seven  most 
of  the  time  during  the  last  year  and  the  announced  intention 
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of  the  warden  and  matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hurder,  of  leaving 
town,  made  it  necessary  to  take  up  at  the  last  meeting  the 
question  of  selling  this  property.  A  special  committee 
was  designated  for  the  purpose  of  disposing  of  the  personal 
property  and  the  real  estate.  Most  of  the  personal  property 
was  sold  at  advantageous  terms.  The  Committee  arranged 
for  an  auction  of  the  real  estate  and  the  property  was  knocked 
down  to  the  higliest  hiddcr  at  a  ligure  of  $12,500.00  and  a 
deposit  of  $500.00  was  paid.  The  bidders  failed,  however,  to 
carry  through  their  agreement  and  take  the  property  so  it 
still  remains  in  the  possession  of  the  Town,  the  deposit  having 
been  forfeited  according  to  agreement. 

SUNDAY  SPORTS 

At  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  May  12th  the  Town  voted 
to  adopt  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1920  permitting,  under 
proper  regulations  and  control,  certain  sports  and  games  on 
the  Lord's  Day.  Immediately  after  the  acceptance  of  the 
Act  a  number  of  public  spirited  citizens  at  the  request  of 
Dr.  E.  H.  Bigelow  came  together  and  after  considering  the 
operation  of  regulations  in  other  places  and  investigating  the 
subject  thoroughly,  advised  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
urged  that  among  the  rules  to  be  promulgated  might  be  one 
confining  participants  in  sports  in  Framingham  to  citizens  of 
Framingham.  There  was  little  if  any  opposition  to  this  idea 
and  the  Board  has  made  it  a  condition  in  granting  permits 
for  Sunday  games  that  all  participants  should  be  Framing- 
ham  men  or  boys.  We  believe  that  the  system  has  worked 
out  in  a  very  satisfactory  way,  and  many  have  availed  them- 
selves of  their  right  to  engage  in  the  pastimes  permitted  by 
the  law,  and  there  have  been  no  complaints  in  regard  to  the 
manner  in  which  they  have  been  conducted. 

RETIREMENT  OF  VETERANS 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  574  of  the  Acts  of  1920  give  a 
Town  by  action  of  its  Board  of  Selectmen  the  right  to  accept 
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that  Act  so  that  veterans  in  the  employ  of  the  Town  if  in- 
capacitated or  if  they  have  served  a  total  period  of  thirty 
years,  may  be  retired  under  pension.  Believing  that  the  citi- 
zens of  Framingham  are  anxious  that  proper  provision  should 
be  made  for  their  veterans,  this  Act  was  accepted  by  vote  of 
the  Board  on  October  27th. 

AMERICAN  DAY 

In  1920  many  cities  and  towns  all  over  the  country  joined 
in  a  movement  to  institute  public  ceremonies  of  a  patriotic 
character  on  the  first  day  of  May,  giving  the  occasion  the 
name  of  "American  Day."  Framingham  joined  in  this 
movement  and  successful  exercises  were  held  during  which 
there  was  a  parade ;  and  an  address  was  given  by  the  present 
Governor,  His  Excellency  Channing  H.  Cox. 

BETTER  STREET  LIGHTING 

In  1920  the  sum  of  $16,000  and  in  1919  the  sum  of 
$15,000  was  appropriated  for  street  lighting.  The  illumi- 
nation we  have  believed  to  be  in  no  way  commensurate  with 
what  it  should  be  considering  the  amount  expended.  The 
Board  has  given  much  consideration  to  the  question  of  better 
lighting  and  has  employed  an  expert  on  the  subject  to  make 
investigations  and  his  report  will  be  made  in  January  in 
time,  we  hope,  for  some  concrete  recommendations  for  action 
at  the  next  town  meeting. 

Our  investigation  of  street  lighting  has  brought  out  many 
matters  which  are  worthy  of  thought  and  attention.  Prob- 
ably comparatively  few  citizens  realize  it  but  there  has  been 
practically  no  supervision  or  inspection  of  street  lighting. 
So  far  as  appears,  it  has  not  been  the  custom  to  measure  the 
volume  of  light,  to  make  sure  that  apparatus  connected  with 
lighting  is  adequate  or  for  that  matter  even  clean,  and  bills 
have  come  in  and  have  been  paid  without  verification.  The 
Board  has  taken  up  this  matter  as  well  as  possible  under  the 
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circumstances,  and  has  made  a  start  toward  improving  con- 
ditions. A  Wire  Inspector  has  been  appointed,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  provisions  may  soon  be  made  so  that  the  Town  will 
be  much  better  lighted  and  so  that  the  question  of  the  loca- 
tion and  character  of  wires  and  poles  may  be  taken  up  in  a 
systematic  manner ;  and  that  everything  incident  to  the  light- 
ing problem  may  be  settled  in  a  satisfactory  way. 

TRUST  FUNDS 

There  is  reason  to  believe  that  just  criticism  may  be  made 
of  the  manner  in  which  Trust  Funds  and  the  income  from 
them  are  used  by  the  Town.  Where  a  person  bequeaths 
funds  to  a  municipality  he  does  it  for  charitable  purposes, 
and  with  no  other  end  in  view.  Yet  common  gratitude 
should  compel  the  representatives  of  the  municipality  to  see 
that  the  funds  are  used  strictly  for  the  purpose  enjoined  by 
the  giver,  and  that  due  credit  should  be  given  him  or  her  for 
their  public  spirit. 

Inadvertently  the  representatives  of  the  Town  have  drifted 
away  from  these  ideas  in  some  respects  and  it  is  our  intention 
shortly  to  take  some  action  so  as  to  make  sure  that  all  income 
shall  be  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended  by 
the  donor  and  that  where  money  is  expended  from  such  in- 
come it  shall  be  accompanied  by  such  action  as  will  show 
without  any  question  the  source  from  which  the  funds  come. 

FRAMINGHAM  BATTERY 

During  the  year.  Battery  D  of  the  103rd  Field  Artillery 
of  the  Massachusetts  I^Tational  Guard  has  been  formed,  of 
men  from  Framingham  and  surrounding  territory. 

In  times  of  peace  it  is  difficult  to  realize  of  what  immense 
importance  such  an  organization  may  become  to  the  com- 
munity in  which  it  is  situated.  Where  a  town  has  need  of 
but  a  small  police  force  and  where  its  citizens  are  law-abiding 
as  is  the  case  in  Framingham,  it  is  not  easy  to  look  forward 
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or  to  anticipate  a  time  when  the  existence  of  a  military  force 
may  be  of  the  greatest  benefit  or  when  it  may  perhaps  be  the 
medium  of  saving  many  lives  and  much  property.  Those 
who  are  brought  into  contact  with  police  matters  realize  this 
thoroughly,  however.  We  therefore  bespeak  for  Battery  D 
and  its  members  and  those  interested  in  its  welfare  the  most 
hearty  support  of  the  citizens;  and  it  is  our  hope  that  the 
young  men  of  the  Town  may  avail  themselves  of  the  opportu- 
nity to  secure  a  training  which  is  valuable  from  a  military 
and  many  other  points  of  view,  in  this  organization. 

MEMORIAL  BUILDINa 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  grant  $60,000 
for  the  purchase  of  the  property  situated  at  the  junction  of 
Union  Avenue  and  Concord  Street  and  to  issue  bonds  for  the 
payment  therefor,  primarily  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  a 
location  for  a  Memorial  for  Framingham  soldiers  but  in- 
cidentally to  provide  a  site  upon  which  much  needed  muni- 
cipal buildings  may  be  placed. 

Shortly  after  the  passage  of  this  vote  and  before  any  action 
could  be  taken  under  it,  a  law  was  passed  by  the  Legislature 
of  1920  practically  repealing  the  law  of  1919  under  which 
the  vote  was  taken,  limiting  the  amount  to  be  spent  for 
memorial  purposes  and  otherwise  affecting  the  consummation 
of  the  proposition.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the 
town,  therefore,  it  became  necessary  for  the  Board  to  petition 
the  Legislature  at  the  Special  Session  held  in  December  for 
legislation  ratifying  and  confirming  the  action  taken  by  the 
town  and  the  proceedings  under  it. 

On  account  of  the  delay  due  to  this  difficulty  and  that  due 
to  the  registering  of  the  title  in  the  Land  Court  it  was  not 
possible  to  pass  papers  taking  up  the  property  until  Decem- 
ber 30,  1920.  On  that  date  the  transfer  to  the  Town  was 
made  complete. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  owners,  however,  Messrs. 
Bernard  F.  Merriam,  John  M.  Merriam  and  other  Merriam 
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heirs,  the  Town  was  enabled  to  take  possession  of  one  of  the 
buildings  on  the  property,  the  Union  Avenue  House  on  Dec. 
7,  1920,  for  the  use  of  the  Veterans  of  the  Spanish  American 
War  and  the  World  War  and  since  that  time  they  have 
occupied  it,  Mr.  John  P.  Shannon  having  been  appointed 
custodian  to  care  for  the  property  as  the  agent  of  the  Board. 
The  members  of  the  Grand  Anny  of  the  Republic  already 
having  quarters  which  are  adequate  have  not  gone  into  the 
building. 

TOWN  OFFICES 

The  offices  used  by  town  officials  and  representatives  are 
ridiculously  inadequate.  During  the  coming  year  more  room 
must  be  hired  if  the  business  of  the  Town  is  to  be  carried  on 
in  a  reasonably  intelligent  way.  The  members  of  the  Board, 
however,  hope  that  the  Town  will  take  up  without  great  delay 
the  question  of  providing  a  municipal  building.  No  more 
appropriate  site  than  that  purchased  for  a  Memorial  and  for 
this  purpose  could  be  obtained.  We  realize  that  the  matter 
of  carrying  through  a  project  like  this,  involving  the  expend- 
iture of  a  large  sum  of  money,  is  an  important  one  and  can- 
not be  unduly  hurried ;  and  furthermore  that  it  cannot  be 
started,  no  matter  how  much  needed  unless  a  bond  issue  is 
justifiable,  after  careful  consideration  of  the  Town  debt  and 
after  providing  for  all  appropriations  and  grants  which  may 
be  absolutely  necessary;  but  the  subject  is  a  very  important 
one  and  we  trust  that  it  will  not  be  allowed  to  drop. 

PERAMBULATIONS 

The  statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  require  that  a  peram- 
bulation of  the  lines  between  the  various  towns  and  cities  of 
the  State  shall  be  made  once  every  five  years.  In  accordance 
with  this  law^,  a  perambulation  has  been  made  of  the  bounds 
between  Framingham  and  Natick,  Wayland,  Sudbury,  Marl- 
boro, Southboro  and  Ashland. 
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TRAFFIC  REGULATIONS 

With  the  growth  of  the  town  and  with  the  increased  use  of 
vehicles  running  at  a  high  rate  of  speed,  it  has  become  ap- 
parent that  developments  are  necessary  from  time  to  time  in 
traffic  regulations.  On  account  of  this  need,  on  October 
15th,  1920,  regulations  were  adopted  making  Howard  and 
Park  Streets,  two  thoroughfares  through  which  a  great  num- 
ber of  vehicles  pass  every  day,  and  where  many  are  also 
parked,  one-way  streets. 

A  situation  has  also  arisen  which  seemed  to  show  the  need 
of  adopting  regulations  governing  hackney  carriages  so- 
called;  that  is  to  say,  carriages  or  automobiles  performing 
practically  the  same  function  as  taxicabs  and  similar 
vehicles  in  the  city  of  Boston.  The  function  of  such  vehicles 
and  their  employment  are  different  from  that  of  any  other 
class  of  vehicles.  They  are  generally  parked  upon  the  streets 
where  they  advertise  for  business  by  signs  or  otherwise.  They 
are  used  by  persons  who  wish  to  travel  a  short  or  a  long  dis- 
tance in  a  brief  time  and  there  are  elements  of  danger  con- 
nected with  the  use  of  the  same  which  are  not  present  in  the 
use  of  other  vehicles. 

Therefore  the  Board  has  adopted  regulations  concerning 
the  use  of  these  and  will  change  and  modify  or  extend  the 
provisions  of  such  regulations  as  experience  proves  may  be 
necessary. 

GRADE  CROSSINGS 

The  matter  of  pavement  between  the  tracks  and  the  ques- 
tion of  the  proper  condition  of  the  same,  particularly  at  the 
much  used  Concord  Street  crossing,  have  occupied  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  on  several  occasions.  It  appears  to  be  no 
easy  matter  to  provide  for  the  use  of  a  character  of  pavement 
which  will  furnish  a  first  class  way  and  at  the  same  time  pre- 
serve the  fullest  use  of  the  tracks  for  trains.  Some  experi- 
mentation has  been  necessary  this  year  and  the  railroad  com- 
panies believe  that  they  have  devised  a  species  of  construction 
which  will  be  satisfactory  to  all  concerned. 
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We  realize  that  under  the  conditions  which  have  prevailed 
during  the  past  year  and  the  immediate  preceding  years,  the 
question  of  the  abolition  of  the  Concord  Street  crossing  could 
not  be  taken  up  seriously;  but  we  trust  that  the  committee 
having  the  matter  in  charge  will  not  permit  it  to  drop ;  and 
that  when  the  time  comes  when  work  upon  the  elimination 
of  grade  crossings  may  be  taken  up  again,  that  of  Framing- 
ham  may  receive  as  early  attention  as  that  of  any  other 
locality. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

By  the  provisions  of  Chapter  34  Acts  of  1920  permission 
was  given  to  the  Town  to  establish  a  Reserve  Force,  and  the 
Board  acting  under  the  authority  of  the  same  established  such 
a  force  on  October  1st.  x\pplications  for  appointment  to 
the  same  have  not  been  numerous,  but  we  believe  that  a  suffi- 
cient force,  which  will  be  able  to  do  valuable  work  in  time  of 
emergency,  will  be  brought  into  existence  within  a  short  time. 

It  has  seemed  very  apparent  to  the  Board  that  a  consider- 
able development  is  necessary  in  the  organization  and  opera- 
tion of  the  Police  Department.  As  a  first  step  in  such  reor- 
ganization an  order  was  adopted  in  October  establishing  the 
office  of  lieutenant  and  providing  for  the  assignment,  for  a 
portion  of  his  time,  to  the  Selectmen's  office  of  one  of  the 
officers  of  the  department. 

Many  complaints  come  directly  to  the  Selectmen's  office. 
There  are  many  matters  of  which  investigation  should  be 
made  without  delay  and  there  is  town  property  of  great  value 
over  which  there  is  no  real  custodian.  For  attention  to  these 
matters  and  many  others  of  a  somewhat  similar  or  an  en- 
tirely different  nature,  the  Board  believes  that  it  is  highly 
essential  that  an  officer  should  be  furnished  for  a  reasonable 
length  of  time  weekly. 

The  adoption  by  the  Town  of  the  law  giving  policemen  one 
day  off  in  eight  required  the  services  of  two  additional  patrol- 
men.   These  have  been  engaged  and  are  on  duty. 

The  Board  believes  that  certain  other  changes  and  develop- 
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ments  should  be  made  in  the  department  and  will  put  such  as 
are  needed  into  force  from  time  to  time. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  town  suffered  only  two  serious  fires  during  the  year 
1920.  One,  when  the  Town  Hall  was  destroyed  on  January 
3rd  with  a  loss  of  approximately  $12,000  and  the  other  the 
total  loss  of  the  Unitarian  Church  at  Framingham  Centre. 

On  May  1st  the  new  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  took  office. 
It  can  be  said  of  the  Fire  Department  that  it  is  composed  of 
men  who  are  eager  to  perform  their  duties,  as  is  the  case  with 
the  Police  Department,  but  there  are  not  a  few  directions  in 
which  improvements  and  developments  can  be  made.  . 

During  the  year  from  time  to  time  informal  suggestions 
have  been  made  by  the  Selectmen  to  the  Board  of  Fire  En- 
gineers or  to  the  Chief  embodying  several  matters.  It  has 
been  advised  that  periodical  inspections  be  made  of  the  larger 
plants  and  the  more  substantial  risks  of  the  town;  that  reg- 
ular drills  be  held,  that  inspections  of  apparatus  be  made  at 
stated  periods  and  that  assurances  be  had  that  the  members 
of  the  fire  fighting  force  are  conversant  with  conditions  in 
various  parts  of  the  town,  particularly  in  those  sections  where 
hydrants  do  not  exist. 

Such  matters  as  these  are  being  taken  up  from  time  to 
time  between  members  of  the  Board  and  the  Fire  Engineers 
and  improvements  are  being  adopted  as  fast  as  possible  under 
prevailing  conditions.  The  fire  loss  from  May  1st  to  Decem- 
ber 31st  amounted  to  $13,315.00. 

WEST  BOSTON  GAS  CO. 

On  two  occasions  during  the  year,  in  June  and  in  Decem- 
ber, the  West  Boston  Gas  Company  applied  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  for  permission  to  increase  its  rates. 
As  this  corporation  furnishes  all  the  gas  for  public  and 
private  use  in  the  community  it  was  felt  by  the  Board  that 
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the  petition  should  be  scanned  with  care  and  that  it  should  be 
opposed  unless  it  was  clear  that  it  ought  to  be  granted  and 
that  such  action  was  compatible  with  the  best  interests  of  the 
Town.  The  Board  therefore  designated  one  of  its  members 
to  make  a  study  of  the  matter  and  to  take  what  action  might 
be  necessary. 

At  the  hearing  in  June,  the  company  asked  for  permission 
to  make  an  increase  of  15  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 
Arguments  were  made  at  the  hearing,  and  a  brief  filed  on 
behalf  of  the  consumers  of  the  Town.  The  Public  Utilities 
Commission  allowed  an  increase  of  only  five  cents. 

The  petition  of  December  was  broader  in  its  character  and 
asked  that  the  Company  might  make  a  flat  charge  of  fifty 
cents  for  the  first  hundred  cubic  feet  or  fraction  thereof  sold 
and  also  asked  for  a  flat  increase  in  rates.  The  granting  of 
this  petition  would  have  meant  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
gas  bills  of  the  residents  of  Framingham.  It  was  therefore 
opposed  strenuously  and  in  addition  a  brief  was  filed  in 
opposition  to  the  granting  of  the  motion.  This  petition  was 
not  allowed  by  the  Board  of  Public  Utilities  so  that  the  price 
of  gas  remains  the  same. 

MONTWAIT  AVENUE  AND  DUDLEY  ROAD 

Petitions  to  the  Board  in  regard  to  the  laying  out  and 
acceptance  of  Montwait  Avenue  and  petitions  concerning 
Dudley  Road  which  leads  into  Montwait  Avenue  have  oc- 
cupied much  time.  These  are  important  thoroughfares,  and 
with  the  growth  of  the  tow^n  must  constantly  become  more 
important,  l^o  definite  action  has  been  taken  on  Montwait 
Avenue  because  in  the  course  of  hearings  it  developed  that 
there  are  certain  questions  of  title  which  must  be  cleared  up 
before  final  action  may  be  put  through.  Much  land  has  been 
acquired  by  the  town  for  park  purposes  to  the  northeast  and 
the  southwest  of  these  two  ways  and  if  a  park  system  is 
developed  that  will  increase  the  importance  of  the  question. 

The  Board  is  still  studying  the  matter  and  urges  the  atten- 
tion of  all  citizens  interested  to  this  very  important  question.

FUEL  ADMINISTRATION 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature 
of  1920  the  Chairman  of  the  State  Board  on  the  ISTecessaries 
of  Life  was  appointed  Fuel  Administrator  for  the  State  and 
during  his  administration  it  became  necessary  to  provide  for 
local  administrators.  At  the  meeting  of  I^ovember  2nd  the 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  appointed  Fuel 
Administrator  for  Framingham  and  since  that  time  has  been 
acting  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Administrator  with  an 
idea  of  conserving  the  fuel  supply  so  that  no  one  might  suffer. 
The  coal  dealers  have  shown  a  ready  inclination  to  co-operate 
and  assist  in  the  work  and  so  far  as  has  appeared  no  one  has 
suffered  on  account  of  an  inequitable  distribution  of  fuel. 

BUCKMINSTER  SQUARE  LOCATION 

Buckminster  Square  at  the  junction  of  Main  Street  and 
Union  Avenue  presents  a  highly  dangerous  situation.  Those 
who  pass  this  point  know  that  there  are  accidents  there  every 
year  and  that  a  large  number  are  averted  only  by  a  hair's 
breath.  The  matter  of  correcting  this  situation  has  been 
taken  up  by  the  County  Commissioners  and  by  previous 
Boards  and  a  plan  of  relief  has  been  prepared.  The  only 
step  which  remains  to  be  taken  is  to  furnish  funds  necessary 
to  carry  this  through.  The  members  of  the  Board  feel  that 
there  is  always  danger  of  a  serious  accident  here  and  urge 
upon  the  citizens  the  need  of  providing  funds  at  an  early  date 
in  order  to  make  this  very  dangerous  location  safe. 

TELEPHONES  IN  USE  BY  THE  TOWN 

For  several  years  it  has  been  apparent  that  the  taxpayers 
are  being  called  upon  to  pay  too  much  money  for  the  use  of 
telephones  by  various  town  officials  and  employees.  The 
Board,  therefore,  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee  the 
question  of  adjusting  the  system  and  a  sub-committee  of  the 
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same  reported  back  to  the  Board  advising  that  a  number  of 
telephones  in  use  might  more  properly  be  paid  for  by  individ- 
uals than  by  the  Town.  As  the  contracts  for  these  expire, 
further  payment  by  the  Town  for  such  as  are  not  without 
question  properly  a  charge  upon  the  Town,  will  be  avoided. 

LOANS  BY  THE  TOWN 

Provisions  of  law  and  votes  of  the  town  make  it  necessary 
for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  give  their  approval  to  such 
loans  as  may  be  made  in  anticipation  of  revenue  and  for 
other  legal  purposes.  The  exercise  of  this  function  is  a 
highly  important  one.  The  Board  believes  that  it  does  not 
mean  merely  that  the  members  should  affix  their  signatures 
but  that  proposed  loans  should  be  advertised  thoroughly  and 
widely,  that  the  best  possible  figure  in  the  way  of  interest 
should  be  obtained,  that  loans  should  not  be  made  before  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  thereby  saving  as  much  as  possible  by 
avoiding  payment  of  unnecessary  interest  and  that  loans 
should  not  be  riiade  if  revenue  can  be  provided  in  given  cases 
in  other  ways. 

By  a  strict  pursuance  of  this  policy  the  Board  has  found 
that  hundreds  of  dollars  can  be  saved  and  in  some  cases 
amounts  of  more  than  $1,000.  During  the  past  year  it  has 
been  especially  important  to  exercise  the  function  of  approval 
with  the  greatest  care  as  interest  rates  have  been  abnormally 
high.  'No  detailed  reference  to  the  matter  is  necessary  in 
this  report  as  the  Treasurer's  report  will  show  the  amount, 
character,  and  interest  rates  of  the  loans  made. 

Four  temporary  loans  w^ere  placed,  the  lowest  interest  rate 
being  5^%  and  the  highest  6.25%,  a  total  of  the  same  being 
$400,000.  This  amount  gives  some  idea  of  the  importance 
of  the  features  of  the  Selectmen's  work  which  have  to  do 
with  financial  matters,  but  a  better  conception  of  it  can  be 
obtained  by  a  consideration  of  the  fact  that  during  the  year 
orders  have  been  inspected  and  executed  for  payment  of  an 
amount  totalling  $1,016,725.11. 
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IMPROVEMENT  TO  COMMON 

At  the  May  meeting  the  sum  of  $1,000  was  provided  by  the 
Town  for  much  needed  improvements  upon  the  Common 
between  Park  and  Howard  Streets.  Under  the  direction  of 
Selectman  John  J.  Slattery,  Superintendent  of  the  Common, 
a  new  layout  was  made  of  the  walks,  the  loam  was  enriched, 
and  preparation  made  for  seeding  in  the  spring  and  general 
improvement  was  carried  through.  Owing  to  the  increased 
cost  of  cement  since  the  time  of  the  meeting  it  was  necessary 
to  expend  $235.00  additional  which  was  provided  from  the 
Reserve  Fund. 

LICENSE  FEES 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  has  been  any  particular  sys- 
tem in  setting  the  amount  payable  for  various  license  fees  and 
permits.  The  question  of  taking  up  these  amounts  and 
adopting  some  system  which  will  provide  adequate  fees  has 
been  considered  and  a  report  will  probably  be  made  in  regard 
to  this  at  the  next  town  meeting. 

.    FOUNTAIN  STREET  BRIDGE 

Upon  representations  of  the  Tovti  Engineer  and  the  en- 
gineers of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Railroad  Company  an  in- 
vestigation was  made  of  the  Fountain  Street  Bridge  and  it 
was  found  that  its  condition  is  such  that  it  is  necessary  to 
limit  the  load  which  may  be  carried  over  it.  The  Board  has 
provided  for  an  independent  investigation  of  this  bridge  by 
State  officials  and  a  report  will  shortly  be  made  so  that  the 
matter  of  repairing  it  or  reconstructing  it  can  be  taken  up. 

DEPARTMENTAL  CO-OPERATION 

In  general  the  Board  can  say  that  the  heads  and  employees 
of  the  various  departments  have  shown  a  desire  to  co-operate 
readily  with  the  Board  in  its  requests  for  information  and  in 
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the  matter  of  suggestions  and  our  thanks  to  Town  officials 
and  employees  are  due  for  the  spirit  shown. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

We  feel  that  the  Town  has  been  fortunate  in  having  the 
services  of  a  Finance  Committee  which  has  always  been 
ready  to  consider  matters  brought  to  its  attention;  has  been 
quick  to  conserve  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  and  has 
spent  many  hours  upon  town  matters.  We  also  feel  that  the 
other  members  of  this  committee  will  join  us  in  calling  espe- 
cial attention  to  the  activities  and  the  valuable  assistance  of 
its  Chairman,  Horatio  F.  Twombly. 

CHANGE  IN  FORM  OF  GOVERNMENT 

When  a  town  has  practically  6,000  voters  as  is  the  case 
here,  with  the  prospect  of  many  more  in  the  near  future,  it 
is  apparent  that  no  town  meeting  can  be  held  which  will  be 
really  representative.  In  other  directions  it  is  plain  that  a 
change  in  the  form  of  government  must  come  without  too 
great  delay.  The  question  of  the  form  of  government  is  one, 
however,  which  should  be  considered  with  great  care  after 
all  sides  of  the  question  have  been  considered  and  with  the 
greatest  regard  to  local  considerations.

Report  of  Town  Clerk 


In  this  as  in  reports  of  other  years,  I  desire  to  call,  partic- 
ularly to  the  attention  of  the  citizens,  the  importance  of  a 
complete  and  accurate  registration  of  vital  statistics. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  a  campaign  of  education  has 
been  conducted  with  the  end  in  view  of  acquainting  the  peo- 
ple themselves  with  their  responsibility  of  seeing  to  it  that 
accurate  data  concerning  births  and  deaths  are  furnished  in 
the  returns  made  to  this  office  and  upon  which  the  accuracy 
of  all  records  depend. 

The  result  of  this  campaign  has  been  that  more  people  are 
today  acquainted  with  the  duties  of  parents  in  reporting 
births  than  ever  before.  The  total  number  of  births  reported 
bears  testimony  to  the  usefulness  of  the  effort. 

In  the  matter  of  certificates  of  death,  the  law  provides  that  - 
the  information  for  record  shall  be  furnished  by  the  next  of 
kin  of  the  deceased.  The  incorrectness  of  death  records  in 
the  past  is  evidence  of  the  fact  that  not  always  do  the  families 
realize  the  importance  of  their  duty  in  this  regard.  Yet  a 
moment's  thought  must  convince  anyone  that  the  family  have 
the  greater  interest,  therefore  the  greater  responsibility  in 
seeing  to  it  that  birth  and  death  registration  is  not  only  com- 
plete but  accurate  as  well. 

IN^DEXING 

The  births,  deaths  and  marriages  have  been  card  indexed 
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back  to  1900.  The  town  meetings  have  been  card  indexed 
back  to  1912. 

Original  marriage  and  death  certificates  from  1910  have 
been  bound. 

TLANS  OF  STREETS 

In  conformity  with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  passed  at  the  an- 
nual meeting  in  March,  a  start  was  made  on  the  project  of 
plans  of  street  layouts.  Through  Mr.  J.  J.  Van  Valken- 
burgh,  plans  of  28  County  highways  on  114  sheets  have  been 
procured.  These  plans  are  on  cloth  18"  x  40",  copied  from 
the  plans  on  file  in  the  county  engineer's  office,  true  to  scale 
l"=40'.  These  plans  are  substantially  bound  and  furnish  a 
comprehensive  index  of  the  county  highways  in  town. 

This  work  should  be  continued,  to  take  in  gradually,  on 
plans  of  uniform  size  and  in  permanent  form,  our  more  im- 
portant town  ways.  Also,  I  would  call  attention  at  this  time 
to  the  need  of  locating  several  old  roads  and  streets  which  had 
their  origin  in  the  beginning  of  the  town  and  which  grew 
into  use  simply  as  travelled  ways.  Never  having  been  laid 
out,  these  ways  have  no  definite  bounds  and  of  course,  no 
plans.  Old  Connecticut  Path  and  Avhat  is  now  Beacon  Street 
are  examples  of  the  above.  Steps  should  be  taken,  at  once, 
to  carry  out  the  above  recommendations. 

OLD  RECORDS 

While  our  ancient  records  are  in  a  good  state  of  preserva- 
tion, there  is  always  the  danger  of  loss  from  fire.  I  would 
recommend  that  at  some  future  time  the  old  records  of  the 
town  be  copied  by  the  photo  static  process  and  I  would  suggest 
that  those  records  of  births,  deaths  and  marriages  which  are 
worn  to  the  point  where  they  can  no  longer  be  handled  with- 
out danger  of  them  being  damaged,  be  copied  by  this  same 
process,  at  once.  This  can  be  done,  one  book  at  a  time ;  one 
or  two  a  year  and  when  completed,  the  copy  can  be  placed  in 
every  day  use  while  the  original  can  be  filed  for  safe  keeping. 
The  expense  is  comparatively  small;  the  benefit  cannot  be 
measured  in  money.

Report  of  School  Committee 
for  the  year  1920 


To  the  Citizens  of  Framingham: — 

The  School  Committee  organized  on  March  22  with 
Charles  A.  Potter  as  Chairman  and  Mrs.  Margaret  M.  Bow- 
ditch  as  Secretary. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  estimate  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee presented  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  town  in  1920  was 
cut  down  bj  the  town  about  $26,000,  we  have  endeavored  to 
reduce  the  expenses  of  this  department  so  far  as  might  be  done 
without  injuring  the  efficiency  of  our  schools,  with  what 
success  may  be  judged  by  our  financial  statement.  In  accord- 
ance with  what  seemed  to  be  the  general  sentiment  of  the 
town  as  expressed  at  the  annual  meeting,  as  well  as  our  own 
feeling  that  most  of  our  teachers  were  not  receiving  the  com- 
pensation to  which  they  were  justly  entitled,  a  flat  increase 
of  $300.  per  year  was  given  to  each  teacher,  retroactive  to 
January  1st.  At  the  same  time  the  salary  of  the  superin- 
tendent was  increased  $300.  dating  from  April  1st.  We  have 
also  given  increases  to  a  few  other  employees  of  the  depart- 
ment where  the  facts  seemed  to  justify  this  action. 

Careful  consideration  has  been  given  to  health  work  in  our 
schools.  The  physician  who  was  appointed  in  January  as 
full  time  physician  accepted  the  position  on  certain  condi- 
tions which  the  committee  felt  unable  to  meet,  and  after  some 
correspondence  finally  withdrew  his  name.    It  was  voted  to 
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appoint  local  physicians,  one  in  each  district,  to  care  for  the 
medical  inspection  of  our  schools.  This  work  is  now  being 
carried  on  by  Dr.  Derby  at  Saxonville  and  Framingham 
Centre,  and  by  Drs.  Regan  and  Heffernan  at  Framingham. 
The  work  of  the  dental  clinic  has  been  carried  on  for  the  last 
few  months  by  Drs.  Yates  and  Ewing,  local  dentists.  The 
school  nurse  and  dental  hygienist  have  been  retained.  We 
felt  obliged  to  discontinue  the  work  of  the  posture  training 
teacher,  but  offered  her  the  position  of  physical  training 
teacher.  However,  a  more  lucrative  position  at  Cleveland 
was  accepted  by  her,  and  later  Miss  Elizabeth  McMahon  was 
appointed  as  physical  training  teacher.  Miss  McMahon  has 
the  assistance  of  several  of  the  pupils  of  the  senior  class  in  the 
Boston  School  of  Physical  Education,  who  give  a  certain 
amount  of  time  each  week  without  expense  to  the  town.  We 
have  employed  Mr.  Frank  J.  Carey  as  physical  training 
teacher  for  the  boys  of  the  High  School.  He  can  also  assist  in 
other  teaching. 

We  have  been  unable  to  contract  for  the  year's  supply  of 
fuel  except  at  what  we  deemed  too  high  a  price  and  therefore 
have  been  purchasing  as  best  we  could,  in  common  with  most 
others.  Thus  far  our  wants  have  been  taken  care  of  at  a 
considerable  reduction  from  the  bid  received  for  the  entire 
supply,  and  the  decreasing  price  of  coal  would  seem  to  justify 
our  action.  We  have  also  purchased  from  the  Selectmen  the 
one  hundred  cords  of  wood  which  was  purchased  by  them 
about  two  years  ago,  at  the  original  price.  Owing  to  the 
warm  weather  of  the  past  fall,  we  have  been  able  to  use  this 
wood  to  good  advantage,  thus  saving  on  coal  bills. 

The  transportation  of  pupils  will  be  more  expensive  in  the 
future  than  in  the  past  owing  to  the  increased  rates  on  the 
street  railways,  but  your  committee  is  giving  consideration 
to  the  matter  and  may  be  able  to  devise  some  method  of  sav- 
ing on  this  item. 

In  the  matter  of  repairs,  we  have  not  done  as  much  as  we 
wished,  taking  up  essential  matters  only  in  the  main,  as  we 
wished  to  keep  within  our  appropriation,  and  during  the 
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summer,  when  the  repairs  must  be  made,  we  were  not  sure 
how  much  could  be  allowed  for  this  work.  We  shall  there- 
fore ask  the  town  to  reappropriate  the  unexpended  balance  of 
our  appropriation  for  use  in  repairs  on  the  school  buildings 
during  the  coming  jear. 

Smoke  screens  have  been  installed  in  the  High  School  and 
in  the  Jonathan  Majnard  School  in  accordance  with  the 
orders  of  the  inspector  of  buildings  in  the  State  Police  De- 
partment. 

The  school  gardens  have  been  carried  on  this  year  as  usual, 
but  we  felt  that  it  was  not  the  legitimate  function  of  the 
School  Committee  to  care  for  and  finance  the  Victory  Gar- 
dens as  was  done  in  previous  years.  The  former  has  some 
justification  on  the  ground  of  educational  training  for  the 
children,  but  the  latter  can  hardly  claim  to  come  within  this 
classification. 

We  have  also  discontinued  the  salary  of  the  director  of  the 
Americanization  classes  and  are  carrying  on  the  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  evening  schools.  It  is  possible  that  a  larger 
work  in  Americanization  might  be  done  under  supervision  of 
a  trained  worker,  two  or  three  towns  joining  in  the  payment 
of  such  a  competent  person,  and  this  matter  is  under  con- 
sideration by  the  committee  at  the  present  time.  However, 
the  work  of  Americanization  cannot  be  done  by  the  school  de- 
partment alone.  The  mere  making  of  American  citizens  and 
voters  is  not  enough.  The  evening  schools  can  teach  those 
who  come  among  us  with  a  foreign  language,  different  cus- 
toms, different  habits  of  thought  and  ideals,  the  English 
which  will  enable  them  to  get  our  viewpoint  and  a  knowledge 
of  the  spirit  of  the  ^sTew  World.  The  more  important  feature 
which  the  schools  alone  cannot  supply  is  the  friendly  spirit 
manifested  by  all  the  citizens  of  the  town  in  making  them 
feel  that  they  are  recognized  as  fellow  men  and  fellow  citi- 
zens.   We  therefore  ask  your  co-operation  in  this  particular. 

The  two  new  buildings  which  are  about  ready  to  be  turned 
over  to  the  school  department  will  undoubtedly  entail  addi- 
tional expense  for  janitor  service,  heating,  etc.  while  the 
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small  size  of  the  rooms  in  these  buildings  will  necessitate 
more  teachers.  It  is  the  plan  of  the  present  committee  to 
carry  out  the  suggestion  of  the  special  committee  appointed 
in  1919  in  regard  to  the  disposition  of  the  pupils  of  the  9th 
grade,  that  is,  the  pupils  of  this  grade  from  Saxonville,  Fram- 
ingham  Centre  and  Precinct  3  to  be  housed  in  the  new 
Lincoln  Building,  and  those  of  Precincts  4  and  5  in  the  new 
Memorial  Building.  This  will  be  done  at  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year  next  September.  It  is  also  our  purpose  to 
extend  the  following  principles  of  the  Junior  High  or  Inter- 
mediate School,  so-called;  promotion  by  subject,  so  that  a 
scholar  who  has  passed  in  one  subject  will  not  be  compelled 
to  repeat  that  subject  because  of  deficiency  in  other  studies ; 
more  differentiation  of  studies,  allowing  pupils  more  oppor- 
tunity for  development  along  the  lines  of  their  natural  apti- 
tudes than  is  possible  under  one  set  curriculum  for  all;  and 
departmental  teaching,  so  that  teachers  particularly  fitted  for 
one  or  two  studies  will  give  their  attention  to  classes  in  those 
subjects  rather  than  trying  to  teach  one  class  several  subjects. 
We  believe  that  these  changes  are  all  in  the  line  of  efficiency 
and  can  be  adopted  without  any  great  increase  of  expense.  It 
will  be  our  aim  also  to  so  co-ordinate  the  studies  of  these 
schools  with  those  of  the  High  School  that  the  transition  to 
the  High  School  will  be  natural  and  without  that  degree  of 
change  in  methods  of  study  and  spirit  which  now  exists.  It 
is  not  the  intention  of  the  present  school  committee  to  carry 
the  development  of  the  Junior  High  School  idea  beyond  this 
point  until  the  success  of  the  idea  shall  clearly  demonstrate 
its  value  to  our  town. 

The  committee  recognizes  the  need  of  more  accommoda- 
tions in  the  Apple  Street  district.  It  is  our  plan  to  remove 
the  entire  fourth  grade  from  that  building  to  the  Memorial 
Building  as  soon  as  the  latter  is  ready  for  occupancy  and  to 
set  up  one  of  the  portable  buildings  which  will  be  released 
this  spring,  for  the  temporary  use  of  the  kindergarten  which 
is  now  carried  on  in  Columbus  Hall.  We  have  considered 
sites  in  this  vicinity  for  a  new  school  building,  and  the  one 
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which  appeals  to  us  most  strongly  is  that  on  the  southwest 
corner  of  Winthrop  and  Apple  Streets,  now  owned  by  the 
Archbishop  Williams  Memorial.  This  lot  will  probably 
always  be  open  on  all  sides,  giving  plenty  of  light,  is  quiet, 
being  just  off  the  main  line  of  travel  on  Waverley  Street, 
and  is  the  most  central  location  for  this  district.  We  are  not 
prepared  to  make  any  definite  recommendation  regarding  a 
new  building  at  the  present  time,  until  we  can  discover  how 
many  of  the  pupils  in  this  district  can  be  properly  trans- 
ferred to  the  Memorial  building  without  any  injustice  to 
them.  The  problem  of  providing  additional  housing  in  this 
district  will  have  to  be  met  very  soon. 

In  view  of  the  increased  cost  of  maintaining  our  schools, 
the  tuition  for  out  of  town  pupils  has  been  increased  to  $110. 
per  year  for  high  school  pupils  and  $55.  per  year  for  grade 
pupils. 

Our  High  School  met  with  a  great  loss  at  the  end  of  the 
school  year  in  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Charles  C.  Tillinghast, 
Principal,  who  accepted  the  position  of  Principal  of  the 
Horace  Mann  School  for  Boys  in  ISTew  York  City.  His  en- 
thusiasm, his  good  sense  applied  to  teaching  and  administra- 
tive problems,  his  devotion  to  this  work  and  his  interest  in  all 
betterment  movements,  made  his  loss  all  the  more  keenly  felt 
both  by  the  pupils  and  the  citizens  of  the  town. 

It  was  particularly  unfortunate  that  the  high  school  should 
lose  at  the  same  time  the  services  of  Miss  Alice  E.  Treat, 
w^ho  had  been  a  teacher  here  for  many  years.  For  several 
years  she  had  directed  and  supervised  the  work  of  the  other 
teachers  of  English,  most  of  whom  had  had  comparatively 
short  teaching  experience.  As  director  of  the  high  school 
assembly  programs  she  did  much  to  create  a  wholesome  school 
spirit.  Her  strong  personality  and  high  ideals,  and  her  keen 
interest  in  the  individual  pupil  made  her  services  as  adviser 
for  girls  invaluable. 

Miss  Emma  A.  Hunt  came  to  the  school  five  years  ago 
after  a  short  experience  as  teacher  in  the  Framingham 
N'ormal  School.    She  is  another  of  those  whose  value  to  the 
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school  was  not  measured  by  her  class  room  teaching  alone. 
She  had  grown  to  be  one  of  our  strongest  and  most  influential 
teachers.  The  loss  of  her  strong  and  winsome  personality  in 
the  school  is  keenly  felt. 

In  the  elementary  schools,  Miss  Elizabeth  Malloy  of  the 
Jonathan  Maynard  School  and  Mrs.  S.  Helen  Lee  and  Miss 
Mary  G.  Heald  of  the  Franklin  School  retired  after  long  and 
most  faithful  service.  Miss  Beth  Harrington,  for  several 
years  a  teacher  of  first  grade  in  the  Lawrence  Street  school, 
resigned  to  take  up  other  work.  No  particular  mention  is 
made  here  of  other  teachers  who  resigned  after  comparatively 
short  terms  of  service  in  Framingham. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  of  all 
loyal  and  efficient  service  of  teachers  and  other  employees  of 
the  department  during  the  year.

The  average  expense  per  pupil  is  calculated  on  the  expend- 
itures as  shown  in  the  foregoing  statement.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  General  Control,  the  various  items  are  divided  to  show 
the  expense  per  pupil  in  the  high  school  and  in  the  elementary 
schools  separately.  General  Control  covers  expenses  which 
apply  to  the  whole  system  and  for  that  reason  these  expenses 
are  not  divided. 

The  average  expense  per  pupil  in  the  high  school  is  found 
by  dividing  the  several  amounts  expended  for  the  high  school 
by  495,  the  average  membership  of  the  school  for  the  year. 
The  average  expense  per  pupil  for  the  elementary  schools  is 
found  by  dividing  the  amounts  expended  for  these  schools  by 
2,477,  the  average  membership  of  the  schools  for  the  year. 
To  each  of  these  is  added  the  average  expenditure  for  General 
Control,  which  is  found  by  dividing  the  amounts  expended 
by  2,972,  the  total  average  membership  for  the  year.

A  GRAVE  DANGER 

The  present  school  year  has  been  the  hardest  I  have  known 
in  keeping  each  teaching  position  filled  with  a  well  trained 
and  experienced  teacher.  School  opened  in  September  with 
one  position  filled  by  a  substitute  and  one  vacancy.  The  large 
number  of  children  in  the  first  and  second  grades  made 
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necessary  the  employment  of  additional  teachers  and  assist- 
ants after  school  opened. 

One  high  school  teacher  resigned  in  August  and  another  in 
September  to  accept  other  teaching  positions  at  higher 
salaries.  One  elementary  school  teacher  resigned  in  Decem- 
ber to  accept  a  better  paying  teaching  position.  Two  teach- 
ers, one  high  school  and  one  elementary  school  have  resigned 
since  school  opened  in  September  to  be  married. 

There  have  been  two  main  difficulties  in  filling  these  posi-  ^ 
tions. 

1.  There  is  a  real  shortage  of  properly  qualified  teachers. 

2.  Most  teachers  who  would  rank  in  ability,  experience 
and  personality  with  the  average  in  Framingham  are  not 
tempted  by  Framingham's  salary  schedule. 

One  young  woman  with  only  two  years  of  teaching  experi- 
ence in  a  high  school  of  85  pupils,  in  withdrawing  her  appli- 
cation, stated  that  she  had  accepted  another  position  at  a 
salary  higher  than  the  maximum  paid  in  Framingham.  We 
lost  one  of  our  choice  teachers  who  left  to  take  a  better  paying 
position,  and  we  could  not  fill  her  place  with  the  most  promis- 
ing candidate  with  two  years  experience,  because  she  could 
get  a  higher  salary  than  the  maximum  salary  paid  in  Fram- 
ingham. 

The  following  sentence  from  a  letter  from  the  Teachers 
Registration  Bureau,  Department  of  Education,  is  very  sug- 
gestive. This  letter  came  in  response  to  a  second  request 
from  me  for  nominations.  ''We  did  not  receive  satisfactory 
reports  from  any  of  those  notified,  so  today  have  sent  out  a 
fresh  list."  I  would  particularly  call  your  attention  to  the 
words,  "a  fresh  list."  Of  course  when  the  Teachers  Regis- 
tration Bureau  fail  to  receive  replies  from  the  first  list  of 
teachers  they  have  notified  of  the  vacancy  in  Framingham, 
and  send  to  a  ''fresh  list,"  they  are  sending  to  a  list  of  teach- 
ers who  for  some  reason  are  not  considered  to  rank  as  high  as 
those  on  the  first  list. 

I  have  worked  diligently  to  find  teachers  who  would  meas- 
ure up  to  the  Framingham  standard,  but  in  doing  so  we  have 
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bad  during  the  year  many  substitutes  and  temporary  ex- 
pedients. In  fact  at  this  writing,  January  3rd,  there  has 
not  been  a  single  day  since  school  opened  in  September  when 
every  teaching  position  has  been  filled  by  a  regularly  ap- 
pointed teacher. 

By  far  the  most  important  factor  in  the  efficiency  and  real 
value  of  any  system  of  public  schools,  is  the  teaching  per- 
sonnel. My  experience  visiting  classes  in  other  towns,  and 
reports  from  others  who  have  had  opportunity  to  judge,  all 
point  to  the  fact  that  Framingham  is  fortunate  in  the  high 
standard  of  the  personnel  of  'its  teachers. 

I  feel  very  strongly,  however,  that  we  are  in  grave  danger 
3f  lowering  rather  noticeably  this  standard.  I  believe  the 
Dnly  safe  procedure  at  this  time,  to  guard  against  this  lower- 
ing of  standard  as  new  teachers  are  employed  is  to  so  increase 
teachers  salaries  that  we  can  as  we  have  in  the  past,  attract 
[he  better  teachers  from  towns  less  favorably  located  than 
Framingham. 

I  respectfully  urge  the  School  Committee  to  consider  care- 
Lully  the  wisdom  of  further  increase  in  the  maximum 
salaries  of  teachers.

I  Report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Toivii  of  Framingham: 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : — The  Commissioners  of  Public 
Works  present  their  sixth  annual  report  and  with  same  the 
reports  made  to  them  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Works 
and  the  Water  Eegistrar. 

Chapter  591  of  the  Acts  of  1920  reads : 

^^All  moneys  received  by  any  town  officer  or  department, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  special  acts  and  except  fees 
provided  for  by  statute  shall  be  paid  by  such  officer  or  depart- 
ment upon  their  receipt  into  the  town  treasury.  Any  sums  so 
paid  into  the  town  treasury  shall  not  later  be  used  by  such 
officer  or  department  without  a  specific  appropriation 
thereof." 

Therefore  the  grants  made  for  the  public  works  of  the  town 
must  be  made  direct  and  specific  and  sufficient  to  cover  all 
expenditures  and  not  in  the  form  of  reimbursements,  as  here- 
tofore. 

Your  Commissioners  therefore  recommend  that  the  grants 
be  made  as  follows :

HIGHWAYS 

PERMANENT  CONSTRUCTION 

Park  Street  from  Franklin  Street  to  Proctor  Street  and 
Pearl  Street  from  Proctor  Street  to  Franklin  Street  have  been 
constructed  with  a  permanent  pavement  of  compressed 
cement  concrete  which  was  laid  under  contract  by  Simpson 
Brothers  of  Boston.  The  streets  were  widened  at  comers  to 
make  safe  for  motor  vehicles,  the  land  having  been  given 
therefor  by  the  abuttors.  Curbstones  have  been  set  the  entire 
distance  on  both  sides  and  drainage  completed.  This  pave- 
ment, if  not  disturbed  by  excavations,  will  last  for  fifty  years. 

Irving  Street  from  Beaver  Dam  Brook  to  the  -Sherborn 
Town  Line  has  been  constructed  with  a  tar  macadam  roadway 
18  feet  wide.  It  was  built  by  Carlo  Bianchi  &  Company. 
The  survey,  plans  and  specifications  were  made  by  the  Public 
Works  Department  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  work  in- 
spected and  accepted  by  it.  The  cost  was  divided  equally  be- 
tween the  State,  the  County  and  the  Town.  This  roadway 
will  need  a  seal  coat  of  tar  and  sand  during  1921  and  if  given 
care  and  occasional  surface  treatment,  will  last  many  years. 

Edgell  Road  from  Brook  Street  south  and  east  for  a  dis- 
tance of  2,000  feet  was  relocated  to  remove  a  dangerous  curve 
and  constructed  with  a  gravel  surface  treated  with  asphaltic 
oil.  The  cost  was  equally  divided  between  the  State,  the 
County  and  the  Town.  The  work  was  done  by  the  Depart- 
ment force  under  inspection  by  the  Highway  Department  of 
the  Commonwealth.  Plans  and  specifications  were  prepared 
by  the  Commonwealth.  This  road  is  now  receiving  a  heavy 
traffic  and  close  maintenance  with  repeated  bituminous  treat- 
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ments  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  keep  it  in  good  condition. 

Winch  Street  at  Edmands  Road  was  widened  to  make  inter- 
section to  make  it  safe  for  motor  traffic.  The  land  needed 
was  given  by  the  abnttors.  The  work  was  done  by  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  cost  charged  to  maintenance. 

Hastings  Street,  the  entire  length,  was  surfaced  with 
gravel,  work  done  by  Department  force  and  cost  charged  to 
maintenance. 

Forest  Avenue.  The  construction  is  not  completed.  Orig- 
inal delay  was  due  to  lack  of  funds,  later  there  has  been  delay 
due  to  difficulty  in  making  arrangements  for  drainage.  The 
grading  is  being  done  with  cinders  by  the  Department  force 
and  paid  for  out  of  maintenance  appropriation.  The  street  is 
open  and  safe  for  travel. 

SIDEWALKS 

Union  Avenue,  between  Lexington  and  Pearl  Streets, 
granite  curbing  was  set  and  walk  resurfaced.  Half  cost  paid 
by  abuttors,  the  balance  from  maintenance. 

South  Street  from  Waverley  at  Framingham  Garage, 
granolithic  walk  was  laid.  The  work  was  done  by  John 
Garbarino.  Half  cost  paid  by  abuttors,  balance  charged  to 
permanent  construction. 

PROPOSED  CONSTRUCTIOX 

The  County  Commissioners  have  been  notified  that  the 
Board  will  set  aside  $2,000.00  from  its  1921  appropriation 
for  further  work  on  Edgell  Road  and  it  is  probable  that  equal 
sums  from  the  County  and  State  will  be  available  to  continue 
the  reconstruction  of  this  street. 

The  petition  prepared  by  order  of  the  Board  and  signed 
also  by  the  Selectmen,  members  of  the  Finance  Committee 
and  other  citizens  have  been  presented  to  the  County  Commis- 
sioners asking  for  reconstruction  on  Beaver  Street,  Cochituate 
Road  and  \yaverley  Street  and  public  hearings  have  been 
ordered  in  regard  to  them. 
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The  Public  Works  Department  of  the  Commonwealth  has 
been  notified  of  all  the  above  petitions  and  its  interest  and 
assistance  asked  for.  This  Department  has  also  been  re- 
quested to  straighten  and  widen  a  dangerous  bend  in  Pleasant 
Street  and  there  is  a  good  prospect  that  this  will  be  done. 


MAINTENANCE 

BITUMINOUS  SUliFACING  TREATMENT  AND  PATCHING 

The  largest  maintenance  job  was  the  reconstruction  of 
Union  Avenue  from  Concord  Street  to  Walnut  Street,  a  dis- 
tance of  4,105  feet.  The  surface  was  scarified,  the  old  tarred 
stone  top  removed  and  a  new  top  of  local  stone  applied.  It 
was  then  coated  with  stone  dust,  watered,  rolled  and  a  coat  of 
tarvia  applied.  Later  in  the  season  a  second  coat  of  tarvia 
was  applied.  The  total  cost  was  $5,548.84  or  $0,577  per 
square  yard. 

Waverley  Street  from  Winter  Street  to  the  Ashland  Town 
Line  was  scarified,  rerolled  and  given  two  coats  of  tarvia. 
Winter  Street  from  Waverley  Street  to  Maple  Street  was 
scarified  and  given  one  coat  of  tarvia. 

Tarvia  was  applied  to  15.2  miles  of  streets.  31,540  gal- 
lons of  tar  was  used.  The  tar  applied  cost  $0.0342  per  square 
yard. 

Asphaltic  oil  was  applied  on  16.8  miles  of  streets.  17,622 
gallons  of  oil  was  used  and  cost  applied  $0.0437  per  square 
yard. 

Bituminous  treatment  should  be  continued  as  it  is  the  only 
manner  in  which  we  can  protect  macadam  and  gravel  sur- 
faces against  traffic  and  weather  and  keep  down  dust. 

Two  thousand  square  yards  of  bituminous  macadam  have 
been  patched.  One  hundred  and  fifty-four  cubic  yards  of 
material  have  been  used,  which  cost  sixty-three  and  four- 
tenths  cents  per  square  yard  of  patching.  Fifteen  hundred 
square  yards  of  bituminous  patching  on  gravel  streets  has 
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been  done.  Eighty-four  cubic  yards  of  material  has  been  used 
which  cost  thirty-one  and  one-tenth  cents  per  square  yard  of 
patching. 

GRAVEL  RESURFACING  AND  PATCHING 

Gravel  resurfacing  was  done  on  the  following  streets.  The 
total  length  was  7,218  lineal  feet  and  the  area  12,871  square 
yards.  The  average  cost  was  $0.95  per  square  yard,  the  high 
price  being  due  to  long  hauls  and  the  fact  that  some  of  the 
jobs  were  small.  Beacon  Street,  Beaver  Street,  Central 
Street,  Clinton  Street,  Cochituate  Road,  Concord  Street, 
Edgell  Road,  Freeman  Street,  Grove  Street,  Lincoln  Street, 
Mill  Street,  Millwood  Street,  Pleasant  Street,  Winter  Street, 
Worcester  Road. 

More  than  thirty  miles  of  streets  were  scarified,  harrowed, 
shaped  and  rerolled. 

Gravel  patching  has  been  attended  to  and  all  streets  kept 
safe  for  public  travel. 

SIDEWALKS 

6,900  lineal  feet  of  cinder  walks  have  been  constructed. 
The  cost  of  construction  and  repair  of  all  walks  have  been 
charged  to  maintenance. 

CLEANING 

All  streets  have  been  cleaned  once  and  many  cleaned  several 
times.    Continuous  cleaning  by  patrol  system  has  been  car-  ♦ 
ried  on  in  the  business  district. 

BRIDGES 

CENTRAL  STREET  BRIDGE  AT  SAXONVILLB 

A  reinforced  concrete  arch  was  constructed  under  contract 
by  H.  C.  Shells,  the  work  being  done  under  the  direction  and 
inspection  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Van  Yalkenburgh,  Town  Engineer. 
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CONCORD  STREET  BRIDGE 

This  bridge  was  refloored  and  painted. 

FENWICK  STREET  BRIDGE 

This  bridge  was  refloored. 

FOUNTAIN  STREET  BRIDGE 

This  bridge  was  refloored. 

Gordon's  bridge 
This  bridge  had  sidewalks  refloored. 

HERBERT  STREET  BRIDGE 

This  bridge  was  refloored. 

All  other  bridges  were  kept  in  fair  condition. 

Fountain  Street  Bridge  over  railroad  was  examined  in 
company  with  bridge  engineers  of  the  Boston  &  Albany  Rail- 
road and  foimd  to  be  in  a  weak  condition.  The  report  of 
these  engineers  shows  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  replace  at 
last  five  floor  beams  and  make  extensive  repairs  to  the  bottom 
chords  and  the  lower  ends  of  the  web  members  of  the  trusses. 
It  is  impossible  to  make  a  close  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this 
work.    Probably  about  $8,000.00  will  be  needed. 

Fountain  Street  Bridge  at  Basin  No.  2  is  in  need  of  re- 
pairs. This  bridge  is  maintained  by  the  Metropolitan  Dis- 
trict Commission  and  they  have  been  notified  and  have  the 
matter  under  consideration. 

Salem  End  Road  Bridge  needs  reflooring  and  repairs  to 
trusses.

Board  of  Public  Works : 

Dear  Sirs  : — Herewith  is  submitted  a  brief  report  on  the 
construction  of  the  Central  Street  reinforced  concrete  bridge 
together  with  a  financial  statement  giving  details  of  expend- 
itures. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  1920,  Lmade  an  estimate 
for  the  Board  of  the  cost  of  building  the  bridge  in  accordance 
with  the  plans  and  specifications  prepared  during  the  previous 
year.  The  amount  of  the  estimate  was  $37,000,  and  this 
amount  the  Board  recommended  should  be  appropriated  by 
the  town. 

The  Finance  Committee,  however,  having,  it  is  presumed, 
carefully  considered  the  plans  and  figures,  decided  that  my 
estimate  was  too  high  and  that  $36,000  was  sufficient  to  do 
the  work.  They  therefore  recommended  to  the  town  that  the 
amount  of  their  estimate  be  appropriated.  The  town  accord- 
ingly so  voted. 

On  March  8,  1920,  six  bids  were  received  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  bridge  based  on  the  approximate  quantities  appear- 
ing in  the  specifications.    They  were  as  follows :  "

It  was  voted  by  the  Board  that  the  contract  be  awarded  to 
Henry  C.  Shells. 

In  consequence  of  high  water  in  the  river  the  contractor 
did  not'^begin  work  until  July  7 th  and  owing  to  difficulties  in 
obtaining  men  and  materials  the  bridge  was  not  completed 
until  the  close  of  the  year. 

The  bridge  is  of  reinforced  concrete  and  is  built  substan- 
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tially  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications.  Its 
principal  features  are  a  concrete  arch  with  a  span  of  seventy- 
six  and  one-half  feet  resting  on  concrete  foundations,  and 
supporting  by  means  of  columns  and  beams,  a  concrete  slab 
roadway  twenty-six  feet  wide  and  two  seven  and  one-half  foot 
sidewalks. 

On  the  contract  approaches  a  tarvia  penetration  roadway, 
concrete  curbs  and  granolithic  sidewalks  have  been  built. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  roadway  on  the  bridge  slab  is  but 
two  inches  thick  and  that  it  was  late  in  the  season  before  it 
coiild  be  applied,  it  was  deemed  advisable  not  to  attempt  to 
make  it  a  penetration  job  but  to  substitute  a  hot  tar  mix.  A 
galvanized  iron  fence  was  built  on  each  sidewalk  with  the 
exception  of  a  short  distance  on  one  side  of  the  westerly  ap- 
proach where  a  gravel  slope  covered  with  loam  was  provided 
instead. 

The  present  bridge  is  practically  three  feet  higher  than  the 
old  one.  A  river  wall  for  the  protection  of  the  east  abutment 
was  built  of  concrete  in  front  of  the  mill  spillway. 

The  following  additional  work  was  done  in  order  to  prop- 
erly complete  the  bridge  and  its  approaches : 

The  westerly  stone  abutment  of  the  old  bridge  which  now 
is  an  embankment  wall,  was  full  of  holes  and  near  the  bottom 
was  in  bad  condition.  This  wall  was  faced  up  with  concrete 
to  the  height  of  four  feet  above  the  new  concrete  abutment. 

The  new  concrete  retaining  wall  on  the  easterly  approach 
was  extended  some  twenty  feet  beyond  the  contract  work. 

Gravel  filling  and  sidewalks  were  provided  at  each  end  of 
the  contract  approaches  in  order  to  make  them  blend  into  the 
old  street. 

Granite  curbing  was  reset  on  the  westerly  approach  near 
Purchase  Street. 

Ten  inch  water  pipe  was  laid  by  the  Water  Department  in 
both  approaches  beneath  the  permanent  roadway. 

The  cost  of  the  additional  filling,  walks,  concrete  retaining 
wall  and  resetting  of  granite  curbing  amounting  to  $425.82 
is  to  be  paid  for  by  the  Highway  Department.    The  cost  of 
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laying  the  ten  incli  water  pipe  was  assumed  by  the  Water 
Department. 

^  Owing  to  the  shortage  of  funds,  work  on  the  approaches 
outside  of  the  contract  work  was  not  completed  as  per  the 
original  intention. 

|l  Therefore  I  would  recommend  that  the  following  work  be 
done  this  year  in  connection  therewith: 

Eeset  present  curbing  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  easterl  v 
approach  and  also, set  new  curbing  on  the  northerly  side  ex- 
tending easterly  and  curving  around  into  Water  Street.  I 
venture  to  say  that  the  Koxbury  Carpet  Company  would  be 
inclined  to  consider  favorably  the  question  of  giving  to  the 
town  some  land  for  street  purposes  at  the  northwest  comer 
of  Central  and  Water  Streets  provided  the  to-v^m  would  prop- 
erly grade  and  curb  the  same. 

Continue  the  bituminous  macadam  from  the  easterly  end  of 
the  contract  work  as  now  constructed  to  the  easterly  line  of 
Water  Street. 

Set  a  new  circular  curb  at  the  end  of  the  westerly  approach 
and  Centennial  Street. 

Repoint  the  old  stone  abutments. 

Seed  the  slope  constructed  on  the  westerly  approach. 

Connect  the  ten  inch  water  pipe  laid  in  the  approaches  with 
the  eight  inch  at  Purchase  Street  and  the  eight  inch  at  Water 
Street,  and  make  connections  of  ten  inch  pipe  under  the 
bridge  floor. 

When  the  bottoms  of  the  iron  fence  posts  on  the  bridge 
were  being  pointed  a  few  opposite  the  westerly  end  of  the 
dam  were  left  unfinished  owing  to  the  accumulation  of  ice. 
These  will  be  attended  to  by  the  contractor. 

The  statement  of  expenditures  here  appended  includes  all 
charges  against  the  appropriation  that  have  been  made  up  to 
date  or  will  be,  so  far  as  I  know,  excepting  my  own  bill  from 
December  18th,  1920  up  to  and  including  work  on  the  final 
estimate. 

In  consequence  of  the  complicated  character  of  a  reinforced 
concrete  bridge  of  this  size  and  type,  it  was  deemed  advisable 
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for  the  best  interests  of  the  town  to  have  for  an  inspector  one 
capable,  not  only  of  supervising  the  construction,  but  also  of 
giving  the  necessary  lines  and  grades  which  were  daily  re- 
quired. Accordingly,  the  duties  of  inspection  and  engineer- 
ing were  combined  and  an  engineer  capable  of  performing  the 
duties  of  both  to  my  satisfaction  was  kept  on  the  work  a  large 
part  of  the  time.

SURFACE  DRAINAGE 

All  of  the  catch  basins,  drains,  brooks  and  ditches  which 
carry  surface  waters  from  highways  have  been  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  cared  for  and  are  in  good  condition. 

There  has  been  a  large  expenditure  for  new  drains.  These 
were  much  needed,  niore  so  than  highway  surfaces  as  no  road 
can  be  properly  constructed  and  maintained  unless  properly 
drained.  The  greater  part  of  the  expenditure  was  taken  from 
funds  provided  for  maintenance  which  makes  the  cost  of 
highway  maintenance  appear  greater  than  it  should.  A 
separate  appropriation  for  drains  should  be  made,  same  as 
for  sewers. 

Drains  are  urgently  needed  as  below. 

If  the  drains  on  Hollis  Street  were  laid,  we  would  be  able  to 
cease  to  maintain  la  drain  on  private  property  which  can 
never  be  satisfactory  and  on  which,  to  prevent  claim  for  dam- 
ages, we  were  compelled  to  expend  $139.51  during  the  past 
year.

SNOW  REMOVAL 

The  unusually  hard  conditions  met  in  the  first  part  of  the 
year  made  it  impossible  to  give  satisfactory  service. 
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Two  trucks  liave  been  fitted  with  plows  and  on  the  one  light 
snowfall  of  December  gave  splendid  service.  We  hope,  bj 
starting  with  the  snow  fall,  to  be  able  to  keep  roads  open  for 
vehicles,  even  though  our  trucks  are  said  to  be  too  light  for 
this  work.  We  are  holding  a  light  tractor  to  try  out  on 
levelling  snow  and  if  it  proves  of  value  can  decide  whether 
we  wish  to  purchase  one  for  next  winter  or  not.  As  some  of 
our  sidewalk  plows  are  getting  old,  we  should  have  two  more 
for  emergencies.

d    There  has  been  added  to  the  equipment  during  1920: 

1 — 2-ton  ISTorthwaj  Truck  with  dumping  body  and  hoist. 

1 — Ford  Touring  car  for  Superintendent. 

1 — Snow  plow  for  attachment  to  truck. 

1 — Pair  horses. 

1 — Set  double  harness. 

The  department  lost  two  horses,  one  died  and  the  other 
being  too  old  for  further  work  and  having  served  the  to^\Ti 
faithfully  for  more  than  twenty  years,  was  killed. 

The  balance  of  the  equipment  is  in  fair  condition  except 
one  steam  roller.  A  roller  to  be  of  value  under  present  meth- 
ods of  maintenance  and  construction  should  be  equipped  with 
a  scarifier  and  it  is  impossible  to  so  equip  the  E"o.  1  Roller 
without  changing  the  rear  end  and  putting  on  a  new  tank. 
This  wath  other  repairs  and  replacements  necessary  would 
cost  about  $1,375.00  and  then  we  would  not  have  an  efiicient 
modern  machine.  A  12-ton  roller  with  modern  scarifier  built 
into  the  machine  would  probably  cost  about  $5,000.00  plus 
the  salvage  value  of  the  old  roller.  Such  a  roller  -would  do 
fifty  per  cent  more  work  than  the  present  scarifying  roller 
and  can  work  close  to  curb  lines  and  does  not  have  to  be  turned 
at  end  of  run. 
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A  small  concrete  mixer  with  gasolene  engine  should  be 
purchased  to  mix  the  tar  rock  and  sand  used  for  patching  and 
to  enable  us  to  do  small  concrete  jobs.  It  would  cost  about 
$1,000.00. 

As  we  have  many  miles  of  country  roads  with  dirt  and 
gravel  surfaces  which  we  cannot  afford  to  pave  or  give  bitu- 
minous treatment  for  many  years,  annual  scraping  with  a 
grader  and  frequent  smoothing  with  a  road  drag  must  be 
done.  Good  work  of  this  kind  has  been  done  during  the  past 
year,  but  more  must  be  done  in  the  future.  Two  more  road 
drags  should  be  purchased  and  put  in  service. 

PLANT 

The  plant  is  in  fair  condition.  The  wagon  shed  was  rebuilt 
and  the  buildings  at  the  Lexington  Street  Yard  have  been 
painted. 

The  garage  is  now  too  small  to  hold  the  trucks  and  cars. 
The  building  containing  garage  should  be  lengthened — the 
extension  being  made  deep  enough  to  hold  trucks  with  snow 
plows  attached. 

KECOMMEXDATIONS 

I  recommend  that  you  consider  the  following  work  which  is 
needed.  It  is  all  permanent  improvement  but  for  borrowing 
purposes  gravel  construction  of  existing  roads  cannot  be  so 
considered.

A  comparison  of  figures  shows  a  steady  increase  in  the 
pumpage.  The  motor  driven  pump  can  handle  it,  barring 
accidents.  In  case  of  accident  the  capacity  of  the  steam 
pumps  is  too  small  for  safety,  particularly  if  called  upon 
during  a  very  wet  season. 

The  rated  capacity  of  the  steam  pumps  is  but  two  million 
gallons  per  twenty-four  hours  and  you  are  pumping  at  the 
rate  of  three  million  gallons  per  twenty-four  hours. 

I  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  at  once  to  replace  the 
steam  pumps  with  a  pump  of  five  million  gallons  daily 
capacity.  This  pump  if  equipped  for  steam  power,  with 
either  coal  or  oil  fuel  will  provide  two  independent  sources 
of  power,  although  electric  current  can  be  used. 

The  filtration  beds  are  now  being  worked  nearly  to  capac- 
ity. 

I  recommend  that  funds  be  provided  and  that  we  at  once 
proceed  to  construct  two  more  beds. 

One  of  the  present  beds  should  be  underdrained  to  increase 
its  capacity. 

The  provisions  of  Section  7  of  Chapter  591,  Acts  of  1920, 
there  can  be  no  reimbursement  of  any  appropriation.  All  re- 
ceipts must  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  and  are  not  available, 
unless  they  are  specifically  appropriated.  For  that  reason,^ 
the  appropriation  must  be  sufficient  to  cover  cost  of  installing 
sewer  connections,  repairing  same,  for  cleaning  cesspools, 
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wells,  cellars,  etc.  and  for  any  other  work  that  the  Board  de- 
sires the  Department  to  do.  Nor  will  entrance  fees  or  rentals 
be  added  to  the  appropriation.  The  appropriation  must  cover 
all  expenditures. 

In  offering  for  your  consideration  further  extensions,  I  am 
guided  by  information  given  me  as  to  building  operations 
contemplated  at  Beacon  Street  and  Cochituate  Road  and  rep- 
resentation of  the  needs  of  the  residents  on  Dennison  Avenue, 
Warren  Road  and  vicinity.

Water  Department 


The  Water  Department  is  practically  standing  still,  and 
although  giving  good  service  with  a  safe  and  palatable  v^ater, 
is  not  growing  with  the  town.  The  construction  necessary  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  immediate  future  should  be 
started  without  delay. 

SUPPLY 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  through  the  filter  galleries' 
grows  smaller  each  year,  due  to  the  clogging  of  the  filtering 
material  by  fine  sediment.  As  at  their  best,  these  galleries 
could  not  supply  the  present  requirements  of  the  town,  it  is 
not  advisable  to  spend  money  to  improve  them. 

Almost  half  of  your  supply  is  from  the  Metropolitan  Sys- 
tem piped  across  Farm  Pond.  At  times  this  supply  is  shut 
off  in  order  to  make  repairs  on  the  Metropolitan  Aqueduct. 
There  is  a  possibility  that  at  such  a  time  you  would  be  com- 
pelled to  use  Farm  Pond  w^ater  unfiltered,  which  you  would 
not  recommend  for  domestic  use. 

You  have  had  plans  prepared  by  the  Town  Engineer  for  a 
new  supply,  pumping  station  and  reservoir.  It  is  reported 
that  the  carrying  out  of  these  plans  has  been  postponed  be- 
cause funds  are  not  available.  There  should  be  no  further 
delay.  Labor  will  not  be  much  cheaper  in  the  near  future, ' 
and  by  the  time  that  you  are  ready  to  purchase  materials, 
prices  will  be  lower  and  purchases  need  only  be  made  as  re- 
quired, thus  taking  advantage  of  lower  prices. 
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DISTEIBUTION 

The  one  main  from  the  pumping  station  passes  under  the 
railway  tracks  and  if  it  fails  the  repairs  will  not  only  be  ex- 
pensive, but  will  take  considerable  time,  and  owing  to  the 
small  capacity  of  the  stand  pipe  will  leave  the  town  without 
water  in  a  short  time. 

There  is  a  section  of  4"  pipe,  1300  feet  long,  on  Pleasant 
Street,  which  should  be  replaced  by  an  eight  inch  main.  An 
eight  inch  main  should  be  laid  on  Maynard  Koad  from  Pleas- 
ant Street  to  Worcester  Road,  and  a  six  inch  main  should  be 
laid  on  Pleasant  Street  from  Church  Green  to  Worcester 
Road. 

The  one  and  one-half  inch  pipe  on  Summit  Street  should 
be  replaced  by  a  four  inch  main,  and  the  pipe  taken  from 
Pleasant  Street  can  be  used  for  that  purpose,  the  estimated 
cost  would  be  as  follows :

PLANT 

The  plant  is  in  fair  condition.  Considerable  repairs  and 
improvements  might  be  made  at  the  pumping  station,  if  per- 
manent use  of  same  were  contemplated. 

More  room  for  repairs  and  storage  is  needed  at  the  Lexing- 
ton Street  Yard.  This  can  be  had  if  the  present  building  is 
enlarged,  as  has  been  suggested,  to  give  more  room  for  garage, 
the  required  space  could  be  then  provided. 

EQUIPMENT 

The  only  additional* equipment  added  has  been  a  Clydes- 
dale Truck.  It  has  given  good  service,  but  is  rather  heavy 
and  slow  for  a  portion  of  the  work.

The  Ford  Runabout  used  by  Mr.  Hancock  is  in  poor  con- 
dition. It  cannot  be  used  much  longer  without  practically 
rebuilding  it.  It  would  be  more  economical  to  dispose  of  it 
and  to  purchase  a  half-ton  Ford  Truck,  which  can  do  all  that 
the  Runabout  does,  and  also  carry  men  and  light  material 
and  tools  to  and  from  work. 

If  this  results  in  the  Clydesdale  Truck  being  idle  at  times 
it  can  be  used  by  the  Highway  Division,  and  the  Water  De- 
partment will  receive  rental  therefor. 

To  make  the  change  suggested  would  not  cost  more  than 
$500.00.

FIRE  STATIONS 

Needed  repairs  were  made  at  the  Fire  Stations  but  the  re- 
placement of  apparatus  doors  at  Worcester  St.  Station,  in 
our  estimation,  cannot  be  delayed  longer.  The  roof  covering 
over  the  stable  at  the  Hollis  St.  House  is  in  such  condition 
that  repairs  should  immediately  be  made.  Flooring  on  ap- 
paratus floor  at  Hollis  St.  Station  and  Saxonville  Station  is  in 
need  of  repairs  and  the  plaster  on  second  floor  of  Saxonville 
Station  is  in  such  condition  that  immediate  repairs^ seem 
necessary.  The  cost  has  been  estimated  and  has  been  in- 
cluded in  the  amount  asked  for  in  the  general  expenses  for 
the  Department. 

APPARATUS 

After  general  inspection  of  the  different  stations  by  the  full 
Board  of  Engineers  we  find  all  auto  apparatus  in  good  con- 
dition with  the  exception  of  the  two  Cadillac  emergency 
wagons  which,  in  our  estimation,  are  of  practically  no  use  to 
the  Fire  Department.  The  Jeffrey  Quad  is  not  a  very  de- 
sirable piece  and  could  be  replaced  by  a  more  efficient  piece 
of  apparatus. 
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1^  ^  OLD  APPARATUS 

We  find  on  inspection  two  steam  fire  engines,  one  horse- 
drawn  ladder  truck,  one  rear  end  complete  taken  from  Pope- 
Hartford  truck,  two  sets  of  double  harness,  one  set  of  single 
harness,  one  wagon  previously  used  by  Fire  Chief,  together 
with  tires,  rims  and  other  goods  which  are  of  no  use  to  the 
department  and  recommend  that  same  be  disposed  of. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

l^ecessary  repairs  have  been  made  but  the  Superintendent 
of  Fire  Alarms  reports  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  that 
cross  arms  and  wire  in  certain  places  are  in  very  bad  condition 
and  should  be  replaced.  The  cost  has  been  estimated  and  in- 
cluded in  the  amount  asked  for  in  general  expense  for  the 
department. 

TWO-PLATOON  SYSTEM 

The  above  system  has  worked  out  very  satisfactorily,  in  our 
opinion,  greatly  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  department. 

HOSE 

The  department  is  greatly  in  need  of  hose  and  we  would 
recommend  the  purchase  of  3,000  feet  of  hose  and  ask  that  a 
special  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  same  be  granted. 

GENERAL 

We  are  much  gratified  with  results  obtained  during  the 
past  year  and  hope  for  a  continuance  of  the  same  during  the 
ensuing  year. 

We  would  recommend  that  $54,000.00  be  granted  for  ex- 
penses of  the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  1921  and  also 
that  $1,375.00  be  granted  for  engineers'  salaries.

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Report  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor 
for  1920 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  submits  its  annual  re- 
port for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1920. 

The  closing  of  the  Town  Home,  August  31st,  1920,  the  sale 
of  stocks,  tools  and  household  goods,  the  very  small  expei; 
for  the  last  four  months  of  the  year  on  account  of  former  i 
mates,  an-d  the  passing  over  of  repairs  to  the  buildings  on 
account  of  closing,  has  increased  the  income  to  some  extoni 
and  has  resulted  in  a  saving  as  shown  by  the  figures  that  fol- 
low. 

There  were  seven  inmates  at  the  Home  in  August.  Largest 
number  during  the  year,  ten.  Smallest  number,  seven.  Of 
the  inmates  remaining  during  August,  three  were  committed^ 
hj  the  Court  to  Westborough  Insane  Hospital.  One  was  sent 
to  the  ISTew  England  Home  for  Deaf  Mutes.  Two  have  found 
light  employment.  One  (a  boarder)  has  secured  a  home  wirli 
relatives. 

The  amount  necessary  to  pay  out  for  Temporary  and  Sick 
Aid  is  considerable  less  than  last  year,  but  this  is  more  than 
offset  by  the  large  increase  in  the  Aid  to  Mothers  with  De- 
pendent Children. 

Owing  to  the  industries  in  to^^oi  being  dull  and  the  number 
of  men  out  of  employment,  we  have  had  many  applications 
for  aid  and  it  is  likely  that  this  will  continue  for  some  time. 
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Our  expenditures  since  November  20th  have  been  larger  than 
at  any  time  for  years.

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Animal  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 

1920 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Fi^amingham'. 

The  Town  continued  to  maintain  its  low  death  rate  of  last  ■ 
year,  there  being  but  four  more  deaths  than  in  1919. 

The  number  of  communicable  diseases  reported  to  the 
Board  during  the  past  six  months  w^as  exceptionally  low. 
This  good  record,  however,  was  in  part  counterbalanced  bj; 
the  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  commenced  in  Septem-  = 
her  1919  and  continued  through  until  June  1920.  A  de-' 
tailed  statement  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Executive ; 
Officer  which  follows. 

In  accordance  with  the  permission  given  by  the  vote  of  the 
Town  a  three-year  contract  was  made  for  the  collection  of 
garbage. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Com- 
mission, bi-weekly  clinics  for  the  treatment  for  children  hav- 
ing had  Infantile  Paralysis,  has  been  held  at  the  Board  of 
Health  office,  treatment  being  given  by  a  specialist  furnished 
by  the  Commission. 

The  apparatus  provided  by  the  Town  at  its  annual  meeting 
for  emptying  cesspools  has  proven  most  beneficial  and  satis- 
factory to  many  residents  in  the  Centre  and  other  places  not 
reached  by  our  sewer  system.    This  work  was  placed  in  charge  j 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Sewer  Department,  Mr.  Enos 
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Flood,  and  service  has  been  furnished  at  cost.  The  Board 
wishes  to  express  its  appreciation  to  Mr.  Flood  for  the  man- 
ner in  which  it  has  been  conducted.  $1,000.00  was  appro- 
priated for  this  work  of  which  but  $411.00  has  been  spent. 

The  work  of  the  Infant  Welfare,  formerly  conducted  by 
the  Civic  League,  was  taken  over  by  the  Board  of  Health 
under  instructions  from  the  Town  at  the  special  meeting  held 
in  September.  It  was  impossible  to  obtain  a  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Health  owing  to  the  absence  of  a  member  who  was 
on  his  vacation  and  so  the  work  was  started  l^ovember  1st.

Gentlemen  : — I  herewith  submit  mj  report  for  the  year 


While  the  number  of  deaths  in  Framingham  this  year  was 
practically  the  same  as  last,  our  rates  will  appear  somewhat 
higher  because  of  the  fact  that  last  year  our  population  was 
estimated  at  18,000  and  the  1920  census  gives  us  but  17,033. 

A  study  of  the  following  table  will  show  that  the  number 
of  deaths  of  people  past  60  years  of  age  is  very  high  and  also 
that  there  are  a  large  number  of  deaths  from  accidents  and 
suicide.  Almost  one-half  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  these  two 
classes.

DIPHTHERIA 

There  were  only  six  cases  of  diphtheria  reported.  A  much 
smaller  number  than  the  average  for  many  years,  with  one 
death. 

The  use  of  the  Schick  test  to  determine  immunity  from 
diphtheria  is  strongly  urged.  Conferences  have  been  held 
with  Dr.  D.  L.  ITealy  of  the  School  Board  in  reference  to  the 
advisability  of  applying  this  test  to  all  schooNjhildren.  It  is 
hoped,  before  another  annual  report,  something  may  have 
been  done  along  this  line. 

SCARLET  FEVER 

The  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  which  commenced  in  Septem- 
ber 1919,  continued  through  the  year  and  into  1920  until 
July,  making  a  total  of  66  cases  for  1920,  only  six  of  which 
occurred  during  the  last  half  of  the  year.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  while  the  number  of  cases  was  exceptionally  high 
there  were  no  deaths. 

MEASLES 

There  were  292  cases  of  measles.  The  last  outbreak  of 
measles  occurred  in  1916  and  1917,  carrying  out  the  theory 
held  by  authorities  in  health  work  that  measles  appear  in 
epidemic  form  about  every  third  year.  There  was  one  death 
from  pneumonia  following  measles. 
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WHOOPING-COUGH 


Whooping-cough  continued  through  the  first  five  months  of 
the  year  getting  its  start  in  1919,  a  total  of  221  cases  being 
reported.  One  child  having  had  whooping-cough  died  soon 
after,  not  having  the  attendance  of  a  physician,  the  mother 
stating,  "she  did  not  care  whether  the  child  lived  or  not."  It 
would  seem  that  this  death  should  be  ascribed  to  neglect. 


INFANTILE  PAEALYSIS 


Seven  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  were  reported  with  no 
deaths. 

Children  suffering  from  the  effect  of  infantile  paralysis 
have  been  receiving  treatment  in  a  clinic  maintained  in  the 
Board  of  Health  office  bi-weekly  in  co-operation  with  the 
Harvard  Infantile  Paralysis  Commission.  Monthly  visits 
are  made  to  the  Children's  Hospital  in  Boston,  where  the  chil- 
dren are  examined  and  the  treatment  outlined. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  Luther  Leavitt  who  not 
only  has  provided  an  automobile  but  has  given  up  the  greater 
portion  of  one  day  per  month  in  taking  these  children  to  the 
hospital.

One  case  known  to  have  Tuberculosis,  although  not  re- 
ported to  this  office,  died  from  another  cause  which  together 
with  three  reported  Tuberculosis  cases  dying  from  other 
causes,  makes  a  total  of  15  deaths  of  Tuberculosis  cases. 

All  the  Tuberculosis  work  is  under  the  supervision  of  Miss

5.    I^s^FANT  MOETALITY. 

The  Infant  Welfare  work  started  on  Xovember  1st  so  that 
but  two  months  have  elapsed,  not  a  sufficient  time  for  any 
decided  change. 

Two  nurses,  Miss  Cecilia  Hynes  and  Miss  Myrtle  Mc- 
Crum,  are  employed  for  this  work  and  the  town  has  been 
divided,  one-half  being  placed  in  the  charge  of  each.  While 
heretofore  the  work  has  been  confined  to  certain  sections  of 
the  town,  now  the  nurses  are  instructed  to  call  upon  the 
parents  of  every  child  born  and  offer  their  services  as  Infant 
Welfare  Nurse.

Clinics  are  held  weekly  in  the  Apple  Street  district  and 
Lawrence  Street  School,  and  bi-weekly  in  the  Saxonville 
Town  Hall  and  the  Hollis  Street  School.  In  the  past  two 
months  a  total  of  22  clinics  have  been  held  with  an  attendance 
of  151  babies.  These  babies  are  weighed  and  examined  by  the 
Clinic  physician,  no  treatment  being  given,  but  directions 
given  to  see  the  family  physician  when  necessary.  Thanks  is 
extended  the  School  Committee  for  the  use  of  the  schools  for 
holding  clinics.

A  study  of  the  deaths  under  one  year  is  rather  discourag- 
ing. A  total  of  32  having  died  in  addition  to  15  still-births. 
More  than  one-half  of  the  32,  namely  19,  died  of  Congenital 
Debility,  seven  died  from  Bronchopneumonia.  A  study  of  the 
deaths  by  months  shows  that  they  were  evenly  distributed 
throughout  the  year.  Two  deaths  in  each  of  seven  months 
occurred,  the  largest  number  being  in  May,  when  four  deaths 
were  recorded.  The  smallest  in  March  and  September  with 
one  each. 

Of  the  15  still-births  13  occurred  in  the  hospital,  showing 
that  the  cause  was  not  lack  of  medical  care  at  the  time  o  i 
birth. 

Twelve  deaths  from  other  causes  occurred  in  hospitals. 
From  these  facts  it  would  appear  that  there  is  great  need  for 
laying  stress  on  pre-natal  work  which  of  course  demands  a 
hearty  spirit  of  co-operation  between  the  mother,  the  doctor 
and  the  Infant  Welfare  workers. 

414  resident  births  were  recorded  during  the  year. 
Babies  of  non-residents  being  excluded  and  babies  born  out 
of  town,  of  Pramingham  parentag^e,  included.

Periodical  examinations  of  stores  and  restaurants  has  been 
carried  on.  Four  gallons  of  oysters  were  confiscated  and 
destroyed.  One  carcass  of  veal  and  four  quarters  of  lamb 
were  condemned  and  ordered  destroyed. 

The  inspection  of  bakeries  came  under  State  control 
September  1st,  1920,  thereby  relieving  the  Board  of  Health 
of  jurisdiction  over  them. 

Assistance  from  the  Associated  Charities,  the  Anti-Tuber- 
culosis fund,  the  1264  Club,  and  the  Catholic  Women's  Club 
in  needy  cases  of  tuberculosis  is  hereby  acknowledged. 

The  establishment  of  settlements  whereby  the  town  has 
been  relieved  of  the  care  of  a  number  of  cases  has  been  deter- 
mined by  the  Town  Almoner,  promptly  and  willingly.

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Report  of  the  Trustees  of  Town  Library 


The  Trustees  of  the  Town  Library  present  the  following 
statement  of  what  has  been  done  during  the  past  year  in  tli(3 
Library  Department,  and  of  their  plans  for  the  coming  year.  . 

I.      BRANCH  DEVELOPMENT 

It  is  the  universal  experience  that  the  utility  of  a  library  • 
depends  greatly  upon  the  accessibility  of  the  books.  To  reach  ' 
the  people  in  the  widely  scattered  parts  of  our  town  several  j 
methods  have  been  pursued.  1 

(A)    Loan  Libraries  or  Deposit  Stations.  \ 

These  have  been  established  at  seven  stations  (at  the  High 
School,  Saxonville,  Xobscot,  Apple  Street,  Dennison  Mfg. 
Co.,  Mullarkey's  Drug  Store,  and  at  Miss  E-ussell's  in  Dis- 
trict Xo.  7 )  to  which  have  been  loaned  from  the  main  library 
at  Framingham  Centre  collections  of  books,  varying  from. two 
hundred  to  eight  hundred  volumes ;  these  libraries  are  moved 
from  one  station  to  another  and  are  renewed  from  time  to 
time  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  main  library. 

Books  not  in  the  loan  libraries  may  be  ordered  through  the 
deposit  stations  or  by  telephone  directly  to  the  main  library, 
and  are  delivered  promptly,  often  within  twenty-four  hours, 
at  the  deposit  stations. 
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The  loan  library  located  at  the  Dennison  Mfg.  Company 
may  be  called  a  "travelling  library"  as  it  is  rolled  from  room 
to  room ;  its  usefulness  has  been  greatly  increased  by  a  gift  of 
money  from  Mr.  Henry  S.  Dennison. 

The  Trustees  highly  commend  the  public  spirit  shown  by 
Mr.  Mullarkey  in  the  attention  and  care  he  has  given  to  the 
station  in  his  store. 

(B)    Reading  Rooms, 

Four  of  the  loan  libraries  are  managed  in  connection  with 
reading  rooms. 

(1)  Saxonville.  Through  the  co-operation  and  interest 
of  the  Lockwood-Greene  Co.,  the  Library  has  been  able  to  con- 
tinue to  occupy  the  same  room  originally  given  by  the  Saxon- 
ville Mills.  An  attendant  has  been  placed  in  charge.  The 
delivery  station  and  reading  room  have  been  combined.*  The 
room  is  open  from  5.30  to  8  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and 
Saturday  (alternating  with  the  entertainments  at  the  Casino) 
and  from  3.30  to  5.30  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays.  The  re- 
sponse given  to  the  better  service  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
attendance  to  4,565  from  June  to  December  1920,  and  an  in- 
crease in  the  circulation  from  4,935  in  1919  to  8,039  in  1920. 

The  Trustees  gratefully  acknowledge  their  indebtedness  to 
the  generosity  of  the  past  and  present  ovmers  of  the  mills  for 
the  facilities  provided. 

(2)  Nohscot.  The  growth  of  the  IsTobscot  branch  suffered 
largely  from  lack  of  transportation  until  the  transfer  of  books 
became  possible  through  the  use  of  the  school  barges,  since 
which  time  there  has  been  a  decided  improvement  in  that 
respect. 

(3)  Apple  Street.  The  Apple  Street  branch  fills  a  very 
definite  need  in  the  community.  When  it  is  realized  that  in  a 
couple  of  small  rooms  in  Miss  Bridges'  house  fifty-two  books 
are  given  out  in  the  course  of  an  evening,  the  need  of  adequate 
facilities  in  that  portion  of  the  town  is  obvious. 

The  growth  of  the  Apple  Street  branch  suggests  the  oppor- 
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tunity  for  the  development  of  a  station  in  the  region  of  tli* 
Hollis  Street  schools,  which  is  something  the  Trustees  hop(^- 
fully  look  forward  to. 

(4)  High  School  Building.  Conditions  at  the  Readiiii* 
Room  at  the  High  School  introduce  our  most  important 
problem.  The  room  is  overcrowded  and  altogether  inad- 
equate for  the  work  that  is  demanded ;  a  work  that  is  increas- 
ing every  month.  In  a  room  25  feet  by  26  feet  are  six  tables 
3x6  feet,  each  accommodating  six  persons,  and  the  attend- 
ant's desk,  leaving  scant  space  for  six  extra  arm  chairs.  In 
the  months  of  November  and  December,  1920,  the  following 
business  is  recorded:

All  this  is  attempted  in  a  room  obviously  no  larger  than  is 
required  for  a  high  school  reference  library. 

II.      NEED  OF  A  LIBRAKY  IX  TIIE  SOUTH  PART  OF  THE  TOWN 

The  wants  of  eleven  or  twelve  thousand  people,  and  of  a 
much  larger  number  in  a  few  years,  ought  to  be  met  in  an 
open-handed  and  respectable  way.  Some  temporary  means  of 
meeting  these  wants  should  speedily  be  sought,  but  not  until 
a  permanent  means  can  be  planned. 

The  to^vn  is  expected  before  long  to  erect  a  memorial  of  the 
Great  War.  Whatever  else  that  memorial  may  be  or  con- 
tain, the  Trustees  as  well  as  other  officers  and  citizens  believe, 
and  we  strongly  recommend,  that  a  public  library  containing 
modem  stacks,  reading  rooms  for  adults  and  for  children  and 
administration  rooms,  and  capable  of  developing  in  dignity, 
size  and  equipment  into  what  Framingham  needs  for  the  next 
generation  and  beyond,  should  be  a  part  of  that  memorial. 

If  the  town  acts  favorably  some  temporary  expedient  for 
relief  may  be  adopted.    Perhaps  after  the  completion  of  the 
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two  new  school  houses  the  school  committee  may  be  able  to 
spare  one  of  the  portable  school  buildings  until  the  Memorial 
Building  is  finished. 

Meantime  and  immediately  the  main  library  building  at 
little  expense  can  and  should  be  made  a  much  more  con- 
venient and  useful  center  of  distribution  and  serve  the  public 
^far  better  than  in  the  past  until  the  completion  of  a  new 
building  in  the  south  part  of  the  town. 

III.      THE  EDGELL  FUND 

The  question  naturally  arises  in  such  a  case, — what  of  the 
Edgell  fund  and  its  restrictions  ?  The  bequest  was  a  noble 
and  generous  one  and  what  follows  is  not  to  be  misunder- 
stood. When  the  income  became  available  and  permanent  in 
1882  it  constituted  about  3|%  of  the  town's  yearly  grants; 
with  the  exception  of  the  books  permanently  in  the  High 
School  branch  and  the  magazines  in  the  several  branches  the 
Edgell  fund  represents  the  sole  expenditure  of  the  town  for 
hoohs  in  thirty-eight  years.  During  this  period  and  espe- 
cially during  the  last  two 'years  the  cost  of  books  has  largely 
increased.  The  less  than  two  thousand  dollars  now  annually 
received  amounts  to  about  one-third  of  one  per  cent  of  the 
town's  grants,  or  about  eight  cents  in  a  $24  tax  rate. 

Let  us  ask  the  tow^n  to  grant,  beginning  this  year,  at  least 
that  amount  or  more  as  needed,  for  the  purchase  of  books  to 
be  placed  ultimately  in  the  new  building.  Later  when  the 
new  building  has  become,  as  it  surely  will,  the  main  library, 
in  name  and  in  fact^  let  the  town  continue  an  annual  grant 
for  books  for  the  then  main  library,  and  let  the  old  library 
serve  as  a  local  branch  but  also  develop  (with  the  Edgell  fund 
as  its  income)  into  a  special  library  for  study  and  research 
and  as  a  depository  for  ivorks  of  ar^t  and  the  purchase  of 
which,  as  well  as  of  books  was  directed  by  the  Edgell  will.  If 
private  gifts  or  future  acts  of  the  to^vn  should  sometime  pro- 
vide a  new  library  building  on  the  Central  Square  land 
owned  by  the  Framingham  Library  Associates,  the  present 
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building  might  still  serve  its  original  purpose  as  a  memorial 
of  the  War  of  1861. 

IV.      DISTRIBUTION  OF  BOOKS 

The  transfer  of  books  from  the  Library  to  the  branches  and 
delivery  stations  is  for  the  most  part  done  by  the  Boston 
and  Worcester  Street  Railway.  Fortunately  most  of  the 
points  of  distribution  are  so  situated  that  this  method  of 
transfer  is  possible. 

The  ^^'obscot  branch  and  the  station  in  District  7,  through 
the  courtesy  of  the  School  Departmeat,  are  reached  by  the 
school  barges. 

Books  for  the  Apple  Street  branch  are  carried  to  and  from 
the  station  at  Mullarkey's  Drug  Store  by  school  pupils. 

For  the  present  these  arrangements  are  fairly  satisfa(^tory, 
but  with  the  constantly  increasing  use  of  the  library  we  may 
have  to  look  forward  to  other  means  of  transportation. 

V.      SCHOOL  WORK 

The  great  work  of  making  children  familiar  with  books  and 
of  cultivating  in  them  the  habit  of  reading  has  been  begun  by 
placing  small  libraries  of  books,  suitable  to  the  children's 
ages,  in  all  the  rooms  of  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  sixth  and 
seventh  grades. 

In  1919  twenty-one  rooms  and  in  1920  six  additional  rooms 
were  supplied  with  libraries.  There  will  be  other  rooms  to 
be  supplied  when  the  new  school  buildings  are  completed. 

Eight  hundred  and  twenty-two  volumes  have  been  pur- 
chased for  these  libraries,  and  the  circulation  for  the  first  six 
months  of  1920^  when  only  three  grades  were  supplied,  was 
5,909. 

The  Trustees  hope  to  extend  this  work  to  other  grades  dur- 
ing the  coming  year. 

In  order  to  carry  out  these  various  plans  the  Trustees  se- 
cured a  year  ago  last  summer  the  services  of  a  person  trained 
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for  and  experienced  in  such  work,  who  has  had  a  free  hand 
and  has  done  most  excellent  work.  With  the  consent  of  the 
Trustees  she  has  delivered  a  series  of  lectures  at  the  High 
School  on  the  use  of  the  library  in  general  and  of  reference 
books  in  particular  which  is  already  beginning  to  show  happy 
results. 

VI.      DUPLICATE  PAY  COLLECTIONS 

It  has  been  found  in  our  Commonwealth  that  many  per- 
sons would  rather  pay  the  small  fee  of  two  cents  per  day  for 
a  new  book  they  want  at  once  than  wait  until  the  more 
fortunate  reader  returns  it  to  the  Library.  Rather  than  load 
the  library  shelves  with  a  half  dozen  or  more  copies  (in  addi- 
tion to  the  number  now  purchased)  of  a  book  which  in  a 
twelve-month  would  be  "as  dead  as  old  Marly,  who  was  dead 
to  begin  with,"  the  Trustees  have  inaugurated  a  shelf  of  the 
latest  books  on  a  pay  counter.  These  books  usually  pay  for 
themselves  by  this  arrangement.  The  people's  money  is  not 
invested  in  a  mass  of  dead  books  and  the  public  is  accommo- 
dated. The  free  circulation  is  in  no  way  decreased,  no  books 
are  purchased  which  are  not  already  in  the  free  circulation, 
and  the  Trustees  in  establishing  this  collection  voted  that  the 
proportion  of  fiction  purchased  for  free  circulation  should 
not  be  decreased.  There  should  be  a  pay-library  at  the  High 
School,  but  there  is  no  room  for  it. 

Considering  the  very  small  investment  (only  $34.80),  the 
success  of  this  duplicate  pay  system  during  the  short  time  it 
has  been  in  operation  is  gratifying. 

VII.      THE  STAFF 

Our  Librarian,  Miss  Einma  L.  Clarke,  has  served  the  town 
for  thirty  years ;  in  other  words  has  devoted  the  best  part  of 
her  life  to  our  librarv.  In  consideration  of  her  lone:  and 
faithful  service,  and  of  her  readiness  for  retirement,  we  have 
petitioned  the  Legislature  jointly  with  a  majority  of  the 
Selectmen  and  with  other  citizens  for  the  passage  of  a  permis- 
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sive  act  allowing  the  town  to  pay  Miss  Clarke  a  life  pension 
of  eight  hundred  dollars  per  year. 

We  recommend  that  the  bill,  if  enacted,  be  submitted  foi- 
acceptance  by  the  town  at  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

Library  administration  has  greatly  changed  in  a  genera- 
tion. A  Librarian  must  be  a  person  trained  as  an  executive. 
The  work  of  cataloguing  and  of  distribution,  the  management 
of  the  branches  and  reading  rooms,  and  of  the  school  work 
and  other  details  of  routine,  in  order  to  be  properly  co-ordin- 
ated, must  be  under  one  head.  In  other  words  the  Librarian 
should  be  the  executive  officer  of  the  department. 

Upon  the  retirement  of  the  present  Librarian  we  propose : 

(a)  To  elect  as  Librarian  a  person  who  by  training  and 
experience  has  been  fitted  to  become  the  executive  head  of 
the  Library  Department,  who  shall  have  supervision  of  all 
parts  of  the  work  (as  has  been  stated)  and  who  shall  report 
monthly  to  the  Trustees  conditions  and  recommendations ; 

(b)  To  give  the  Librarian  perfect  freedom  to  select  her 
own  assistants  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  Trustees,  and  to 
train,  assign  and  transfer  from  point  to  point  as  the  interests 
of  the  service  demand  all  members  of  the  staff ; 

(c)  To  elect  as  Assistant  Librarian  (on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Librarian)  a  person  who  by  training  and  experi- 
ence is  fitted  to  direct  the  work  of  cataloguing  and  of  con- 
tinuing the  reclassification  and  who  shall  bring  cross  refer- 
ences up  to  date  and  make  the  catalogue  in  all  respects  what 
it  is  intended  to  be, — The  Key  to  the  Library.

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Report  of  Tree  Warden  and 
Local  Superintendent 


To  Board  of  Selectmen,  Framingham : 

The  usual  routine  work  against  the  Grypsy  Moth  was  car- 
ried on  during  1920,  painting  nests  with  creosote  and  spray- 
ing. Due  to  the  town  having  purchased  a  power  sprayer, 
much  more  and  efficient  work  was  done  than  ever  before. 

Five  hundred  ninety-six  miles  was  covered  by  the  sprayer, 
putting  out  11,500  lbs.  of  arsenate  of  lead. 

This  includes  some  private  wood  land,  also  cemeteries, 
public  parks  and  all  highways,  75  ft.  in  from  the  roadway 
where  possible. 

I  understand  there  is  a  new  state  law,  prohibiting  any  re- 
imbursements to  any  departments  in  towns.  If  this  is  true, 
the  Moth  Department  will  need  for  1921  $2,500  more  than 
last  year. 

1^0  money  of  the  $250  appropriation  for  planting  trees 
was  used  due  to  inability  to  get  anyone  to  do  the  work.  This 
amount  should  be  reappropriated  for  1921. 

A  little  larger  amount  should  be  appropriated  for  the  pro- 
tection of  trees  in  1921  as  there  is  a  great  amount  of  dead 
wood  to  be  removed. 

For  cutting  roadside  brush,  the  usual  appropriation  is 
sufficient.

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iL     Report  of  the  Park  Commissioners 

1920 


We  were  glad  to  continue  our  co-operation  with  tlie  Com- 
munity Health  Demonstration,  for  the  building  up  of  the 
under-developed  children  of  the  town,  by  granting  the  use  of 
the  Exhibition  Hall  Building  on  the  Agricultural  grounds. 
Union  Avenue,  as  in  previous  years. 

Early  this  summer  a  ball  field  was  layed  out  on  the  Nevins 
playground.  During  the  war  mobilization,  the  use  of  this 
field  was  granted  by  the  Park  Commissioners  to  the  War 
Department  for  a  camp.  Later  on  it  was  used  for  war  gar- 
dens, which  left  the  ground  in  bad  condition  for  a  ball  field, 
so  that  it  was  necessary  for  us  to  plow  and  regrade  it  this 
fall.    In  the  spring  it  will  be  seeded  and  rolled. 

The  base  lines  on  the  ball  field  at  the  Dennison  playgrounds 
will  need  to  be  rebuilt  in  the  spring.  Both  fields  have  been 
in  constant  use  during  the  season. 

In  the  spring  of  1920  the  Framingham  High  School 
planted  Memorial  trees,  red  pine,  on  the  Agricultural  grounds 
on  Union  Avenue.  Several  have  died,  which  the  Park  Com- 
missioners plan  to  replace  in  the  spring,  and  at  the  same  time 
fill  out  that  section  of  the  grounds  with  white  pine  to  conform 
with  our  plans  for  the  field. 

At  the  bath  house.  Little  Farm  Pond,  the  check  room  has 
been  under  the  charge  of  'Mrs.  R.  R.  Jones,  and  has  been 
much  appreciated  by  the  bathers  and  should  be  continued. 
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Mr.  John  J.  County,  as  watchman  for  the  swimming  pool 
at  Little  Farm  Pond,  reports  as  follows : 

To  the  Park  Commissioners,  Town  of  Framingham: 

Report  of  attendance  at  Little  Farm  Bath  House,  for  the 
season  of  1920. 

Bath  house  opened  June  9th  and  closed  September  6th.  I 
am  very  pleased  to  report  there  were  no  accidents  of  any  kind 
either  in  the  water  or  on  the  grounds  during  the  season. 

The  bath  house  was  open  evenings  from  June  27th  to 
September  1st,  weather  permitting,  until  8  o'clock.  There 
were  ninety-six  who  learned  to  swim,  to  which  certificates 
were  given  by  the  Park  Commisisoners  at  the  end  of  the  sea- 
son.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR  OF  PLAYGROUNDS  FOR  THE 
SEASON  1920 

I.    Enrollment  and  Attendance: 

The  success  of  the  playground  work  during  the  1920  sea- 
son was  due,  in  no  small  measure,  to  the  remarkably  clement 
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weather;  only  for  one-half  day  during  the  entire  six  weeks 
were  the  sessions  suspended,  and  a  moderate  temperature 
throughout  the  summer  contributed  to  the  sustained  interest 
in  the  work. 

The  Saxonville  playground  recorded  the  heaviest  enroll- 
ment with  a  total  one  week  of  200  children.  As  attendance 
is  optional  it  is  naturally  shifting;  the  variations  in  enroll- 
ment and  a  comparative  summary  of  the  attendance  at  all 
playgrounds,  are  given  in  the  following  tabulations:

II.  ACTIVITIES 

The  work  for  the  season  of  1920  followed  in  a  general  way 
along  the  lines  of  that  of  previous  years.  Better  Health  was 
the  dominant  note  struck,  and  was  given  the  special  emphasis 
which  Thrift  received  in  1919.  The  Civic  League  demon- 
strated a  very  friendly  interest  in  this  phase  of  the  play- 
ground work,  by  securing  the  services  of  Cho-Cho,  the  clown 
from  the  Children's  Health  Organization  of  'New  York  City, 
who,  in  costume,  gave  a  delightful  and  unique  health  lecture 
to  the  children,  both  in  South  Framingham  and  Saxonville. 
This  talk,  coming  on  the  second  day  of  the  season,  formed  the 
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basis  for  mucli  of  the  hand  work  and  many  games  throughout 
the  summer. 

Swimming:  Under  the  enthusiastic  instruction  of  Miss 
Helen  Whittemore,  96  boys  and  girls  qualified  for  the  certif- 
icates awarded  by  the  Park  Commissioners  to  all  beginners 
who  have  demonstrated  their  ability  to  swim  50  feet. 
Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Civic  League  special  hours 
were  arranged  for  at  the  Pool  when  children  under  twelve 
years  of  age,  reporting  under  the  direction  of  a  playground 
supervisor,  were  offered  special  rates  of  five  cents  a  swim 
(which  the  children  paid).  Records  show  an  average 
attendance  of  about  fifteen  at  these  hours,  and  as  a  supervisor 
was  released  for  this  work  by  having  a  special  teacher  take 
his  or  her  place  on  the  home  ground,  the  younger  children  who 
could  not  have  walked  the  greater  distance  to  Farm  Pond, 
benefited  at  no  loss  to  the  others.  The  swimming  at  Farm 
Pond  proved  very  popular,  and  Mr.  County  and  Mrs.  Jones 
were  extremely  generous  in  their  efforts  to  accommodate  the 
children. 

Manual  Training:  Mr.  Peterson  substituted  for  the 
smithing,  chair  caning,  a  practical  art  which  appealed  strong- 
ly to  the  children  and  their  parents.  In  all  over  75  chairs 
were  caned,  the  children  supplying  the  chairs  and  the  play- 
grounds the  cane. 

Nature  Study :  Miss  Meier  emphasized  the  importance  of 
keen  observation  in  nature  study,  and  endeavored  to  familiar- 
ize the  boys  and  girls  in  the  local  wild  flowers,  plant  life, 
moths,  butterflies,  insects  and  birds,  their  peculiarities  and 
habits.  In  the  line  of  follow-up  work  after  the  Cho-Cho 
lecture,  valuable  work  was  done  in  stressing  home  and  school 
gardens  with,  their  fresh  vegetables. 

Kindergarten:  This  year  Miss  Constance  Larned  was  re- 
tained as  special  kindergartner,  and  it  was  generally  agreed 
that  a  special  teacher  to  work  with  the  younger  children,  not 
only  did  more  effective  work  with  them,  but,  by  releasing, 
during  her  visit  to  the  ground,  the  regular  supervisor  for 
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special  work  with  the  older  girls,  provided  for  better  work 
among  the  latter. 

III.      FIELD  DAYS  AND  EXHIBITIONS  : 

A  departure  from  the  usual  program  was  made  this  year 
by  having  two  field  days  at  Farm  Pond  instead  of  one.  The 
first  picnic  came  during  the  fourth  week  and  was  largely  at- 
tended. The  final  field  day  was  equally  well  attended  and 
then  it  was  that  Saxonville,  Apple  Street,  and  Beaver  Street 
presented  in  the  grove  near  the  pond,  short  health  plays 
which  they  had  worked  up  among  their  members.  Swim- 
ming races,  track  and  games  for  all  completed  the  program. 

During  the  last  week  of  the  session  the  five  playgrounds 
prepared  exhibitions  of  hand  work  of  all  kinds  contributed  by 
the  children  as  the  result  of  their  summer's  industry.  These 
exhibits  w^ere  viewed  by  three  judges,  Mrs.  Collins,  Miss 
Susan  Hastings,  and  Miss  Anna  Kingman,  who,  after  careful 
inspection  and  deliberation,  awarded  first  honorable  mention 
to  Beaver  Street  ground  where  a  circus,  cut  from  bits  of 
wood  with  coping  saws  and  then  colored  formed  a  consider- 
able part  of  the  exhibit.  This  circus  was  later  contributed 
by  the  children  who  made  it,  to  the  children's  ward  at  the 
Framingham  Hospital,  and  when  properly  mounted  will  be 
taken  there  for  the  amusement  of  invalid  children. 

IV.      ACCIDENTS  : 

Minor  accidents  were  reported  during  the  summer  but 
none  of  a  serious  character  occurred.  The  crowding  of  the 
apparatus  at  Apple  Street,  however,  offers  a  constant  source 
of  danger,  as  does  the  proximity  of  the  ball  players  to  the 
other  children  at  Arlington  and  Lawrence  Streets. 

V.      REMAEKS  I 

The  matter  of  discipline  was  one  which  was  forced  to  the 
attention  of  the  director  several  times  during  the  past  season. 
This  was  due  in  a  measure,  to  the  fact  that  older  boys,  out  of 
work  for  the  first  summer  since  the  war,  and  with  no  personal 
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interest  in  the  playgrounds,  several  times  invaded  the  pre- 
mises, both  in  and  out  of  hours,  and  proved  a  great  annoy- 
ance. Chief  Holbrook  took  charge  of  a  very  unpleasant 
occurrance  at  'Apple  Street,  and  the  director  feels  that  the 
Park  Commissioners  or  policemen,  by  visiting  each  play- 
ground weekly  at  unheralded  hours,  would  exercise  a  certain 
restraint  upon  troublesome  boys,  which  would  contribute 
greatly  to  the  morale  of  the  playgrounds. 

Another  factor  which  contributed  to  the  difficulty  was  the 
age  of  the  assistants.  For  the  salary  offered  it  was  impossible 
to  interest  young  men  of  the  age  which  makes  desirable 
assistants,  and  it  not  infrequently  happens  that  boys,  older 
than  the  assistants  themselves,  prove  exceedingly  difficult  to 
handle.  The  director  believes,  with  Miss  Hilton,  that  the 
time  has  come  when  an  older  fellow,  with  the  necessary  abil- 
ity, temperament  and  training,  should  be  retained  to  have 
general  oversight  over  the  boy  assistants  and  the  athletic 
activities,  possibly  having  charge  in  addition,  of  one  play- 
ground, thus  doing  away  with  the  expense  of  a  boy  assistant 
on  that  ground. 

The  Civic  League  has  been  sincerely  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  playgrounds,  and  made  various  offers  to  form  classes, 
etc.  which  the  director  felt  it  unwise  to  accept,  as  they  would 
increase  the  already  sufficient  amount  of  work  incumbent 
upon  each  supervisor.  For  securing  the  services  of  Cho-Cho 
and  financing  the  lecture,  and  for  co-operating  in  the  inter- 
ests of  new  swimmers^  hearty  thanks  are  due  the  League. 

Mr.  Dennison  contributed  generously  crepe  paper  for  hand 
work  and  costumes,  and  many  citizens  responded  to  the  ap- 
peal for  pictures  for  scrap  books. 

The  general  interest  shown  in  the  work  strengthens  the 
belief  that  the  playgrounds  in  Framingham  have  come  to 
have  a  distinctive  place  in  the  community  life.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Registrars 
of  Voters 


To  the  Citizens  and  Voters'. — 

During  the  year  1920  the  Board  has  held  forty  meetings, 
fourteen  for  the  purpose  of  registering  voters,  seven  for  the 
purpose  of  certifying  nomination  papers,  one  for  the  purpose 
of  attending  a  hearing  held  at  the  request  of  the  Board  before 
the  Selectmen  and  the  balance  of  the  meetings  were  to  revise 
the  list  of  voters. 

On  April  23,  1920,  John  P.  Dunn,  who  had  been  appointed 
to  the  Board,  qualified  before  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Board 
organized  with  Raymond  J.  Callahan  as  Chairman  and 
Edgar  A.  Bowers,  Clerk  ex-officio. 

The  large  number  of  meetings  held  by  the  Board  was  made 
necessary  by  a  more  complete  revision  of  the  lists  of  voters 
than  had  before  been  made;  this  consisted  of  placing  the 
names  of  persons  registered  in  the  proper  precincts  where 
they  were  assessed  as  of  April  1st,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  law.  This  action  was  made  necessary  not  only  because  of 
the  gro^vth  of  the  town  but  particularly  by  reason  of  the 
ratification  of  the  19th  amendment  to  the  United  States  Con- 
stitution allowing  full  suffrage  to  women. 

In  making  this  revision  some  opposition  developed  from 
people  who  had  for  some  time  lived  in  one  precinct  and  voted 
in  another,  a  custom  grown  up  from  the  accommodations  of 


351 


Boards  in  the  past.  This  opposition  crystallized  into  a  hear- 
ing held  before  the  Selectmen  on  October  5th,  when  citizens 
living  in  the  vicinity  of  Framingham  Junction  appeared  in 
opposition  to  the  change,  whereby  they  were  placed  on  the 
voting  list  where  assessed,  in  Precinct  2.  The  hearing  was 
fruitful  of  a  better  understanding  of  the  situation  by  all 
concerned.  As  a  development,  it  was  discovered  that  the 
lines  between  Precincts  one  and  two  had  been  erroneously 
drawn  by  the  Assessors  in  assessing  some  residents  living 
west  of  Beacon  Street  in  Precinct  2,  whereas  the  line  should 
have  been  the  center  of  Beacon  Street,  from  the  river  to  the 
Junction.  When  discovered  and  verified  by  the  Registrars, 
this  mistake  was  corrected  by  the  Board  upon  receiving  a 
corrected  list  of  assessments  from  the  Assessors. 

At  this  time  we  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the 
Selectmen  to  the  advisability  of  changing  the  line  from  Edgell 
Street,  between  Precincts  one  and  two,  so  that  it  will  traverse 
the  center  of  Frost,  Brook  and  Fenwick  Streets  to  the  Fen- 
wick  Street  dam,  thence,  as  now,  to  Worcester  Road  instead 
of  following  the  river  as  it  now  does.  This  would  furnish 
a  natural  dividing  line  between  the  two  precincts  and  is  one 
suggested  by  the  Board  after  conference  with  the  Town  En- 
gineer and  interested  parties. 

The  desire  of  persons  living  on  the  easterly  side  of  Beacon 
Street  to  vote  in  Precinct  3  is  difficult  of  adjustment  for  the 
reason  that  there  is  no  other  natural  dividing  line  between 
Precincts  2  and  3  than  Worcester  Road  and  further  that 
Precinct  three  is  already  the  largest  precinct  while  Precinct 
two  is  the  smallest.  To  the  suggestion  that  Precinct  three  be 
divided;  the  answer  is  that  within  a  short  time  our  town 
government  may  be  changed,  when  a  readjustment  of  pre- 
cincts into  wards  would  be  necessary  and  also  for  the  reason 
of  the  increased  expense  and  labor  caused  by  the  establish- 
ment of  another  precinct  for  possibly  only  a  short  time. 

However,  the  Board  mentions  this  matter  and  calls  the 
attention  of  the  Selectmen  to  the  same  in  order  that  if  a 
remedy  is  possible  they  may  take  cognizance  of  and  suggest 
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relief  if  such  is  possible,  but  the  Board  of  Registrars,  after 
studying  the  situation  and  considering  all  the  factors  can 
make  no  definite  recommendations.  With  the  advent  of 
biennial  elections,  the  necessity  for  traveling  to  the  polling 
places  has  been  materially  reduced  and  it  is  probable  and 
from  the  experience  in  other  communities,  impossible  to 
establish  precinct  lines  so  that  some  citizens  will  not  be  in- 
convenienced. 

EQUAL  SUFFRAGE 

Upon  the  ratification  of  the  19th  Amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution, the  Board  prepared  for  the  extra  number  of  citizens 
to  be  registered  by  holding  additional  meetings  both  before 
the  State  Primary  and  the  Election.  Quarters  v^ere  obtained  ' 
in  the  Board  of  Trade  rooms  so  that  the  Board  was  able  at  all 
times  to  keep  up  with  the  work.  For  the  Primary  and  the 
Election,  there  were  registered  1,827  voters,  a  large  proportion 
of  whom  were  women.  This  number  included  some  women 
who  re-registered  after  having  changed  their  names  and  we 
would  call  the  attention  at  this  time  to  the  requirement  that 
persons  who  change  their  names  by  marriage  or  decree  of 
court,  must  re-register  under  their  new  name  or  they  may 
not  vote.  The  necessity  for  persons  to  give  their  correct  name 
in  registering  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasized.  If  this  is 
not  done,  much  trouble  and  confusion  to  the  Board  and  the 
registrant  is  bound  to  follow.

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Report  of  Planning  Board,  Town  of 
Framingham,  for  the  year  1920 


The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Framinghanij,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: — It  has  been  the  purpose  of  the  Planning 
Board  to  render  such  assistance  as  lies  within  its  power  to  the 
officers  and  boards  of  the  town,  as  opportunity  presents  itself. 
We  have  made  a  rather  exhaustive  study  of  the  entire  town 
and  have  on  file  much  material  for  future  use,  thereby  being 
reasonably  well  prepared  for  any  emergency  which  may 
arise.  This  in  our  opinion  seems  to  be  a  better  policy  to 
follow  than  to  attempt  the  carrying  out  of  large  schemes  in- 
volving great  expenditures  of  money,  when  by  consistent 
progress  the  same  result  may  be  obtained. 

Our  assistance  has  been  gratefully  received  by  the  Select- 
men in  considering ,  proposed  changes  to  Howard  Street, 
Buckminster  Square  and  Lakeview  Avenue. 

This  board  was  recorded  as  opposed  to  the  widening  of 
Howard  Street  until  such  a  time  as  the  grade  crossing  ques- 
tion was  definitely  settled  and  work  about  to  be  begun. 

BUCKMINSTER  SQUARE. 

At  Buckminster  Square  a  layout  was  made  by  this  board 
which  seems  to  meet  the  approval  of  the  County  Commis- 
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sioner,  your  honorable  Board  and  the  citizens  in  general,  and 
we  would  respectfully  suggest  that  this  improvement,  at  a 
very  dangerous  point  in  our  highways,  should  be  pushed 
through  toward  final  completion,  that  it  is  of  vital  import- 
ance, and  might  well  be  the  next  street  improvement  to  be 
taken  up  by  your  board. 

LAKE  VIEW  AVENUE. 

It  was  suggested  by  this  board  that  Lakeview  Avenue  is 
logically  a  connecting  link  between  the  Park  system,  as  rep- 
resented by  the  old  Agricultural  Society  land,  and  the  Park 
land  lying  on  the  west  and  north  shores  of  Fann  Pond. 
Through  the  sympathetic  action  of  your  board  and  the  Park 
Commissioners  we  expect  that  a  satisfactory  relocation  of 
Lakeview  Avenue  will  be  m^de  which  will  accomplish  the 
purpose  mentioned  above. 

NOBSCOT  FOUNTAIN 

A  few  years  ago  the  Planning  Board  together  with  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  were  appointed  a  committee  to  build 
a  drinking  fountain  in  the  square  at  Nobscot  Village,  and  the 
sum  of  $500  was  appropriated  to  complete  same.  At  that 
time  drawings  were  prepared  and  estimates  to  complete  the 
work  were  obtained,  well  within  the  appropriation.  The 
question  of  the  location  of  the  fountain  was  gone  into  care- 
fully and  the  joint  boards  believed  that  no  obstruction  should 
be  placed  in  the  middle  of  the  square.  After  several  hearings 
and  interviews  had  been  arranged  with  the  Nobscot  citizens 
the  joint  boards  became  convinced  that  the  citizens  preferred 
that  the  fountain  be  placed  in  the  middle  of  the  square.  Xot 
approving  of  this  decision  we  have  nevertheless  voted  to  place 
the  fountain  in  the  middle  of  the  square  over  the  old  well  and 
the  beginning  of  the  work  has  been  contingent  upon  the 
removal  and  relocation  of  an  electric  light  and  telephone  pole. 
After  a  long  wait  this  relocation  has  been  accomplished. 
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Within  a  month  the  suggestion  has  come  to  us  that  by  adding 
a  bronze  tablet  to  the  fountain  it  could  easily  be  made  into  a 
memorial  to  the  boys  from  this  part  of  the  town  who  served  in 
the  World  War.  We  have  therefore  redesigned  the  fountain 
in  minor  detail  conforming  to  this  suggestion  and  the  whole 
matter  now  rests  with  the  citizens  of  Nobscot  to  give  us  the 
list  of  names,  and  also  to  make  some  provision  to  pay  for  the 
additional  work. 

COMMITTEE  ON  ACCEPTANCE  OF  STREETS 

We  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  desirability  of 
calling  a  meeting  of  the  committee  on  street  layout,  provided 
for  at  a  recent  town  meeting.  We  believe  that  the  subject 
matter  is  of  vital  importance  and  should  receive  early  con- 
sideration. 

FRAMINGHAM  CENTRE  AND  SAXONVILLE  SEWERS 

There  has  been  an  intelligent  and  exhaustive  study  made 
of  the  sewage  disposal  question  at  Framingham  Centre  and 
Saxonville.  During  the  world  war  this  matter  was  allowed 
to  drop  and  we  believe  the  time  is  now  ripe  for  reopening  the 
discussion,  and  we  recommend  that  an  effort  should  be  made 
to  provide  for  sewage  disposal  in  that  part  of  Framingham 
where  the  situation  is  most  acute,  viz. :  Normal  Hill^  Wor- 
cester Road,  Granite  Street  and  Curve  Street  in  the  center 
of  the  town,  and  in  the  center  of  Saxonville  Village.  We 
believe  the  situation  which  exists  in  these  particular  parts  of 
the  town  should  be  corrected  and  suggest  that  at  a  relatively 
small  expense  the  acute  part  of  the  problem  could  be  remedied 
without  an  expenditure  of  money  covering  other  parts  of  the 
villages,  where  there  is  no  difficulty  in  the  use  of  cesspools. 

SIGNS. 

We  would  suggest  that  the  Board  of  Public  Works  or  some 
other  board  designated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  should 
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erect  modest  and  reasonably  conspicuous,  as  well  as  dignified 
signs  on  each  main  road  entering  Framingham,  eitker  desig- 
nating the  town  line  or  stating,  "You  are  now  entering 
Framingham.''  This  has  been  done  on  Edgell  Road  at  Fram- 
ingham, and  Sudbury  town  line,  but  the  work  should  be  con- 
sistently continued. 

TOWN  STREET  LIGHTS 

At  various  times  in  the  past  there  has  been  discussion  re- 
garding the  relighting  of  the  center  part  of  Framingham. 
We  believe  that  something  of  this  nature  is  highly  desirable 
without  necessarily  involving  a  large  expenditure  of  money 
or  even  creating  a  so-called  ''White  Way,"  and  also  that  it  is 
possible  to  eliminate  some  of  the  existing  poles,  and  we  be 
lieve  any  suggestions  to  place  wires  underground  is  to  b( 
encouraged. 

HOUSING 

There  is  much  discussion  and  debate  in  regard  to  the  lack 
of  housing  in  our  town.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  some  con- 
sistent attempt  should  be  made  to  determine  just  what  this 
shortage  is,  and  how  it  may  best  be  met.  This  board  does  not 
have  sufficient  rn,oney  at  its  command  to  make  such  an  invest- 
igation, but  we  believe  the  Selectmen  might  well  order  an 
investigation  of  the  facts  to  determine  the  exact  shortage. 

'  ZONING 

By  act  of  Massachusetts  Legislature,  approved  June  4, 
1920,  it  is  possible  to  adopt  certain  laws  in  regard  to  zoning. 
The  purpose  of  zoning  is  to  express  the  idea  of  orderliness  in 
community  development  and  to  prevent  such  inconsistency 
as  gas  tanks  next  to  parks,  garages  next  to  schools,  boiler 
shops  next  to  hospitals,  stables  next  to  churches,  and  funeral 
establishments  next  to  dwelling  houses.  One  would  be  con- 
sidered insane  if  they  attempted  to  keep  a  gas  range  in  the 
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parlor  and  piano  in  the  kitchen,  but  what  is  as  equal  incon- 
sistent practice  is  allowed  in  the  town  at  large  by  misplaced 
buildings.  There  are  many  instances  in  Framingham  where 
one-story  shops  built  close  to  the  sidewalks  have  materially 
depreciated  the  value  of  the  adjacent  property.  Zoning 
means  staple  property  values. 

It  is  the  intention  of  this  board  at  an  early  date  to  take  up 
the  question  of  zoning  with  the  view  of  submitting  to  the  town 
for  consideration  a  necessary  by-law,  to  properly  regulate  the 
erection  of  buildings. 

UNION  AVENUE  RESTRICTIONS 

We  believe  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to  restrict  Union 
Avenue  on  the  easterly  side  from  Concord  Square  to  at  least 
Eames  Square,  such  restriction  to  prevent  the  building  of  any 
structure  within  twenty  feet  of  the  sidewalk.  This  restriction 
to  be  made  with  a  view  to  the  future  widening  of  the  Avenue. 
The  more  expensive  part  of  this  restriction  is  already  covered, 
first  by  the  town  property  recently  acquired  from  the  Mer- 
riam  Estate.  The  garage  at  the  comer  of  Ordway  Street  is 
set  back  twenty  feet  and  is  so  restricted  as  also  is  the  State 
Armory.  The  Grace  Church  property  will  admit  of  such  set 
back  and  the  High  School  lot  readily  lends  itself  to  the  sug- 
gestion. From  this  point  north  all  the  land  is  occupied  for 
residences  and  the  houses  would  not  be  disturbed  by  the 
restriction. 

TOWN  SEAL 

In  concluding  this  report  there  is  one  small  matter  which 
has  come  to  our  attention  on  numerous  occasions, — we  refer 
to  the  design  of  the  Town  Seal.  Without  offering  any  unjust 
criticism  we  feel  that  the  motif  in  the  design  has  been  super- 
seded by  other  interests,  that  the  straw  interest  has  practically 
disappeared  from  Framingham  and  the  significance  of  the 
Normal  School  in  the  town  is  hardly  predominating,  that  the 
design  is  trivial  and  badly  drawn  and  is  not  what  would  be 
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considered  a  dignified  seal  for  a  community  of  the  size  <>! 
Framingham.  We  recommend  that  some  action  should  be 
taken  toward  revising  the  seal  of  the  town  and  a  competent 
committee  appointed.

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Report  of  Demonstration  Work  in 
Agriculture  and  Home  Economics 
in  Framingham 


For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1920 

An  appropriation  of  $200  was  made  at  the  annual  towai 
meeting  for  demonstration  work  under  the  direction  of  tho 
Middlesex  County  Bureau  of  Agriculture  and  Home  Eco- 
nomics.       I.  Bowditch  was  appointed  Director. 

Following  is  a  report  of  the  work  done  bj  this  organiza- 
tion in  the  town : 

Agents  of  the  Bureau  have  made  97  farm  and  home  visits 
during  the  year. 

The  Agricultural  Agent  conducted  a  dairy  and  farm  crops 
school  with  an  attendance  of  24.  He  spoke  at  seven  general 
meetings  and  gave  two  poultry  demonstrations.  One  field 
day  was  held  in  the  town  with  an  automobile  tour  to  inspect 
cattle  and  field  corn.  The  soil  on  38  farms  was  tested  for 
acidity. 

The  Horticultural  Agent  conducted  two  two-day  extension 
schools  which  were  attended  by  a  total  of  327.  He  also  spoke 
at  four  general  meetings. 

The  Home  Demonstration  Agent  conducted  two  two-day 
extension  schools  for  women,  a  field  day  for  women  with  an 
attendance  of  70,  and  a  clothing  efficiency  class  with  whom 
she  met  six  times  with  an  average  attendance  of  42  at  each 
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meeting.  The  Home  Demonstration  Agent  also  spoke  at  four 
general  meetings. 

Thirtj-one  meetings  were  held  with  boys  and  girls  and 
there  were  nine  organized  clubs,  with  an  enrollment  as  fol- 
lows: Garden  82,  Home  Economics  71,  Canning  19,  Pig  11, 
Potato  3.  Framingham  Garden  Club  won  first  prize  at  the 
'New  England  Fair.  Mary  Valentine  won  a  two-day  trip  to 
the  State  College  for  high-grade  work  in  canning.  Katherine 
Garrahan  won  the  same  trip  for  her  work  in  bread  making.

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Report  of  Town  Counsel 


Framingham,  January  14,  1921. 
To  the  Selectmen  of  Framingham : 

Gentlemen  : — I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Town 
Counsel  for  the  year  1920. 

No  cases  have  been  in  order  for  trial  in  Court. 

The  claims  of  W.  H.  Pratt,  and  Charles  W.  Munroe  for 
damages  occasioned  by  the  relocation  of  South  Street  have 
been  settled,  without  litigation,  and  proper  releases  obtained, 
said  parties  accepting  the  awards  made  by  the  town. 

A  petition  for  damages  occasioned  by  the  relocation  of 
South  Street  was  filed  in  the  Superior  Court,  by  Mr.  Clifford 
H.  Pratt  but  Avas  settled,  w^ithout  trial,  by  the  payment  to 
Mr.  Pratt  of  the  sum  of  five  hundred  and  seven  dollars,  and 
the  delivery  by  him  of  proper  release  to  the  town. 

In  Legislative  affairs  I  have^  as  required  by  the  town's 
by-laws,  appeared  before  committees  of  the  Legislature  in 
behalf  of  the  town  in  the  matter  of  the  bill  relative  to  annual 
payments  to  the  town  for  disposal  of  sewage  from  the  Sher- 
born  Reformatory.  The  hearing  on  this  bill  was  held  on 
April  20,  last,  with  result  that  the  bill  was  referred  to  the  next 
General  Court. 

I  also  appeared,  wdth  the  Chairman  of  your  Board,  in  the 
matter  of  the  bill  relative  to  the  issue  of  '^Memorial  Bonds,'* 
so-called,  w^hich  the  iovm  voted  on  March  24th,  1920,  to  issue 
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under  the  provisions  of  Chap.  Gl  of  Acts  of  1919.  On  April 
9,  1920^  Chap.  292  of  Acts  of  1920  was  passed  amending  said 
Chap.  61. 

It  was  contended  by  counsel  for  the  purchasers  of  said 
bonds  that  the  provisions  of  said  Chap.  292,  although  passed 
subsequent  to  the  action  of  the  town  under  said  Chap.  61, 
rendered  doubtful  the  authority  of  the  town  to  issue  said 
bonds  after  the  passage  of  said  Chap.  292.  To  avoid  any 
question  and  settle  all  doubts  it  was  deemed  best  to  apply  to 
the  session  of  the  Legislature  held  in  December  last  for  spe- 
cial legislation.  Satisfactory  legislation  was  obtained,  and 
thereupon  said  bonds  were  accepted  by  the  purchasers.  To 
have  issued  said  bonds  prior  to  the  passage  of  Chap.  292, 
Acts  of  1920,  was  a  physical  impossibility,  as  only  fifteen 
days  intervened  between  the  action  of  the  town  (March  24) 
and  the  approval  of  said  Chap.  292  (April  9). 

I  also  appeared,  in  capacity  of  a  citizen  only,  in  behalf  of 
the  bill  to  validate  the  attempted  acceptance  by  the  town  in 
1914  of  Chap.  487,  Acts  of  1913  relative  to  promotion  of  call 
men  in  fire  departments,  with  result  that  an  act  was  passed 
validating  such  acceptance,  viz. — Chap.  3  of  Acts  of  1920. 

I^otices  of  claims  for  damages  for  injuries  from  defective 
highway  conditions  have  been,  during  1920,  received  as  fol- 
lows : — 

1.  Claim  of  Bridget  Dolan  for  injuries  on  Purchase 
Street,  in  Saxonville,  on  July  21,  1920.  The  claimant  in  the 
evening  came  in  contact  with  a  water  box,  projecting  above 
the  surface  of  the  sidewalk,  and  around  which  the  earth  and 
gravel  had  been  washed  away.  The  claimant  was  thrown  to 
the  ground,  was  bruised  and  strained,  and  confined  to  her  bed 
for  some  days  under  medical  care.  The  claim  was  settled  and 
the  town  released  from  further  liability  by  the  payment  of 
the  sum  of  thirty-two  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents. 

2.  Claim  of  William  Leydon  for  dan:iages  alleged  to  have 
been  caused  by  a  pole  of  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Co. 
located  on  Worcester  Road,  which  pole  being  in  decayed  con- 
dition fell  and  struck  the  claimant. 
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The  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Co.  have  been  duly 
notified  to  assume  this  claim. 

COCHITUATE  ROAD  BRIDGE 

On  September  20,  1917,  a  petition  was  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  County  Commissioners  by  the  Boston  and  Albany  Rail- 
road Co.  praying  for  alterations  in  the  railroad  bridge  over 
Cochituate  Road,  and  the  approaches  thereto.  On  October 
29,  1918,  the  County  Commissioners  passed  a  decree  ordering 
alterations,  and  specifying  the  details  of  the  same.  The  ex- 
pense of  such  alterations  when  completed  will  be  apportioned 
between  the  railroad  and  the  town  by  a  commission  of  three 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Court,  unless  agreed  upon  by  the  town 
and  railroad  company. 

The  following  actions  to  which  the  town  is  a  party  are 
pending  in  Court.

No.  12,145.  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Rail- 
road Co.  and  Old  Colony  Railroad  Co.  vs  Town  of  Framing- 
ham. Bill  alleging  wrongful  taking,  use  and  occupation  of 
land  and  praying  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  such  further 
use  and  occupation.  The  interest  of  the  town  in  these  cases 
is  derived  through  its  purchase  of  the  franchise,  rights  and 
property  of  the  Framingham  Water  Co.  under  vote  of  the 
town  passed  in  May  1905. 

I  was  never  of  counsel  in  these  cases,  nor  had  I  any  knowl- 
edge of  them  until  they  were  called  to  my  attention  by  the 
chairman  of  the  present  Board  of  Selectmen.  Such  informa- 
tion as  I  have  been  able  to  gather  is  as  follows : — Upon  the  tak- 
ing over  of  the  Water  Company  by  the  town  the  counsel,  who 
up  to  that  time  had  acted  for  the  Water  Co.  in  the  cases,  with- 
drew their  appearances.  The  then  Board  of  Water  Commis- 
sioners employed  other  counsel,  who  continued  in  the  cases 
until  March  8,  1916,  when  he  also  withdrew  from  them. 
Thereupon  the  Board  of  Public  Works  employed  counsel  in 
Boston  whose  name  still  appears  on  the  dockets  as  of  counsel 
for  the  town,  and  in  1919  F.  H.  Hilton,  Esq.,  then  Town 
Counsel,  entered  his  appearance  for  the  town  in  the  Middle- 
sex cases,  thereby  probably  saving  them  from  being  dismissed 
for  non-prosecution.  Both  the  counsel  who  had  charge  of  the 
cases  for  the  Water  Co.  (Robert  M.  Morse,  Esq.  and  Sidney 
A.  Phillips,  Esq.)  and  who  had  full  knowledge  of  all  details 
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and  facts  involved,  are  now  deceased,  as  is  also  the  counsel  for 
the  Railroad  Company,  the  late  Josiah  H.  Benton,  Esq. 

The  Middlesex  cases  were  referred  by  the  Court  to  an 
Auditor  to  hear  the  parties  and  report  his  findings  to  the 
Court. 

From  so  much  of  the  evidence  taken  before  the  auditor  as 
appears  to  be  in  existence  I  find  that  hearings  were  held  be- 
fore the  Auditor  on  Jan.  19,  1901,  Feb.  2,  1901,  Dec.  17, 
1902,  Dec.  18,  1902,  Oct.  26,  1904,  JSTov.  12,  1904.  Some  of 
the  witnesses  who  testified  before  the  Auditor  are  dead.  The 
Auditor  is  also  deceased,  and,  further,  he  died  without  mak- 
ing a  report.  On  May  15,  1915,  a  suggestion  of  the  death  of 
the  Auditor  and  a  motion  for  appointment  of  another  auditor 
were  filed  in  Court  by  counsel  for  the  Railroad  Company  but 
the  motion  does  not  appear  to  have  been  acted  on.  Such  is 
the  history  and  present  status  of  said  cases,  and  it  seems 
proper,  under  such  unusual  conditions,  that  the  town  should 
express  itself  upon  the  question  of  what  course  they  desire  to 
have  taken  in  regard  to  the  cases  by  the  Selectmen  who,  under 
the  town's  by-laws,  have  charge  of  all  the  town's  litigation.  I 
ought,  also,  to  say  that  to  now  take  up  and  re-try  said  cases 
must  necessarily  involve  very  large  expense. 

During  the  year  just  passed  I  have  had  frequent  occasion 
to  confer  with  and  advise  the  town  officials  and  committees. 
I  have  also  drawn  contracts,  bonds,  conveyances,  releases, 
grants  of  rights  of  sewerage  and  rights  of  drainage,  and  other 
papers  as  called  for  by  the  town  officers,  and  have  prepared 
and  furnished  to  the  town's  boards  and  committees  fifty-five 
written  opinions,  some  short  and  some  long,  but  all  involving 
study  and  research.

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Report  of  the  New  HoUis  Street  School 
Building  Committee 


The  committe<^  appointed  uiuler  Article  five  (5)  of  the 
Warrant  for  the  Town  Meeting  hehl  May  5,  1919,  '^to  locate, 
erect  and  equip  a  school  house  building  of  sixteen  class  rooms, 
with  assembly  hall,  shops  and  domestic  science  rooms  on  the 
Hollis  Street  lot"  offer  a  report  of  progress.  The  building 
at  the  present  time  is  completed  except  with  a  few  minor 
details,  but  all  work  has  been  suspended  by  the  action  of  the 
labor  unions  owing  to  the  strike  in  Boston,  and  the  contract 
for  the  general  construction  work  made  by  the  town,  is  with 
the  J.  E.  Locatelli  Company  of  Boston.  With  the  exception 
of  placing  a  small  amount  of  hardware  requiring  the  services 
of  one  man  for  a  few  days,  the  general  contract  has  been  com- 
pleted. 

The  heating  plant  is  in  working  condition  and  the  men 
placing  the  covering  on  the  pipes  have  been  compelled  to  with- 
draw from  the  building. 

The  electrical  work  requires  about  four  days  to  complete, 
but  the  workmen  have  been  withdrawn!  by  their  union. 

Moveable  furniture  has  been  received  at  the  building  and 
is  partially  set  in  place  and  this  work  is  proceeding. 

Barring  strike  conditions  which  now  exist  the  building 
would  be  ready  for  occupancy  at  present,  and  the  committee 
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could  turn  same  over  to  tlie  School  ( ■ominittee.  In  the  mean- 
time we  are  compelled  to  keep  the  heating  apparatus  running 
at  large  expense,  to  protect  an  unoccupied  building.  ITow 
long  this  condition  will  last  no  one  can  predict.
